AN  ACT  FOR  FURNISHING  THE  QUOTA  OF  TROOPS  RBQUIRBaP  BY  CON- 
GRESS WR  THE  PROTECTION  OP  [THE]  WBBTBRN  FRONTtBRB  AHD 
OTBBR  PURPOBBB  THBRBIN  MKNTIONKD. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  United  States  in  congress  as- 
Beinblod  by  their  i-esolution  of  the  third  day  of  October  in  the 
year  of  our  I^rd  one  thousand  seren  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
reciting,  that  whereas  the  time  for  which  the  greater  part  of  the 
troops  on  the  frontiera  are  engaged  will  expire  in  the  conrse  of 
the  ensuing  year  did  resolve,  that  the  interests  of  the  United 
States  require  that  a  corps  of  seren  hundred  troops  should  be 
stationed  on  the  frontiers  to  protect  the  settlers  on  the  public 
lands  from  the  depredations  of  the  Indians,  to  fadlltate  the 
snrveyinsf  and  selling  of  the  said  lands,  in  order  to  reduce  the 
public  debt  and  to  prevent  all  unwarrantable  intruirions  there- 
on; and  also  that  in  order  to  save  the  great  expense  of  trans- 
porting new  levies  to  the  distant  frontif  rs  of  the  United  States, 
and  also  to  avail  the  public  of  the  discipline  and  knowled^irf"  "f 
the  co^mtry  acquired  by  the  troops  on  the  frontiers,  it  is  highly 
expedient  to  retain  as  many  of  tTiem  as  shall  voluntarily  re- 
engage in  tlif  servire;  and  did  therefore  furtlier  resolve  that 
seven  hundred  nou-cummissioned  officers  and  privates  be  raise:] 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  discnar^ed,  and  that 
the  same  be  furnished  by  the  several  states  therein  named  in 
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certain  spi^iUMd  pfoportioiu^  whereof  the  quota  or  proportion 
of  this^  i^fa^  *ia  required  to  be  two  hundred  and  dzty. 

And  :w&ereaji  the  legislatiiie  of  this  commonwealth  in  com- 
l^liiiiioe  with  the  said  reqnlaition  of  congreaa  ia  dealroua  to  fa^ 
,  dUtate  the  measoiea  of  the  United  States  in  the  moat  apeedy 
,  \y»tead  effectual  manner. 

'•t;*'**    [Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  ia  hereby 

.\  v'*     enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  llie  Freemen  of  the  Gom- 
..'v* ;  monweaitU  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Ass^'mhly  met,  and  by  , 

the  authority  of  tbe  same,  That  there  be  forthwith  raised  and 
levied  by  voluntary  enlistment  in  thia  state  two  hundred  and 
sixty  able  hinliod  men  to  be  arranj^ed  as  non-commissioniHl  oflS- 
cers  and  juivates  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  to  con- 
tinue for  and  during  the  term  of  three  years  unle(*s  sooner  dia* 
charged. 

[Section  II.]  (Sedlon  in,  F.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enaeted 
by  the  anthoritj  aforesaid,  That  the  aupreme  executiye  council 
be  and  they  are  hereby  anthoiiaed  and  empowered  to  appoint 
and  commissionate  the  proportion  of  officers  to  be  furnished 
by  this  state  according  to  the  seyenth  article  of  the  confedera- 
tion and  perpetual  union,  and  agreeably  to  the  establishment 
mentioned  in  the  resolatlona  of  Congress  herein  in  part  recited. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authori^  aforesaid,  That  the  said  officers  and  men  shall 
severally  and  respectively  when  embodied  be  and  they  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  liable  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  (  V)n<:rresa  or  a  committee  of  the  states  have  formed 
or  hereafter  shall  form  for  the  government  of  the  troops  or 
army  of  the  United  States  and  that  the  pay,  rations  and  sub- 
sistence of  the  said  ollieers  and  soldiers  shall  be  aj^reeable  to 
the  act  of  congress  of  the  twelfth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eicflity-five,  prouUcd 
that  all  such  ])ay,  rations,  subsistence  and  other  expense*  •)f 

supporting  said  troops  be  furnished  and  provided  by  the  United 
States. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  president  and  the  supreme 
ezecutive  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  em- 
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powered  to  draw  on  the  treasurer  of  this  state  iu  favor  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  said  tr(K)ps  for  the  siiui  of  five  hun- 
dred and  twenty  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  giving  two  dollars 
advance  to  each  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  that  flhall 
be  enlisted,  which  sum  ahall  be  cbarged  to  the  United  States 
and  repaid  to  this  commonwealth  out  of  the  first  month's  pa  j 
to  be  drawn  for  said  troops,  and  also  that  the  said  president 
and  supreme  executive  council  draw  in  manner  aforesaid  for 
the  farther  anm  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  to  be  distrib- 
uted by  the  said  commanding  officer  for  the  expenses  of  the  re* 
cmiting  service  in  such  manner  as  to  him  may  appear  reason- 
able and  just.

CHAPTER  MCOCXXVII. 


AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  Vv'AClT^S  OF  MEMBERS  OF  THE  STATE 
GONVBNTION,  AND  TO  D£FRAY  rHbi  EXPENSES  OF  HOLDING  THE 

SAiia 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  it  [is]  necessary  to  determine  tb»i 
allowance  TO  bo  made  to  the  members  of  the  state  convention 
which  lb  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  proposed 
federal  constitution  and  also  to  provide  for  the  same,  together 
with  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  said  convention. 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  l\  L.)  Beit  therefore  enacted,  and  it 
la  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  same  allowances  be  made 
of  wages  and  mileage  to  attending  members  of  the  state  con- 
vration  as  is  now  made  to  the  members  of  the  general  assembly, 
and  that  the  same  together  with  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
convention  be  paid  by  warrant  on  the  state  treasurer  and  drawn 
by  the  president  or  chairman  of  the  convention,  and  counter- 
signed  by  the  comptroller-general.

AN  ACT  TO  ALTER  AND  AMEND  AN  ACT  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  FOR 
ERECTING  AND  OPENING  A  IjOAN  OFFICB  FOR  THE  SUM  OP  FIFTY 
THOUSAND  POUNDa"! 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  and 
made  current  by  an  act  of  anemblj  passed  the  sixteenth  day 
of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  tiionsand  aeren  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  have  suffered  a  considerable  depceciation,  and 
the  restoration  of  their  credit  may  be  affected  by  talcing  out  of 
circulation  such  and  so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  received  by 
the  trustees  of  the  loan  office  in  discharge  of  the  mortgages 
to  them  made  for  sums  borrowed  of  them,  over  and  besides  the 
sum  of  twenty-thousand  pounds  which  by  the  said  act  is  di- 
rected to  be  annually  canceled  and  burnefl. 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  bv  tlie  ITej)resentatlves:  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Peiinsvlvania  in  Genr ml  Assembly  met, 
and  by  the  anthority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  any  moi'tgagor  of  any  messuages,  lands  or  rents,  mort- 
pa^^ed  to  tlie  trustees  of  the  loan  office  in  pursuance  of  au  act 
of  assembly  jKissed  the  fourth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thouHand  seven  liundred  and  eighty-five,  entitled,  "An 
act  for  erecting  and  opening  a  loan  office  for  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  pounds/'  or  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators  or 
assigns  to  pay  the  whole,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  mon^s 
borrowed  and  due  by  and  upon  such  mortgages^  and  for  the 
said  trustees  to  receive  the  same  in  part  or  in  full  of  the  same, 
at  any  time  or  times  before  the  time  specified  in  the  said  mort> 
gage  deeds,  anything  in  the  last  redted  act  to  the  contrary  not* 
withstanding. 

[Section  TI  ]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furiln  r  rnncted 
by  the  aulliority  aforesaid,  Tliat  all  the  bills  of  credit  emitie<l 
by  the  said  firft  above  mentioned  act  which  shall  be  paid  to  and 
iCbapter  1159. 
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received  by  the  said  trustees  in  part  or  in  full  discharge  of  any 
of  the  said  mortgages,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  act  for  that 
purpose  made  or  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
this  state  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  every  month  in  which 
the  same  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  trustees  and  shall  not  be  re- 
loaned  or  re-issued  on  any  account  whatsoever  but  the  same 
bills  shall  be  canceled  by  the  treasurer  and  reserved  to  be 
burned  and  shall  be  burned  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said 
annual  sum  of  twenty-thousand  pounds  is  directed  to  be  can- 
celed and  burned  by  the  fifty-ninth  section  of  the  act  first  here- 
in above  recited,  anything  in  the  said  act  for  erecting  and  open- 
ing the  said  loan  office  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Whoneas  by  a  petition  presented  to  this  house  by  Alexander 
McDowell  it  is  ther^n  set  forth  that  he  was  appointed  a  sur* 
veyor  of  one  of  the  districts  in  the  late  purchase^  that  after  he 
had  [carried]  out  his  division  line  and  before  he  had  executed 
one  warrant  he  received  orders  from  the  supreme  executive 
council  to  dedst,  by  means  of  which  he  has  been  subjected  to 
considerable  expenses  and  as  the  running  of  the  aforesaid  line 
is  rendered  useless  he  has  prayed  for  relief  in  the  premises,  and 
it  is  just  and  reasonable  that  the  ezpmses  aforesaid  be  paid.

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  from  a  full  conTiction  of  the  utility 
of  establisliing  soninaxies  of  learning  in  this  commonwealth 
an  act  of  assembly  was  passed  the  tenth  day  of  March  one  thou* 
sand  seven  hundred  and  eigbty-seyen  to  incorporate  a  college 
and  charity  scliool  in  tln^  borough  and  county  of  Lancaster 
under  the  title  of  Franklin  College: 

And  whereas  it  hath  since  been  represented  to  this  house  by 
the  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  colleg^e  that  their  funds,

And  whoeas  it  appears  reasonable  and  proper  that  the  said 
petition  should  be  granted: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Repfesentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
Oommonwealth  of  Penn^lTania  in  General  Assembly  met  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  said  two  lots  of  ground 
as  they  are  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Queen  street  in  the 
said  borough  with  their  appurtenances  and  all  the  estate,  right, 
title,  interest,  property  claim  and  demand  of  the  state  of  Penn* 
sylvania  in  and  to  the  same  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
granted  and  vested  in  the  ti-ustees  of  Franklin  college  in  the 
borough  and  county  of  Lancaster  and  their  successors  forever 
to  and  for  the  use  of  tlie  said  institution.

AMONG  THE  HEATHEN  PQBMBD  BY  IIBUIBBIIS  OP  THE 
ia>I800PAL  CHURCH  OP  THE  CNITIBD  BRBTaRBN  OR  IINITAS  FRA- 
TRTTM. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  this 
bon??p  by  the  Reverend  John  Et  twoin,  (me  of  the  bishops  of  the 
church  called  Unitas  Frntniin  or  llu  T^nilMd  'Rrethron,  and  the 
Reverend  John  Meder,  pastr»r  in  ordinnr;  i>f  Mio  said  rlnirch 
in  the  city  of  Philadelj)hia,  that  sin(  e  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  when  the  said  church  bepran 
to  make  settlements  in  Arnoi  ica  tlie  principal  aim  of  their  mem- 
bers cominj;;  over  from  Europe  was  to  carry  the  {;loriou8  truths 
of  the  Gospel  to  the  Indians  here,  that  they  have  without  inter- 
miwion  continiied  their  labors  among  the  IndiAna  and  notwith- 
standing the  increase  of  expenses  and  other  difflcnlties  are  re- 
solved to  pursue  and  support  this  commendable  work  and  for

settlers  of  our  frontiers,  and  by  living  examples  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  the  con  verts  the  savnjios  may  be  indncod  to  turn 
their  minds  to  the  Christian  religion,  industry  and  social  life 
with  the  citizens  of  the  l.'nitfKl  States: 

And  whereas  this  house  is  disposed  to  exercise  the  powers 
vested  in  the  lejiislature  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  encour- 
agement of  all  pious  and  charitable  i)urposes: 

[Section  l.J  (Section  II,  1'.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representative  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
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Oommonwealth  of  PeDnsjlTaiiiaiii  Oeneral  Agaembly  met  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the  BeTerend  John  Eittwein, 
Mahop,  Frefl crick  William  Yon  Marshall,  gentleman,  the  Rev- 
erend Andrew  Hubner  and  Paul  Munster.  Hans  CbrlBtian  Von 
Schweinitz,  gentleman,  the  Reverend  David  Zeisberger,  junior, 
John  August  Klinprsohr,  Jeremiah  Dencke,  Charles  Ootthold 
Reichel,  Daniel  Koehler,  Christian  Bcnzein  anrl  OodfrfT  Prae- 
zel,  the  present  directors,  the  Kev<  rrni]  I'f  rnhard  Ad;ini  <  ;i  ube, 
Fredericiv  Peter  senior  and  Jacob  Van  V ieck,  the  present  assist- 
ant directoi-s  of  the  said  society,  the  Reverend  John  Herbet, 
John  Medar,  Francis  Boahler,  James  Birkby,  I^ewis  J'.of»hIer, 
and  Abrahuru  Heinecke  and  others,  the  ministers  iu  the  differ- 
ent brethrens  congregations  and  their  successors  and  all  other 
members  of  said  mdety  who  have  and  hereafter  shall  anb- 
scribe  the  rules  of  the  said  society  be  and  they  are  hereby  made, 
declared  and  constituted  to  be  a  eoiporation  and  body  politic 
and  corporate  in  law  and  In  fact,  to  have  continuance  forever 
by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  "The  society  of  the  United 
Brethren  for  propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  heathen." 

[Section  II.]  (Section  HI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  corporation  and  their 
successors  by  the  name,  style  and  title  aforesaid,  shall  forever 
hereafter  be  persons  able  and  capable  in  law  to  purchase,  have, 
receive,  take,  hold  and  enjoy  in  fee  simple  or  of  less  estate 
or  estates,  any  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  liberties, 
franchises  and  otli^r  InM-mlitamentH.  by  the  gift,  grant,  bargain, 
sale,  alienation,  f iitiM  lTnicnf,  lelesise,  confirmation  or  devise 
of  any  person  or  persoius  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  capable 
and  able  to  make  the  same  and  farther  that  the  s^id  corpora- 
tion and  their  successors  may  take  and  receive  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money  and  portion  of  goods  and  chattels  that  have 
been  or  hereafter  shall  be  given  or  bequeathed  to  them  or  the 
said  society  by  any  person  or  persons^  bodies  politic  or  corpora 
ate,  able  and  capable  to  make  a  bequest  or  gift  thereof.  Pro- 
vided, That  no  misnomer  of  the  said  corporation  and  their  ane- 
cessors  shall  defeat  or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest 
to  the  said  corporation  if  the  intent  of  the  donor  shall  suffi- 
ciently appear  upon  the  face  of  the  gift,  testament  or  other 
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writing:  whereby  any  estate  or  interest  was  inteii'led  to  pass 
to  the  said  corporation;  nor  shall  any  uou-usor  of  the  rights, 
liberties,  privileges  and  authorities,  or  any  of  them,  hereby 
granted  to  the  nid  corpontloii,  create  or  cause  a  forfeiture 
thereof. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  ftarther  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid.  That  all  donations  and  contributions, 
rents  interests  and  profits  arising  from  the  real  and  personal 
estate  of  the  aforesaid  corporation  shall  by  the  said  directors 
and  their  successora  fsom  time  to  time  be  applied  and  laid  out 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  [their]  missionaries  and 
their  assistants,  for  building  and  supporting  places  of  public 
worship  and  schools,  proTiding  bookHfor  the  better  educating, 
instructing  and  civilizing  the  children  of  the  converts  and 
others  anions;  the  natiorm  wlio  shall  be  desirous  to  commit  tlieir 
youths  to  the  care  and  instructions  of  the  said  missionaries  and 
for  siH'h  other  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  are  conformable  to 
the  true  design  and  intent  of  the  said  society.

(Section  1,  i'.  L.)  W  iieri-as  the  members  of  the  first  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Big  Spring  in  the  county  of  Cumberland  now 
iuid»  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Reverend  Samuel  Wilson  have 
in  a  petition  to  this  house  prayed  that  their  said  church  may 
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be  Incoipmted  and  by  lav  enabled  as  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate to  receive  and  hold  such  charitable  donations  and  be- 
quests as  have  been  or  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  to  their 
society  and  vested  with  such  powers  and  privileges  as  are  en< 
joyed  by  the  religious  societies  who  are  incorporated  in  the 
state  of  Fenrisylvania: 

And  whereas  it  is  just  and  right  and  agreeably  to  the  true 
spirit  of  tiie  constitution  that  the  prayer  of  their  said  petition 
be  g^rauted. 

[Section  I.]  (Set-tion  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  it 
iB  hereby  enacted  by  the  Kepresentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  and 
by  the  anthoriiy  of  the  same,  That  David  Bterret,  Robert  Pat* 
terson,  Charles  Leiper,  Handle  Blair,  John  McKeehan,  Samuel 
Finley  and  John  Oaison  and  their  successors  duly  ^ected  and 
appointed  in  such  manner  and  form  as  hereinafter  is  directed 
be  and  they  are  hereby  made  and  constituted  a  corporation  and 
body  politic  in  law  and  in  fact  to  hare  continuance  forever  by 
the  name,  style  and  title  of  '*The  trustees  of  the  First  Presby-

to  purchase,  have,  receive,  take,  hold  aud  eiijoj  la  fee  simple 
or  of  any  less  estate  [or  estates]  any  lands  tenements,  rents,  an- 
nuities, liberties,  ftmncbiseB  and  other  hereditaments  by  the 
gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  alienation,  enfeoffment,  release,  con* 
flrmation  or  devise  of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  and 
corporate  capable  and  able  to  make  the  same:  And  farther  that 
the  said  corporation  as  aforesaid  may  take  and  receive  any 
snm  or  snms  of  money  and  any  manner  or  portion  of  goods 
and  chattels  that  have  been  or  sliall  be  given  or  bequeathed 
to  them  by  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  and  corporate 
capable  to  make  a  bequest  thereof  and  the  said  corporation 
are  declared  to  l>e  capable  and  able  and  they  are  hereby  auth- 
orised and  empowered  to  grant,  barprnin,  sell,  convey,  assure, 
demise  aud  to  farm  let,  place  out  at  interef-t  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  fn  them  or  a  majority  (»f 
them,  as  hereinafter  is  dii*eet<'d  shall  (hem  most  beneficial  aud 
serviceable  to  the  society.  Provided  always,  That  the  said 
triistees  and  their  sneeessors  shall  not  by  any  deed,  fine  or 
recovery  or  by  any  other  way  or  means  gi'ant,  bargain,  sell, 
alien,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  manors,  messuages,  lands, 
tenements  or  hereditaments,  the  real  estate  of  the  said  church  .

A  8UPPLBKBNT  TO  AN  ACT  BNTITLSD  "AN  ACT  FOR  RAISINQ  BY  WAT 

OF  IX)TTERY  THE  SUM  OF  FORTY-TWO  THOUSAND  DOLIARS  TOR  IM- 
PROVING THE  PUUC  ROADS  LEADING  FROM  THE  CITY  OF  PHILA- 
DELPHIA TO  THE  WESTERN  PARTS  OF  THIS  STATE  AND  TOWARDS 
THB  IHI>SOVtNO  THB  NAVIGATION  OP  THB  RtVBR  SCKUTLSIUL'* 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  net  produce  of  the  lottery 
directed  to  be  drawn  bj  an  act  of  general  aBsemUy  of  this  com' 
monwealth  passed  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  in  the  year 
of  onr  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  doth 
not  amount  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  answer  reiy  extensively  the 
good  purposes  intended  therebyi  so  that  it  is  conceived  by  this 
house  that  the  conduct  of  the  business  in  the  hands  of  com- 
missioners would  create  an  unnecessary  expense  and  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  niouevH  will  be  more  ecouoraically  expended 
if  the  supreme  executive  council  sliall  be  invested  with  a  power 
to  direct  the  mode  of  applyinix  the  said  moneys  by  contract  or 
otherwise  as  they  shall  deem  proiKr:

case  the  said  council  shall  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  cause 
that  part  of  tlie  said  road  to  be  in  the  fiii?t  instance  effectually 
repaired  and  amended  and  if  it  fehall  be  thought  proper,  altered 
so  as  to  be  reudei^  ahorter  and  to  run  over  better  ground^  and 
apply  the  residue  of  the  said  moiety  so  far  as  the  same  will 
go  in  manner  herdnbefore  directed,  And  the  said  supreme  ex- 
ecutive council  are  hereby  farther  authorized  and  empowered 
to  direct  the  other  moiety  or  half  part  of  the  said  moneys  to  be 
applied  by  contract  or  otherwise  to  the  improving  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  river  Schuylkill  in  such  way  and  manner  as  to  them 
shaU  seem  expedient,  having  regard  to  the  principles  on  which 
the  application  of  the  other  moiety  is  directed  to  be  made  so 
that  what  shall  be  laid  out  shall  eflfectually  improve  the  part  to 
w  hich  it  Is  applied,  lest  by  extending  the  object  too  far  the 
design  may  be  defeated.  And  the  said  gnpr»Mn<'  executive 
council  are  hei-eby  authorized  and  empowered  to  draw  orders 
on  the  slate  treasurer  to  whom  the  managers  of  the  said  lottery 
are  hereby  directed  to  pay  over  the  nnni  produced  by  the  same 
for  such  suuis  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  sum  ao  pro- 
duced as  the  said  supreme  executive  council  shall  from  time  to 

time  deem  necessary.

Darlington,  thence  along  the  lines  of  the  said  Charles  Ryan  and 
the  lands  late  of  Thomas  Williamson,  of  Gideon  William* 
son  and  of  Thomas  Darilngton,  Junior,  to  lands  of  George  Mat* 
lack,  thence  along  the  lines  of  the  lands  of  George  Matlack,

AN   ACT   TO  ENABLE   THE  COMMISSIONERS  OP  THE  COONTT  OF 

CHESTER  TO  SELL  AND  CONVEY  A  CERTAIN  TiOT  OF  LAND  IN  THE 
TOWNSHIP  OF  EAST  CALN  AND  COUNTY  AFORESAID  FOR  THE  USB 
OF  THE  SAID  COUNTY. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  in  and  by  an  act  of  assembly 
passed  tbe  twentieth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seTen  hun- 
dred and  eii^hty  certain  commis^oners  therein  named  were 
empowered  to  purchase  and  take  assurance  of  a  lot  of  land  in 
some  convenient  part  of  the  county  of  Chester  and  thereon  to 
erect  a  court-house  and  prison,  in  consequence  of  which  powers 
and  for  said  uses  the  said  commissioners  purchased  a  lot  of 
land  in  the  towi»hip  of  East  Gain. 

And  whereas  in  and  by  one  other  act  passed  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  March  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
four  other  commissioners  were  appointed  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  th<^  above  rpciff-d  act  with  n  proviso,  confining  said 
commissioners  to  certain  Umits  upon  which  the  buildings  were 
to  be  erected.

(Section  I.]  (Section  II,  F.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Fennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  the  same,  That  the  commissioners  in 
and  for  the  county  of  Chester  or  any  two  of  them  be  and  they 
are  hereby  empowered  and  dbrected  to  expose  to  sale  by  public 
vendue  to  the  highest  bidder  a  certain  lot  of  land  lying  and 
being  in  the  township  of  East  Cain,  purchased  from  Bosanna 
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fihefward  for  the  use  of  said  county  William  CSingan,  Thomas 
Bally  John  Einkead,  Roger  Kirk,  John  Sellers,  John  Wilson, 
and  Joseph  DaTis^  commissioners  Onder  the  act  first  reeited, 
bounded  as  follows,  vis,  beginning  at  a  marked  hickory  sapling, 

Btanding  on  the  north  side  of  the  Oonestogo  road,  thence  by 
said  road  north  seventy  (lo<irc(^s  nnd  an  half  east,  ten  perches 
to  a  post,  thence  by  lands  of  said  Rosanua  Sheward  north  eif^b-

SITUATE  IN  THE  COUNTIES  OF  PHILADELPHIA  AN'D  CHESTER  TO 
KEEP  THE  BANKS  DAMS,  SLUICES  AND  Fi>0OD  GATES  IN  REPAIR 
ASSiD  TO  RAISB  A  PUNO  TO  DBPR4T  THB  BXFBNSB  THBRBOf. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Wh  there  is  a  certain  parcel  of  marsh 
and  meadow  land  situate  in  the  township  of  Kingsessing  in 
the  county  of  Philadelphia,  commonly  known  by  the  name  at 
Boone^s  Island  and  Careos-Hoolc  maish,  and  also  other  parcels 
of  drained  marsh  situate  in  the  township  of  Tinicum  in  the 
county  of  Chester  the  whole  of  which  several  parcels  is  con- 
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tained  within  the  bounds  following  to  wit,  beginning  at  tlie 
fast  Iniul  of  Christopher  Elliott  to  the  southward  of  said  El- 
liott's house  and  adjoining  to  a  piece  of  marsh  which  he  has 
embanked  at  his  own  expense,  thence  by  Darby  crook  to  Green 
crook,  thence  by  said  Green  creek  and  E'huiib  crook  to  tho  river 
Delaware  thonce  up  the  same  to  Bow  crook  and  up  IJow  cicok 
to  Boone's  creek  and  thonce  up  the  said  iU>uut.'s  erei'k  to  the 
fast  laud  near  the  house  of  the  widow  Cocks,  thence  by  the 
fast  land  to  the  dam  now  in  use  over  Kingsessing  creek  to 
Boone'B,  Knowles's  Blankeney's  and  the  State  iBlande^  thence 
CMMKing  by  the  mad  dam  to  the  fast  land  an  the  north  side  of 
the  said  creek,  thence  by  the  several  conrses  of  the  said  fast

P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Kepresentatives  of  tlie  Freemen  of 
the  C-oninionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  tlie  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  said  tracts  and 
parcels  of  meadow  lands  are  hereby  divided  into  the  two  cer- 
tain divinions  foll(»wni.i:,  that  is  (o  say,  from  a  certain  crcek 
calh^tl  Mow  CM  rk  im-ludinf]^  the  oastoni  dam  and  sluice  over 
Siiid  Bow  creek  aud  thence  to  the  fast  laud  on  CarcuB-hook 
and  Boone's  island  shall  be  henceforth  called  and  named  the 
Northern  diyisiou  and  from  the  said  Bow  creek  including  the 
western  dam  and  sluice  oyer  the  said  Bow  creek  and  thence  to 
Plumb  creek  shall  be  henceforth  called  and  named  the  southern 
division  and  that  the  said  owners  occupiers  and  possessors  of 
meadow  land  in  the  northern  division  shall  be  called  and  named 
the  Tinicum  company  and  the  owners,  occupiws  and  possessors 
meadow  land  in  the  southem  division  shall  be  called  and  named 
named  the  Kingsessing  company. 

[Section  IT  ]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enai  t^l  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
s^id  companies  respectively  or  as  many  of  them  as  shall  think 
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fit  to  meet  together  on  the  third  Monday  in  March  yearly  and 
every  year  at  the  town  of  Darby  or  anch  other  convenient  place 
a«  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  by  the  managers  of  each  lespec- 
tlye  diTiMon  or  any  two  of  them  to  be  chosen  by  virtue  of  this 
act  of  which  place  and  time  of  meeting  the  treasurer  of  each 
division  mpectively  shall  notify  the  owners  and  occupiers 
thereof  by  three  advertisements  at  least  in  each  township  or 
division  ten  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  such  meeting 
and  then  and  there  by  a  majority  of  those  met  shall  choose  by 
ticket  in  Avritin*:^  three  fit  persons  owners  or  possessors  of  land 
in  each  respective  (livisioti  before  described  to  be  managers  and 
one  lit  person  to  be  treasurer  of  the  said  divisions  respectively 
for  the  year  tlien  next  ensuinf;. 

[Section  Til. J  (i^eetion  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  of  the  owners  or  possessors 
elected  managers  as  aforesiiid  on  due  notice  given  in  writing 
of  his  election  by  some  of  the  company  present  at  the  said  elec- 
tion shall  refuse  or  afterwards  neglect  to  do  the  duty  required 
of  him  or  them  by  this  act,  he  or  they  so  refusing  or  neglecting 
his  duty  sliall  forfat  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  for  the  time 
being  of  his  or  their  division  the  sum  of  three  pounds  to  be 
added  to  the  common  stock  of  the  company  of  said  division 
unless  he  or  they  shall  have  served  two  years  successively  in 
the  said  office  next  before  his  or  their  said  appointment,  which 
fine  shall  be  recovered  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed  for 
the  recovery  of  other  money  i>ayable  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
divisions  respectively  and  the  other  managers  or  a  majority  of 
them  shall  proceofl  in  tlie  execution  of  their  office  without  him 
or  them  or  if  tliey  tliink  fit  may  choose  othoT*R  of  the  mid  own-

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[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  It  enacted  by  the 
antborlty  aforesaid,  Tbat  every  treasnfer  hereafter  to  be  chosen 
shall  before  he  takes  upon  him  the  execution  of  his  office 
enter  into  an  obligaUon  with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety  in 
double  the  value  of  the  money  that  doth  or  may  probably  come 
into  Ms  hands  during  the  continuance  of  his  office  aa  near  as 
can  be  estimated  by  the  managers,  conditioned  that  he  will 
once  in  every  year  or  oftener  if  required,  render  his  accounts  to 
the  said  managers  or  a  majority  of  them  and  well  and  truly 
account,  adjust  and  settle  with  them  when  required  for  and 
concerning  all  moneys  that  are  or  shall  come  to  liis  hands  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  or  that  beloiif;  to  the  owners  of  the  land  in 
the  said  divisions  n  fjpectively,  and  shall  well  and  truly  i)aj  the 
balance  that  shall  a})])('ar  on  such  settlement  to  be  in  bis  hands 
to  Ruch  persons  and  (o  t^iuh  sorvices  as  any  two  of  tho^  man- 
agers for  the  time  bein*]!;  shall  order  and  appoint  aiitl  not  otlier- 
wise,  and  that  he  will  do  and  execute  all  other  matters  and 
tilings  as  treasurer  to  the  said  owners  respectively  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  and  tiiat  he  will  at 
the  expiration  of  his  office  well  and  truly  pay  or  cause  to  be 
paid  and  delivered  all  the  money  then  remaining  in  his  hands 
together  with  the  books  of  accounts  concerning  the  same  and 
all  other  papers  and  writings  in  his  keeping  belonging  to  the 
owners  of  the  said  dividons  respectively  vnto  his  successor  in 
the  said  oSkce. 

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  tbat  the  banlcs,  dams^  sluices  and  flood- 
gates wliich  belong  to  the  said  districts  respectively  shall  here- 
after be  maintained  and  supported  by  the  managers  respec- 
tively in  common  for  which  purpose  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  manager's  of  each  respective  divisinrt  or  any  two  of 
them  a8  often  an  they  shall  see  occasion  to  meet  together  and 
lay  such  as.se.s.snients  and  taxes  on  every  acre  of  land  in  their 
said  respective  districts  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  necessjiry  for 
the  benefit  and  security  of  the  same.  Provided  always,  That 
previous  to  such  reparation  and  maintenance  in  common,  those

from  time  to  time  when  necessary  aud  shall  mow  and  keep 
them  clean  at  such  times  as  the  managers  shall  order  and 
direct. 

[Section  VL]  (Section  YII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
aiitlkority  aforesaid,  That  the  managers  for  the  time  being  of 
each  respective  divitf on  or  any  two  of  them  shall  have  the 
power  of  disposing  of  all  moneys  paid  to  the  treasurer  by  virtue 
of  this  act  and  of  Uring  and  appointing  at  the  expense  of  the 
said  divisions  respectively  any  person  or  persons  from  time  to 
time  to  inspect  the  condition  of  all  the  banks»  dams,  sluices  and

[Section  VII.]  (►Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  euacled  by 
the  anthority  aforesaid,  That  the  manajjers  of  the  said  dis- 
trictss  or  a  majority  of  either  of  them  reHi>ec(ively  are  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  aud  required  to  raise  aud  repair  a  cer- 
tain dam  commonly  called  Boone's  dam  in  such  manner  as 
riiall  to  them  appear  most  effectual  and  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  assess  and  levy  on  all  the  lands  in  the  said 
districts  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  said 
purpose  and  collect  the  same  by  the  methods  hereinafter 
directed. 

[Section  VIII.]  <Section  IX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  managers  of  the  said  districts 
or  a  majority  of  them  may,  if  it  shall  appear  to  them  neces- 

saiy,  make  a  dam  and  suffldent  sluice  therein  across  Bow  creek 

near  its  junction  with  the  Delaware  in  such  place  and  manner 
as  shall  in  their  opinion  be  most  suitable  and  raise  money  to 
defray  the  expense  thereof  by  a  tax  on  the  said  districts  and 

when  the  said  dam  and  sluice  is  fully  perfected  they  shall  be 
thereafter  maintained  and  supported  by  the  managers  of  the 
said  northern  division. 
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fSection  IX.]  (Section  X,  P.  L.)  And  be  It  fiuutwl  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  major  part  of  the  managers  for 
the  time  being  of  each  district  respectively  shall  at  least  three 
times  in  each  jear  liereafter  at  gnch  times  as  they  think  neces- 
sary by  written  or  printed  adrertlaementa  published  in  three 
or  more  places  in  each  district  at  least  ten  days  liefore  the 
time  therein  to  be  appointed,  require  the  owners  or  [occupiers] 
of  ali  meadow  lands  in  the  said  districts  respectlyely  to  cut  all 
ransted,  eldersi  poke,  thistles,  burdock  and  other  weeds  which 
may  be  injurious  to  the  said  meadows  and  i^ould  the  owners 
or  occupiors  of  the  said  lands  or  any  of  them  neglect  to  cut 
or  mow  the  same  at  such  times  as  they  shall  be  so  required  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and  they  are 
hereby  enjoined  and  requinxl  to  hire  and  employ  a  sufficient 
nuniher  of  men  to  cut  or  mow  the  same  and  fine  the  said  owner 
or  ()('<  u])ier  for  their  neglect  in  any  sum  noi  exceeding  the  cost 
of  the  saitl  cutting  or  mowing  and  rrn  over  the  money  so  *»x- 
pended  and  the  fine  so  iuijMised  in  like  manner  as  other  .sums 
of  mouev  are  bv  this  act  directed  to  be  recoverotl.  which  fines 
shall  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  said  districts  respec- 
tively. 

[Section  X.]  (Section  XI,  P.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  all  creeks  or  ditches  which  now  are 
or  hereafter  shall  be  made  in  the  said  districts  of  the  width 
of  nine  feet  and  of  the  depth  of  three  feet  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  in  law  as  l&wftal  fences  and  enclosures,  and  if  any 
owner  or  occupier  shall  find  on  his  or  her  land  so  enclosed  as 
aforesaid  any  swine  or  hogs  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  owner  or  occupier  to  seise  and  tale  off  such  swine  or  hopi 
whether  yoked  and  ringed  or  not  and  being  legally  attested  be- 
fore the  next  justice  that  such  swine  or  hogs  were  taken  in 
his  or  her  meadow  lands  so  enclosed,  the  said  justice  shall  forth* 
with  order  and  direct  the  treasurer  of  the  said  district  respec- 
tively to  advertise  the  same  and  within  five  days  sell  at  public 
auction  all  such  swine  and  after  deducting  all  reasonable  cost 
divide  the  remaiuiler  equally  bt'tweeu  the  raanagci*s  for  the  use 

of  the  district  \\  herein  such  swine  were  taken  and  the  person 
so  taking  them  up.

of  the  other  division  or  any  of  them  to  make,  amend  au  l  repair 
the  same,  thnt  then  and  in  ovorv  such  case  it  shall  and  may 
bo  lawful  for  ihv  manaircrs  of  the  division  from  wboni  such 
notice  shall  be  given  to  enter  into  the  said  divininn  so  out  of 
repair,  and  to  make,  amend  and  repair  the  sjiuiu  and  to  rorovrr 
and  levy  tht»  costs,  charges  and  expenses  thoreof  in  the  same 
manner  lus  if  they  were  the  muuagers  of  and  for  the  divinion 
80  out  of  repair,  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary 
thereof  notwithstanding.  . 

[Section  XV.]  (Section  XVI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That*  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons shall  wickedly  and  maliciously  cut  through,  break  down 
or  damage  any  of  the  banks,  dams^  sluices  or  floodgates  to  the 
aforesaid  divisions  or  either  of  them  belonging,  or  shall  let  in 
any  creek  or  water  to  annoy,  injure  or  overflow  any  of  their 
neighbor's  lands  and  shall  thereof  l>e  convicted  before  the  jus^ 
tices  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  either  of  the  said  coun- 
ties of  Philadelphia  or  Chester  in  which  the  same  may  happeo, 
iin  all  such  cases  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be 
fined  treble  the  value  of  the  damages,  to  be  assessed  by  two 
or  more  indifferent  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  courts 
respectively  to  value  the  same,  one  third  part  of  which  line 
Bhall  be  paid  to  the  persons  injured  and  the  remaining  two 
thirds  thereof  shall  be  added  to  the  common  stock  of  the  re- 
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8pt'(tiv<"  division  for  the  general  use  and  benefit  thereof. 

[Section  XVl.j  (8eclion  XVII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by 
the  authonty  aforesaid,  That  if  any  of  the  said  owners,  oc- 
cnpiers  or  possefisorg  of  meftdow  lands  within  the  aforesaid  dis* 
tricts,  Shalt  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  several  sums  of  money 
that  shall  from  time  to  time  be  rated,  aasesaed  or  Imposed  by 
the  major  part  of  the  managers  of  dther  of  the  said  diviaions 
for  paying  and  discharging  their  respective  proportions  for 
maintaining  the  banks,  dams,  and  sluices  to  the  said  districts 
or  dther  of  them  belonging,  or  for  making  or  iconring  drains 
or  ditches  when  th^ennto  required  as  aforesaid,  for  the  space 
of  thirty  days  after  demand  made  by  the  treasurer  of  the  re- 
spective division,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the 
said  several  treasnrers,  by  the  direction  of  the  major  part  of 
the  managers  for  the  time  bein;;  respectively,  in  his  own  name 
to  sue  for  an<l  recover  the  sevenil  sums  of  money  so  cliarged 
and  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  not  exceeding  ten 
r"»uiids  axe  by  law  recoverable,  and  j^ve  tliis  act  and  the  said 
assessment  or  the  said  account  in  evidence.    Provided  always. 
That  such  delinquent  owner,  occupier  or  possessor  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  stay  of  execution  for  any  longer  time  than  ten 
days,  or  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  seTeral  treas- 
orers,  by  the  directions  of  the  managers  as  aforesaid  in  his 
own  name  to  apply  to  aftme  Justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county 
for  his  warrant  of  distreas  for  levying  the  ssid  sums  of  money 
so  neglected  or  refused  to  be  paid,  directed  to  the  constable  of 
the  township  where  the  meadows  are,  which  said  warrant  the 
said  justice  of  the  peace  is  liereby  empowered  and  directed  to 
grant  accordingly,  to  be  by  the  said  constable  levied  on  the 
tract  or  piece  of  marsh  meadow  belonging  as  aforesaid  to  such 
owner  or  owners  so  neglectiner  and  deliver  the  same  over  unto 
the  manaj^ers  respectively  for  the  time  being,  who,  or  a  major 
part  of  them,  are  hereby  empowered  and  anthorize<l  to  let  the 
same  on  rent,  or  any  part  thenx)f  tliat  may  be  sufticieut,  belong- 
ing to  such  delinquent  owner  or  owners  so  neglecting  as  afore- 
said from  time  to  time  for  so  lonjj;  time  as  until  the  rent  or  rents 
arising  therefrom  shall  as  nearly  as  may  be  computed,  pay  all 
S~XIII 
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such  sum  or  awBOM  of  money  ao  aseeMed,  charged  or  imposed,  to- 
gether with  all  coBta  and  reasonable  ezpenaes  arising  thereon 
for  his,  her  or  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same  as  afore> 
said  and  no  longer.  PiiOTided  always,  That  In  letting  out  the 
said  meadow  land  the  said  manageni  do  publicly  notify  the 
leasing  thereof  and  let  the  same  to  the  liighest  bidder  at  public 
sale. 

[Section  XVII.]  (Section  X^'TIT,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  s^aid  managers  rospectivoly  to  meet  together  as 
often  as  tliev  shall  s<'f'  occa.sion,  to  direet  the  neeessarv  re- 
pairs,  and  the  said  nianaj^erB  or  a  majority  of  tlieiii  for  the  time 
bein^-  resj>ecti vely  are  hereby  empowered,  anthoi'ized  and  re- 
quired to  euter  upon  and  inspect,  at  least  four  times  in  each 
year  the  condition  of  all  the  said  banks,  dams,  sluices,  flood- 
gates and  other  conveaieuces  necessary  for  stopping  out  the 
tides  and  draining  the  water  from  the  said  meadows,  and  it 
sliall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  manageis  respec- 
tirely  or  any  of  them  together  with  such  workmen,  horses, 
cartas  barrows  and  other  tools  as  they  shall  think  necessary,  to 
enter  into  and  upon  any  of  the  lands  of  the  said  diyisions  where 
a  bleach  or  defect  now  is  or  shall  hereafter  happen  to  be  and 
th«Ei  and  there  to  dig  and  cany  oai  th  or  purchase  suitable 
materials  to  make,  amend  and  repair  the  said  bank%  dams^ 
sluices  and  floodgates  and  all  other  conyeniences  necessary  for 
fltoppinp:  out  the  tide  or  for  draining  the  waters  off  the  meadows 
in  ^\}('}\  manner  and  by  such  ways  and  means  as  they  the 
said  mauagei-s  or  a  majority  of  them  respectively  shall  tliink 
fit  and  reasonable,  any  law,  nsaj^e,  or  custom  of  this  common* 
wealth  to  the  contrary  in  anywise  notwithstanding. 

[Section  XVIIL]  (Section  XIX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
ttiacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  managers  of  the 
said  districts  respectlvdy  shall  each  of  them  have  and  re* 
ceive  ten  shillings  per  day  for  each  day  that  they  shall  be 
employed  In  the  sereral  duties  required  of  them  and  the  treas^ 
urers  shall  have  such  compensation  for  tlieir  services  as  a  major 
part  of  the  manageni  of  each  respectlTe  dlvlrton  shall  think 
sdequate. 
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[Section  XIX.}  (Section  XX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by 
the  antboiity  aforesaid.  That  shoold  the  managers  of  a  certain 
district  of  meadows  called  Long-Hook  company  neglect  to  keep 
and  maintain  the  banks^  dams,  sluices  and  floodgates  to  tbe 
said  company  belonging  in  good  order  and  repair  and  the 
owners  or  occupiers  of  meadow  lands  in  the  aforesaid  southern 
division  be  injured  thereby,  or  should  the  managers  of  the  said 
southern  division  neglect  to  do  their  duty  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaninjr  of  tliis?  act,  in  eitlior  case  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  mana^x-rs  of  tlio  said  company  and  division  or 
a  majority  of  either  of  tlicm  to  enter  into  tin*  company  or 
division  so  npcrlertinj:  in  the  same  manner  and  with  tlie  same 
powers  and  autliorities  as  is  jriven  to  tho  manajrors  of  the 
aforesiiid  di\  isions  in  the  fifteentli  section  of  this  act. 

(Section  XXI,  P.  L.)  And  whereas  a  dam  hath  been  made 
across  Mingo  or  Kingsessing  creek,  nearer  the  mouth  of  the 
said  creek  than  the  aforesaid  dam  called  Boone^s  dam,  with  a 
sluice  or  sluices  therein,  and  should  the  managers  thereof  ne- 
glect to  keep  the  said  sluice  or  sluices  in  good  order  and  repair 
and  properly  laid  to  discharge  the  waters  of  the  said  creek,  the . 
meadow  lands  in  the  aforesaid  northern  diTision  may  bo  (greatly 
damaged  to  the  injuiy  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  land  in 
the  said  division:  • 

For  remedy  whoroof: 

[Soction  XX,]  Be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
should  tliose  who  may  hare  tlio  care  and  mana^rement  of  the 
said  lower  dam  and  sluice  or  sluices  refuse  or  neglect  to  keep 
the  same  in  good  order  and  repair  and  properly  laid  in  order 
sufficiently  to  discharge  the  waters  from  the  said  creek, 
that  tben  and  in  such  case  if  the  managers  of  the  said  northern 
division  and  those  who  may  have  the  care  and  management 
of  the  said  dam  and  sluice  or  sluices  disagree  respecting  the 
order  and  repair  of  the  same  they  may  refer  all  nuttters  in 
dispute  to  three  or  more  IndilTerent  persons  whose  judgment 
shall  be  conclusive,  but  should  those  who  may  have  the  care 
and  management  of  the  said  dam  neglect  or  refuse  to  refer 
the  matters  in  diff^ence  as  aftnesaid,  the  managers  of  the 
sidd  northern  division  or  a  ma|ofity  of  them  may  apply  to  some 
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justice  of  the  jieace  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  lands  are, 
Avho  is  iiereby  authorized  and  re<iuired  to  appoint  three  or 
more  inditTerent  persona  to  settle  all  such  ni!itfers  in  dispute, 
whose  oi"di  r.s  and  directions  renpectinfj  tin  same  nhidl  be  bind- 
ing on  all  parties,  but  should  those  who  may  have  the  care  and 
mauageuient  of  the  said  dam  in  either  case  neglect  to  perform 
-their  duty  when  determined  M  aforeMid  It  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  a  major  part  of  the  managers  of  the  said  northern 
division  to  alter,  amend  and  repair  the  same  agreeable  to  the 
dedeion  of  the  eald  referees  or  of  those  appointed  by  the  said 
justice  and  recover  the  moneys  so  expended  and  cost  to  be 
taxed  by  the  said  justice  in  the  same  manner  as  is  directed  in 
the  seventeenth  section  of  this  act. 

[Section  XXI.]  (Section  XXIT,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  that  an  act  of  assembly  of  the  pro- 
vince of  Pennsylvania  entitled,  "An  act  to  enable  the  owners 
and  possessors  of  a  certain  tract  of  marsh  and  meadow  laud 
'therein  desrribe<l  situate  in  the  counties  of  Philadelphia  and 
Chester  to  ke«'p  the  banks,  dams,  sluices  and  flood^xates  in  re 
pair  and  to  raise  a  fund  to  defray  the  expense  thereof,"'  and 
another  act  of  assembly  of  ilie  said  province  entitled  sup- 
plement to  an  act  entitled  -'An  act  to  enable  the  owners  and 
possessors  of  a  certain  tract  of  luarsh  and  meadow  land  therein 
described  situate  in  the  counties  of  Philadelphia  and  Chester 
to  keep  the  baulcs,  dams,  sluices  and  floodgates  in  repair  and 
to  raise  a  fund  to  defray  the  expense  thereof  "  and  another  act 
of  Assonbly  of  the  said  {Mrovince  entitled  "An  act  for  the  new 
regulation  of  the  allotments  of  banks,  darns^  sluices  and  flood- 
gates l)elonging  to  the  llnicum  company  owners  and  possessr 
ors  of  drained  meadow  land  in  the  township  of  Ridley  in 
the  county  of  Chester,"*  and  also  another  act  of  assembly  of 
the  said  province  entitled  "An  act  for  amending  each  and 
every  of  tlie  acts  of  assembly  of  this  province  heretofore  made

CHAPTER  MOCXIXXXVIII. 


AX  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  AND  ENDOW  AN  ACADEMY  OR  PUBLIC 
SCHOOI^  IN  THE  BOROI  GH  OF  READING  IN  THE  COUNTY  OF  BERKS. 

(Section  1,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  education  of  yoath  has  ever 
been  found  to  be  of  the  most  essential  consequences  as  well  to 
the  good  governiricnt  of  states  and  the  peace  and  welfare  of 
soeiety,  as  to  the  profit  and  ornament  of  individnal<*,  insomuch 
that  from  the  experience  of  all  ages  it  appears  thnt  seminaries 
*  of  learning  when  properly  conducted  have  been  public  bless- 

ings to  mankind  so  that  mnoh  of  the  happiness  and  prosperity 
of  every  community  depends  on  the  proper  instruction  of  youth 
who  must  succeed  the  aged  in  the  important  business  of  life, 
and  as  an  academy  or  public  school  in  the  borough  of  Reading 
and  county  of  Berks  for  the  education  of  youth  ia  llkdy  to  con- 
tribute to  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  this  house  cheer- 
folly  concurring  in  so  laudable  a  work: 

Therefore: 

[Section  1.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  RepresentatlTes  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Oommon- 
wealth  of  PennaQrlTania  in  General  Assembly  met  and  by  the 

authority  of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be  and  hereby  is  erected 
and  established  in  the  borough  of  Reading  in  the  county  of 
Berks  an  academy  op  public  school  for  the  education  of  youth 
in  useful  arts,  sciences  and  literature  by  the  name)  style  and 
title  of  "Reatding  Academy." 
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[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  the  first  trustees  of  the  said 
academy  shall  conaist  of  the  following  persons,  viz:  the  Hon- 
ovable  TbomaB  Mifflin,  Esquire,  the  Bererend  WUUaita  Ingold, 
the  Beverend  Fiedeiick  Wildbohn,  the  Bererend  William  Boo% 
Daniel  Broadhead,  Daniel  Heister,  Junior,  James  Biddlei 
Joseph  Heieter,  Oollinflon  Bead,  Daniel  CJl^er,  Doctor  James 
Diemer,  Gadwalader  Morris,  George  Kgfi,  Joseph  Sands,  Chris- 
topher Lower,  Charles  Shoemaker,  Mcholaa  Lata,  John  Bishop^ 
Thomas  Dnndaaa,  Paul  QroBscnp,  John  Eckert,  John  Otto, 
Daniel  Levam,  Esquires,  Jacob  Winey,  John  Hartmaii,  Uenry 
Hahn,  Senior,  Peter  Nagle,  John  Strohecker  and  Daniel  Udre, 
to  meet  the  fourteenth  day  of  Maj  oue  tlioiisand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  in  the  borough  of  Heading  at  the  house  of 
John  ITartman,  which  said  trustees  and  their  successors  to  be 
elected  as  Uemnaftcr  mentioncHl  shall  forever  hereafter  be  and 
they  are  hereby  erected,  established  aud  declared  to  be  one  body 
j)olitic  and  corporate  in  deed  aud  in  law  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
puses  with  peipetiud  suei  esjiion  by  the  name  and  title  of  ''The 
Trustees  of  the  Acudc  uiy  in  the  Borough  of  J\eadin«;  and  county 
of  Berks,"  by  which  name  aud  title  they  aud  their  successors 
shall  be  competent  and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity  to  take 
and  hold  to  them  and  thdr  successors  for  the  use  of  the  said 
academy  any  estate  in  any  messuages,  lands,  tenements^  here- 
ditaments, goods,  chattels,  moneys  or  other  effects^  by  the 
gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conTeyance,  assurance,  will,  devise 
or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoeTcr  capable  of 
making  the  same,  and  the  same  messuages^  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  personal  to  grant,  bargain, 
sell,  convey,  assure,  devise  and  to  farm,  let  out  on  interest  OP 
otherwise  dispose  of  for  the  use  of  the  said  academy,  either  to 
build  rebuild  or  enlarge  or  otherwise  alter  the  school  house  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  scholars  at  the  aforcsiiid  academy 
or  to  erect  or  make  any  new  building  in  sueli  manner  as  to  them 
or  at  least  seven  of  them  shall  seem  most  boTu^fu  ia]  to  the  in- 
stitution and  to  recover  the  ixnts,  issues,  protits,  income  and  in- 
terest of  the  same  and  to  apply  the  same  to  the  benefit,  use  and 
support  of  the  said  academy  and  by  the  same  name  and  title 
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as  aforesaid  to  sae,  commence,  prosecute  and  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded in  any  court  or  courts,  before  any  judge  or  judges,  jus- 
Itice  or  jaatice»  in  all  and  every  manner  of  guita^  complaints, 
pleas,  cannef,  matters  and  demands  of  whatsoever  nature,  kind 
or  [form]  thcj  may  be  and  all  and  very  matter  and  tiling 
therein  to  do  in  as  full  and  effcctnal  a  niann<'r  as  any  other 
pers<Tn  or  jx-rsons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate  within  this  com- 
monwealth may  or  can  do.  and  to  hold,  enjoy  and  exercise  all 
such  powers,  antliorities  and  jurisdictions  toiKdiing  and  con- 
cernini;  the  premises  which  shall  be  iiu  idt  rdally  necessary 
{thereto  in  every  case,  matter  or  thing  ndative  to  the  manage- 
ment or  in  anywise  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  the 
aforesaid  academy. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  tniBtees  and  their 
Bucceflflorsy  shall  have  fall  power  and  authority  to  use  one 
common  seal  with  sncb  device  and  inscription  thereon  as  they 
shall  thinlc  proper,  under  and  by  which  all  deeds^  certificates 
and  acts  of  the  said  corporation  shall  pass  and  be  authenticated 
and  the  said  seal  to  break  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure. 

[Section  lY.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
by  tli '  authority  aforesaid.  That  any  seven  of  tlto  said  trustees 
shall  be  ;t  (inonim  to  transact  all  the  businesa  of  the  said  acad- 
emy, pai-ticuiarly  of  making  and  enacting  ordinances  and  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  the  said  academy,  of  electing  trns 
tees  in  the  room  of  those  who  shall  be  removed  by  death  or 
resignation,  of  electing  and  appointing  masters  and  tutors  of 
said  academy,  of  agreeing  with  them  for  their  salaries  and  re- 
moving them  for  misconduct  and  breaches  of  the  laws  of  the 
[institution,  of  appointing  a  secretary-,  stewards,  managers  and 
other  necessary  officers  for  taking  care  of  the  estate  and  man- 
aging the  concerns  of  the  corporation  and  shall  determine  all 
matters  and  things,  although  the  same  be  not  herein  particu- 
larly mentioned,  which  shall  occasionally  arise  and  be  event- 
ually neceasaiy  to  be  determined  and  transacted  by  the  said 
trustees.  Provided  always^  That  no  ordinance  or  by-laws  shall 
be  of  fiwce  which  shall  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  com- 
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monwealth  and  that  all  their  laws  and  proceedings  be  fairly 
and  reirnlarly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose. 

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  misnomer  of  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  defeat  or  annul  any  .o:ift.  qrant,  devise,  or  bequest 
to  the  said  eorporation  provided  the  intent  of  the  parties  shall 
suflit  iently  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  gift,  grant,  will  or  other 
writing  whereby  any  estate  or  interest  was  intended  to  jiass  to 
the  said  corporation,  nor  slmll  any  disuser  or  nonuser  of  the 
rights,  liberties,  privileges,  jurisdictions  and  authorities  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  corporation  create  or  in  anywise  cause  a 
forfeiture  thereof. 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  sale  or  alienation  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  said  corporation  which  shall  tiaye  been  made 
by  the  said  tmsteea  or  their  snccesaors  bona  fide  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  in  case  the  possession  thereof  pass  immediately 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  and  continue  in  him,  her 
or  them,  his,  her  or  their  heirs  or  as^gns  shall  be  InTalldated 
for  want  of  proving  that  seven  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  cor- 
poration consented  to  such  sale  or  alienation,  unless  the  same 
be  controverted  within  the  space  of  seven  years,  from  and  after 
the  sale  and  <lelivery  of  such  real  estate  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  tliereof. 

[Section  VII.]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  five  thousand  acres  of 
land  together  with  six  per  centum  allowance  for  roads  be  laid 
off  and  surveyed  within  the  unappi-opriated  lands  of  this  com- 
monwealth be  and  they  are  hereby  granted  to  the  said  trustees 
of  Beading  Academy  in  the  county  of  Berks  to  have  and  to 
hold  the  same  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns  forever. 
And  on  the  application  of  the  said  trustees  or  of  any  person 
duly  authorised  by  them,  the  secretaiy  of  the  land  office  of  this 
state,  he  shall  and  hereby  is  required  to  grant  and  issue  such 
and  so  many  warrants  to  be  directed  to  the  surveyor  general, 
requiring  him  to  survey  or  cause  to  be  surveyed  for  the  trus- 
tees of  the  said  academy  such  and  so  many  tracts  of  land  with 
such  number  of  acres  in  each  warrant  as  shall  be  applied  fur 
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at  each  npi)lication  in  such  places  not  otherwise  appropriated 
by  acts  of  assembly  of  this  romnionwealth  as  shall  in  the  whole

[Section  T  ]  (Sortioii  II,  P.  T.)  Re  it  theroforo  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  euai  tcil  by  fln»  Kepresentativos  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  tho  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  October  next  tlioro  shall  bo  levied,  collected  and  paid  to

<W  AND  OBIiOBS  THB  EXPORTER  TO  PRODUCE  CERTIFICATES  OP 
TBB  LANDING  OF  SUCH  QOODS. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  drawing  back  the  duties  and 
imposts  laid  hy  the  sereral  laws  of  this  common>vonlth  on  the 
import-ation  of  ^oodSy  wares  and  merchandise  when  the  samo 
shall  be  bona  fide  exported  for  s;)Ie  and  consumption  in  other 
states  or  foreign  countries  tends  to  the  increase  of  the  com- 
merce of  this  state  and  the  said  drawbacks  are  by  the  said  laws 
confined  to  the  orifjinal  importers  of  such  poods:

(Section  I,  P.  ^Vhe^eas  the  minister,  elders  and  other 
members  of  the  Presybteriau  Church  of  Octarara  in  Bart  town- 
ship in  the  county  of  Lancaster  by  their  petition  have  prayed 

that  tlioir  naid  church  nia.A"  be  in(or|>orated  and  by  law  enabled 
as  a  lK)dy  corporato  and  politic  to  rocoivc  and  liobl  such  charit- 
able donations  and  bequests  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made 
to  their  society  and  ve*»tetl  with  such  powers  and  jirivile^^es  as 
are  enjoyed  bv  the  other  religious  societies  who  are  incor- 
porated in  this  state: 
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And  whereas  it  is  jW  tuid  right  and  alflo  agreeable  to  the 
true  spirit  of  the  constitution  that  the  prayer  of  their  said  petl< 
tion  be  granted: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Bepresentatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Coninionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  IJobert  Baily, 
John  Paxton^  John  Johnston,  Andrew  Work,  John 
Anderson,  Thomas  Whiteside,  Samuel  McClelland,  Alex- 
and^  Morrison  [and]  the  Reverend  Nathanial  W.  Sem- 
pie,  the  present  pastor  of  said  church,  and  tlioir  snc- 
ces8oi*s  duly  elertrd  niu!  nppointrd  in  am'h  manner  and 
forui  as  lu'rcinaflcr  is  directed  be  and  (hey  are  hereby  made

sale,  alienation,  enfeoffment,  release,  coiifirmntioii  or  devise 
of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corpora t<'  capable 
and  able  to  make  the  same,  and  further  tliat  the  said  ( orjiora- 
tion  may  take  and  receive  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  any 
manner  or  portion  of  floods  and  chattels  that  shall  be  pven  or 
bequeathed  to  them  by  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic 
or  eori)orate  capable  to  make  a  gift  or  bequest  thereof,  tmeh 
money,  goods  and  chattels  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in  a  purchase 
or  purchases  of  lands,  tenements,  messuages,  honses,  rents, 
annuities,  or  hereditaments  to  them  and  their  successors  for^ 
ever,  or  the  moneys  lent  on  interest  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
according:  to  the  Intention  of  the  donors.

Therefore: 

[Bection  1.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
cuacicd  by  the  liepreseutatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Cum- 
iiionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aasembly  met  and 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  immediately  after  the  paBdng 
of  this  act  a  board  of  wardens  for  the  port  of  Philadelphia  con- 
sisting of  seven  discreet  and  skilful  persons  to  be  named  and 
appointed  [by  the  supreme  executive  council]  of  this  common- 
wealth shall  be  established,  and  that  it  shall  and  msy  be  law- 
ful for  them  and  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  aft^  they  shall  have  been  named  and 
appmnted  as  afoiesoid  to  meet  together  at  some  conveniefLt 
iPaned  Febnunr  Mk  1773,  Chipter  C41. 
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place  in  the  city  of  Pliiladelpliia,  having  first  taken  oath  i»r 
affirmation  hereinafter  directed,  and  for  them  being  so  met  to 
choose  one  o£  their  own  namber  to  be  the  maBter  warden  who 
ahall  be  styled  the  master  warden  and  shall  conttn-ne  in  the 
said  office  of  master  warden  during  the  space  of  one  year  and 
the  cleric  of  the  said  board,  who,  it  is  hereby  declared,  shall  be 
the  same  i»erson  who  shall  be  the  tonnage  officer  for  the  time 
being  sliall  keep  fair  minntes  and  entries  of  all  the  orders, 
regulations  and  transactions  of  the  said  master  warden  and 
hoard  of  wardens  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  and 
«hall  hare  and  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred 
pounds  per  annum,  which  with  the  perquisites  in 
this  section  mentioned,  shall  be  in  full  for  all  seP" 
Tices  as  clerfc  of  tlie  wardens  and  the  said  minutes 
and  entries  shall  be  made  public  and  submitted  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  any  penon  or  persons  who  shall  desire  to  see  and  peruse 
them,  he  or  they  »o  d(  siring  the  inspection  paying  to  the  clerk 
the  sum  of  one  shilling  each  time  the  boolcs  shall  be  examined, 
:and  the  said  clerk  shall  give  true  copies  of  any  such  entries  or 
minutes  made  in  the  said  book  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
shaJl  demand  the  same,  he  or  they  paying  to  the  said  clerk 
tlirt»o  farthing  for  each  line  the  said  copy  shall  contain,  ovory 
line  to  consist  of  not  loss  than  twolvo  words:  and  the  said  dork 
shsiil  be  entiflo*]  to  demand  ami  receive  for  his  own  use  the 
rsum  of  two  sliiilin^s  and  8ix|>ence  for  every  vessel  above  fifty 
tons  and  the  sum  of  one  shillini;  for  every  vessel  under  fifty 
tons  which  s^liall  be  entered  in  liis  oftice,  everj-  time  she  shall 
be  entered;  and  the  sjiid  wanh  iis  are  hereby  einjiowt  rcd  to 
have  and  use  one  common  seal  in  tlieir  aflaii*s  and  the  siiine  at 
pleasure  to  change  and  alter. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  wardens  shall  meet 
together  on  the  first  Monday  in  erery  month  ajt  ten  o^dock  in 
the  forenoon  at  a  public  office  or  place  called  the  wardens' 
•office  to' be  by  them  procured  and  kept,  for  the  purpose  of  dis> 
•charginjg  the  duties  hereby  enjoined  them  and  shall  at  erfefy 
monthly  meeting,  remain  and  continue  till  one  of  the  clock,  in 
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order  tjo  diBpfltcli  such  busiupss  as  sh.xii  nnue  before  them  in 
pur8iian<  e  of  tlii»  act  nml  at  all  other  timet*  (Sundays  only  ex- 
cepted) the  master  warden  wlai  shall  be  chosen  annually  in 
manner  aforesiiid  Bhall  attend  at  the  said  oflice  from  ten  of  tiie 
clock  in  the  forenoon  till  one  of  the  clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  every  day  during  the  year  for  which  he  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  dispatch  of  such  baiuneflv  as  shall  come 
before  him  in  pormaiice  of  this  act  and  Hhall  have  foil  power 
and  authority  to  do  and  perform  all  and  every  act,  matter  and 
thing  herein  enjoined  and  required  of  him  ancl  shall  be  paid 
fifteen  shillingB  for  each  day  that  he  shall  so  attend  or  be 
employed  and  in  case  of  the  refasal,  death,  absence,  or  In* 
ability  of  any  snch  master  warden  to  do  and  perform  the  duties 
by  this  act  enjoined  and  required  of  him,  the  said  wardens 
riiall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  t>e  and  as  often  as  occasion 
may  require  meet  at  the  said  office  and  choose  anotlier  fit 
I>enon  of  their  own  number  to  be  master  warden  of  the  said 
board  for  and  during  the  remaliLder  of  the  said  year  and  the 
master  warden  so  to  be  chosen  shall  during  that  time  be 
vested  with  all  the  powers  and  authorities  and  do  and  perform 
all  the  duties  which  are  by  this  act  given  to  or  enjoined  on 
any  master  warden  of  the  said  board. 

fSection  ITT.]  fPection  TV,  P.  L.)  And  lie  it  further  enacteil 
by  the  authority  aforesai<l,  That  there  sliall  he  no  other  meet- 
ing of  the  said  wardens  or  any  of  them  in  ]nirsnan('e  of  this 
act  than  the  meetinpj  aforesaid  unless  the  master  warden  for 
the  time  beinp:  shall  think  it  neoess^iry  to  call  a  general  ineetin*r 
of  all  the  warflenK,  which  he  is  hereby  authori?:ed  to  do  as  often 
as  he  iuay  think  proper  by  issuing  his  order  to  the  clerk  direct- 
ing kirn  to  cause  them  to  be  summoned  to  meet  ou  tliree  hour's 
notice  to  hear  and  determine  all  such  matters  and  things  which 
shall  or  may  come  before  them  as  wardens  of  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia, but  at  all  other  times  the  master  warden  alone  tor  the

the  j>oit  of  Philadelphia  as  to  their  knowle^lj^e  and  skill  in 
pilotage  and  to  grant  tliree  kinds  of  certificates,  the  tirst  to 
feut  li  pilots  as  shall  be  qualified  to  pilot  slii|is  or  v«'ssels  of  any 
drau^iit  of  water,  the  second  to  pilots  fur  sliips  ov  vessels  n(tt 
excetMJiiig  ia  diaughl  of  water  twelve  feet,  tlie  thiixl  to  pilots 
for  vessels  not  exceeding  in  draught  of  water  nine  feet. 

[Section  V.J  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fuiiJier  enacted 
by  the  authoiity  aforesaid.  That  the  said  persons  upon  the 
receipt  of  the  said  certificates  shall  pay  [the  stun  of]  five  shil- 
lings and  no  more,  and  shall  give  bond  with  one  sufficient 
surety  to  the  president  of  the  supreme  executive  council  for  the 
time  being  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  nor 
less  than  fifty  pounds  conditioned  that  they  will  truly  and  faith- 
fully perform  all  and  eveiy  the  duties  and  services  required 
of  them  by  this  act  and  shall  ddiver  up  such  certificates  to 
the  mid  wardens  to  be  cancelled  upon  their  being  declared  void 
and  such  person  or  persons  incapable  of  acting  as  pilotji, 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  act 
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[Section  VI  ]  (Section  MI,  P.  L.)  And  W4t  ftirther  enacted 
by  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  the  certitfcttt^.heretofore 
granted  to  any  pUot  or  pilots  by  any  former  boatffJ&f  .wardens 
and  not  vacatefl  shiUl  for  the  space  of  one  month  front  ahU  after 
the  passing  of  this  act  and  m  longer  be  of  the  same  fofijj*;and 
effect  as  if  the  said  certificates  were  granted  in  pnrsuafi^.Vif 
the  directiona  of  thia  act,  and  that  all  securities  taken  In  coi|^* 
seqnence  of  any  certificates  shall  be  and  continue  to  all  iir-.- 
tents  and  purposes  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  any  secur- 
ity or  securities  taJcen  or  to  be  taJcen  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
may  or  can  be. 

[Section  VII.3  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  person  shall  br- 
entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  as  a  first  rate  pilot  miloss  he 
shall  have  served  a  r^lar  apprenticeship  of  at  least  four 
years  to  the  business  of  a  pilot  nor  a  certificate  as  a  socoiul 
rate  pilot  unless  he  shall  have  serveil  aforesaid  three  years 
nor  a  certificate  as  a  third  rate  pilot  unless  he  shall  linve 
served  as  aforesaid  two  years.  Provided  neveiiheless,  Tliat  no 
person  who  has  heretofore  ohtainiHl  a  certificato  ;is  n  second 
or  third  rate  pilot  from  nny  board  of  wardens  shall  be 
disfiualiHt'd  from  obtairiiii<j  a  renewal  thereof  on  account  of  his 
not  having' served  sucli  apprenticeship. 

[Section  VITT.]  fS.M-lion  IX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fiiilher  euarted 
by  the  authority  afoicJind,  That  evei-y  pilot  wliu  f-hall  conduct 
any  ship  or  vessel  fmin  the  lunt  of  Philadelphia  to  the  capes 
of  Delaware  or  from  the  miid  cai)es  to  the  said  |>ort  shall  have 
and  receive  [for]  his  trouble  the  sum  of  five  8hillin«;s  for  every 
half  foot  of  water  which  such  vessel  shall  draw  under  and  up 
to  [twelve]  feet  and  for  every  half  foot  of  water  which  such 
vessel  shall  draw  more  than  twelve  feet  the  sum  of  ten  shillings 
and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesa  distance,  to  be  settled  and 
adjusted  by  the  master  warden  of  the  board  for  the  time  l>elng 
or  [by]  any  board  of  wardens  and  shall  also  receive  over  and 
above  the  said  sums  for  ev^  vessel  which  shall  not  be  the 
property  of  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  the  United  States  or  of  some 
or  one  of  them  twenty  sbillinga   Provided,  That  the  said  pilot

That  fiH>m  and  after  tlie  pnblica 
tion  of  this  act  no  person  or  pei  wns  whatsoever  tihall  be  (up- 
able  of  suiuy,  cumuieuciuj;  or  prosecuting  any  action,  suit  or 
complaint  at  law  against  anj  person  or  persons  whatsoever  for 
any  snnr  or  sums  of  money  that  shall  be  claimed  for  pilotage 
of  any  ship  or  vessel  in  the  said  river  or  bay  of  Delaware  un- 
less he  or  they  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  as  aforesaid 
of  his  or  their  being  duly  qualified  to  act  as  a  pUot  or  pilots 
and  unless  such  pilotage  shall  be  performed  during  the  force 
of  such  certificate.

(Section  XII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the  auth- 
ority aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
no  ship  or  vessel  of  the  burden  of  f  ty  tons  and  not  more  than 
one  hundred  tons  shall  be  entitled  to  or  permitted  to  clear  at 
the  naval  office  till  the  master  or  owner  thereof  shall  produce 
to  the  naval  officer  a  certificate  from  the  tonnage  officer  of  their 
having  lodged  in  his  hands  a  sum  equal  to  one  fourth  of  what 
the  pilotage  of  such  ship  or  vessel  ftom  this  port  would  .amount 
to  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  this  act,  which  said  sum  shall 
be  paid  to  the  pilot  who  shall  carry  such  ship  or  vessel  to  sen 
on  proof  thereof  being  made  and  on  failure  of  such  proof  the 
said  sum  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  commonwealth  and  be  ac- 
counted for  and  paid  by  the  tonnage  officer  in  such  manner 
as  in  and  by  this  act  is  directed  as  to  other  moneys  received 
by  the  tonnage  oflBcer. 

[Section  XII.]  (Section  XIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law-

return  to  the  said  capes  aforesaid.  And  if  any  master  of  any 
ship  or  vessel  shall  carry  off  tO  sea  any  pilot  contrary  to  his 
inclination  when  his  boat  or  any  other  boat  is  ready  and  offers 
to  take  him  from  such  ship  or  vessel  and  the  same  may  be  done 
without  endangering  the  vessel  aforesaid,  every  such  master 
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Bhall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Mid  pilot 

so  carried  off  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds  to  be  recoTOed 
by  action  of  debt,  plaint,  or  information  and  the  owner  or 
owners  of  every  mich  ship  or  vessel  shall  also  forfeit  and  pay 
to  every  such  pilot  the  sum  of  fifty  pyounds  to  be  sued  for  and 
recoTprpf!  in  mnnnnr  aforesaid  which  sums  shall  be  recovered 
and  paid  over  and  abovr  the  wages  aforpmid. 

And  whereas  disputes  Iwive  arisen  between  the  ownei^  of 
vessels  in  ward  bound  and  pilots,  by  reason  of  their  detention 
in  the  river  in  the  winter  season: 

For  remedy  whereof: 

[Section  XVL]  (Section  XVII,  P.  L.)  Re  it  enacted  by  the 
nnthnrity  aforesaid,  That  when  nuv  shi]»  or  vessel  inward  bound 
shall  be  safely  nioon^*!  at  Keedy  island  and  be  tliere  detained 
by  ice,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  master  of  any  such 
ship  or  Teasel,  after  being  so  detained  for  six  days  to  discharge 
hla  pilot  ajid  in  anch  case,  the  said  pilot  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  and  recover  full  pilotage  as  if  be  had  conducted  aucb 
ship  or  veaael  to  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 

[Section  XVIL]  (Section-  XVIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Tliat  if  any  pilot  duly 
qualified  in  virtue  of  this  act  ahall  neglect  or  refuse  on  due 
notice  given  to  him  to  aid  and  asBist  any  ship  or  vessel  which 
shall  be  in  distress  within  six  leagues  to  the  southward  of  Ospe 
Henlopen  or  the  same  distance  to  the  northward  of  Cape  May 
or  in  the  river  or  bay  of  Ddaware  aforesaid  or  in  case  any  ship 
or  vessel  shall  be  lost  or  damaged  by  the  manifest  neglect  of 
the  pilot  having  charge  of  her,  evety  such  pilot  so  refuting  to 
aid  or  assist  or  n^leeting  his  duty  shall  on  due  proof  made 
thereof  before  any  board  of  wardens,  at  any  of  their  aaid 
monthly  meetinj?8  or  when  they  shall  be  specially  convened 
in  manner  afores^ud  be  rendered  incapable  of  exercising  the 
office  or  duty  of  a  pilot,  and  the  certificate  before  given  shall 
be  utterly  void  and  all  contracts  and  agreements  made  or  to  be 
njade  by  and  between  any  pilot  and  the  master  of  a  ship  or 
vessel  in  distress  for  his  aid  and  assistance  shall  be  also  void 
and  such  pilots  shall  be  entitled  to  ask,  demand  and  recover 
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no  more  than  a  reasonable  reward  for  his  Siaid  aid,  assistance 
and  service  any  such  contract  notwithstanding.  Pro- 
vided alwajs  nevertheless,  That  if  any  pilot  on  endeavor- 
ing to  assist  or  relieve  any  ship  or  vessel  in  distresB  shall  enfler^ 
loss  or  damage  in  his  boat,  her  sails,  tackle,  rigging  or  appur* 
tenances,  the  master  or  owner  of  such  ship  or  Teasel  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  to  Mch  pilot  the  value  of  such  loss  or  damage  over 
and  besides  the  said  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services. 

[Bection  XVIIL]  (Section  XIX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  conceive  Um  or  themselvee  aggrieved  by  any  judgment 
given  by  any  justice  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  such  person  or  persons  to  appeal  to  the  next 
county  court  of  common  pleas  to  be  hdd  for  the  county  where 
the  said  judgment  shall  be  given,  which  said  appeal  shall  bf« 
allowed  by  the  said  justice  upon  sufficient  security  being  given 
for  the  prosecuting  the  same  to  effect  and  tha4:  the  proceedings 
on  such  appeal  shall  be  prosecuted  on  the  same  terms,  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  penalties  as  are  directed 
by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  in  cases  of  appeals  from  the 
judgment  of  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

[Section  XIX.]  (Section  XX,  P.  L  )  And  bo  it  further  en- 
actetl  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  person  or  per- 
Bons  whosoever  shall  take  up  uuy  anchor  and  stock  or  any 
anchor  without  a  stock  or  any  cable  within  the  hay  or  rivei- 
Delaware,  every  such  person  or  persons  shall  as  soon  as  con- 
venipntly  may  be  brinji;  or  cnuse  to  be  brought  every  sucli 
anchor  or  anchor  and  stock  or  cable  to  the  port  of  Philadel- 
phia aud  deliver  tlic  s;uue  to  the  luajftter  warden  for  the  time 
bein«T,  under  the  pc/uilty  of  one  hundred  ])ounds  to  be  paid 
to  the  wardens  fur  the  uses  herein  meuliuiied  or  to  the  pereon 
who  shall  rightfully  own  such  anchor  or  anchor  and  stock  or 
cable  and  upim  the  delivery  of  such  anchor  or  anchor  and  stock 
or  cable  to  the  master  warden  for  the  time  being  he  shall,  with* 
out  delay  advertise  the  said  anchor  or  anclior  and  stock  or  cable 
so  delivered  three  times  in  some  of  the  public  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  of.  Philadelphia  unless  the  owner  there- 
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of  or  bl8  factor  fihall  app^^ar  and  claim  the  same  and  sihall 
permit  and  suffer  the  said  anchor  or  anchor  and  stock  or  cable 
to  be  viewed  by  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  make  appUca* 
tion  to  htm  for  that  purpose  and  If  any  person  or  persons  shall 
claim  and  make  satisfactoiy  proof  of  his  or  their  right  and 
property  in  any  such  anchor  or  anchor  and  stock  or  cable  within 
the  space  of  three  months  next  after  the  date  of  the  first  ad- 
vertisement l>efore  the  master  warden  for  the  time  being  or 
any  board  of  wardens  or  of  his  or  thdr  right  and  iwoperty  In 
such  anchor  or  anchor  and  stock  or  cable  the  said  cable  or 
cables  or  anchor  and  anchor  and  stock  the  property  whereof 
shall  be  so  proved  shall  be  restored  to  such  claimants  upon  he 
or  they  paying  such  salvage  for  the  same  as  the  said  board 
of  wardens  shall  deem  reasonable,  toilet  her  with  the  costs 
and  expenses  acVniinj?  thereon,  bnt  if  no  pers(»n  or  persons 
shall  within  the  time  aforesaid  claim  nnd  inrike  proof  of  hii* 
or  thoir  property  in  Huch  cable  anchor  or  nnchor  and  stock 
then  ;ind  in  sncli  case  the  ssiid  mnftci-  \Aardcn  for  tlip  time 
beiiiji  shall  at  tlje  end  of  two  ininiihs  fnun  ihc  date  of  ilio  tiist 
advertisement,  expose  the  said  cable  or  <  n  1)1  cs,  aiu  lior  or  anchor 
and  stock  to  sale  at  public  vendue  at  some  public  jdace  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  having  tirst  fjiven  due  mid  tiim-ly  notice 
tlici-(Mif  and  afltT  dciluiiia};  the  charjft^  and  expenses  aceru- 
iuj;  thercuii  pay  the  money  proceedinfj  from  sut  h  t^^ile  to  the 
person  or  jjersons  who  took  up  the  said  cable  or  anchor  ur 
anchor  and  stock  so  sold. 

And  whereas,  a  li^ht-house  has  been  erected  on  Cape  Hen- 
lopen  and  sundry'  buoys,  beacons  and  piers  have  been  and  are 
to  be  fixed  in  the  bay  and  river  Deleware  for  the  more  con- 
venient and  safe  navigation  to  and  from  the  said  port  of  Phila- 
delphia 

[Section  XX.]  (Section  XXI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
after  the  publication  of  this  act  remove  and  destroy  or  be  aid- 
ing and  assisting  in  the  removal  or  destruction  of  any  of  the 
said  buoys,  beacons  or  piers  or  shall  bum  or  otherwise  destroy 
or  be  aiding  and  assisting  in  burning  or  destroying  the  said 
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Ugbt  house  and  shall  be  convicted  thereof  in  anj  court  of  quar- 
ter BeasionB  for  anj  city  or  countj  in  this  state  where  he,  she  or 
they  shall  be  apprehended  or  to  which  he,  she  or  they  shall  be 
brought  if  apprehended  in  any  place  out  of  this  state  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds,  for  the  use  of  this 
commonwealth  and  shall  also  be  confined  at  hard  labor  for  any 
time  not  exceeding  seven  years: 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  nrul  necesstir}'  that  the  said 
light-house,  buo^vs,  beacuus,  and  piers  should  be  duly  KUpp<>rte«l, 
repaired  and  maiutaiued  and  further  provision  made  for  the 
wages,  salary,  rent  and  other  expenses  hereinbefore  mentioned: 

[Section  XXL]  (Section  XXII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  en- 
acted by  the  autliority  afon'snifl,  Tliat  from  and  nftor  the  pub- 
lication hereof  there  slial!  be  laid,  raised,  collect e^J  and  paid 
from  every  ship  or  vensel,  (except  as  hereinafter  [isj  excepted) 
coiuiii.n  iiitu  or  ^(liii^;  out  of  any  jtorl  of  tliis  state  the  following 
duties  of  tonnage,  that  is  to  say,  Irom  every  such  ship  or  vessel 
the  proiiei  ty  whereol  m  whole  or  in  part  shall  be  (»\vned  by  or 
belonging;  to  auy  person  or  persons  not  being  u  eiiizeu  or  citi- 
zens of  lliti  United  States  or  of  some  or  one  of  them  or  of  the 
territories  thereunto  belonging,  one  shilling  and  two  pence  per 
ton,  upon  all  and  from  every  such  ship  or  vessel  the  }>roperty 
whereof  shall  be  wholly  in  and  be  owned  by  or  belonging  to 
any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  a  citizen  or  citisens  of  the 
United  States  or  of  some  or  one  of  them  or  of  the  territories 
thereunto  belonging,  of  seven  pence  per  ton,  all  of  which  said 
duties  of  tonnage  shall  be  accounted,  taken  and  paid  according 
to  the  measure  of  eveiy  such  ship  or  vessel,  to  be  made  and 
taken  by  the  collector  of  the  said  duty  of  tonnage  in  the  port  or 
place  where  they  shall  arrive,  enter  and  clear  and  the  master  or 
owner  of  eveiy  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  arrival  thereof  at  the  port  or  place  of  their 
discharge  or  unloading  in  this  state,  cause  or  procure  such 
ship  or  vessel  to  be  entered  in  the  office  of  the  collector  of 
tonnage,  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  for  collecting  the  said 
duties  of  tonnage  and  at  the  time  of  such  entry  and  before  he 
or  they  shall  unload  or  break  bulk  shall  either  pay  to  the  said 
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collector  the  sum,  of  money  due  and  payable  for  the  tonnage 
of  all  snch  ships  or  Teasels  or  shall  give  good  and  aulBclent 
security  by  bond  to  the  said  collector  to  be  approved  of  by 
him,  to  pay  the  Raid  duty  of  tonnage  to  the  said  collector  or 
Mb  successors  for  the  uses  aforesaid  within  the  space  of  six 
weeks  under  tho  p(>nalty  of  twenty  pounds  to  be  paid  to  the 
said  collectors  for  the  uses  in  this  act  mentioned. 

[Section  XXIL]  (Section  XXIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enncted  by  tlie  mithnritT  aforesaid,  That  the  master  or  owners 
of  ail  ships  or  other  vessels  (ex<'ej)t  as  is  heriMiiafter  excej)te<l) 
now  building  or  hemafter  to  be  built  within  this  state  shall 
vvithin  forty-eight  hours  after  demand  rnad<»  «Miter  the  same 
ships  or  other  vessels  iu  the  siiid  colleflors  office  and  pay  or 
secure  to  W  paid  the  like  duties  of  tonnage  accordin}^  to  the 
rates  aforesaid  in  manner  aforesaid  under  the  penalty  of  twenty 
pounds  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  tonnage  for  the  uses  herein 
mentioned.  Providetl  always  nevertheless,  That  iu  order  that 
the  commerce  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be  increased  and  ex- 
tended by  promoting  and  facilitating  a  commercial  intercourse 
with  the  neighboring  states  whereby  the  number  and  quantity 
of  exportable  articles  may  be  increased  all  shallopa  and  other 
email  yeBsela  trading  within  the  river  and  bay  of  Delaware 
and  aU  ships  and  other  yessels  not  exceeding  the  burden  or 
measurements  of  fifty  tons  passing  to  or  from  any  port  within 
this  state  and  to  or  from  any  other  port  or  ports  within  the 
United  States  of  America  shall  be  fireed  and  exempted  from 
the  payment  of  any  duty  of  tonnage  whatsoeTer,  and  that  all 
other  ships  and  vessels  passing  in  like  manner  between  any 
port  in  this  state  and  other  port  or  ports  in  the  said  United 
States  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  duty  or 
duties  more  than  once  in  every  twelve  months  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  any  such  ship  or  vessel  in  such  trade  without  going 
to  any  port  not  within  the  said  United  States.  And  provided 
further,  That  any  and  every  ship  or  vessel  employed  in  the 
coasting  trade  between  this  state  and  port  or  ports  within  the 
United  States  and  brin<xin.t^  into  the  port  or  ports  of  this  state 
no  other  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  than  those  of  the 
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growth,  produce  aud  manufacture  of  the  said  Uuited  States  or 
of  some  or  oue  of  theiu  and  such  as  may  be  lawfully  imported 
free  from  duty  or  impost  by  the  laws  of  this  state  shall  he 
sui>ject  to  the  payment  of  seven  shillings  and  six  pence  and 
no  more  for  every  entrance  and  clearance  at  the  naval  office^ 
any  law,  usage  OP  enstom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
And  provided  likewise^  That  no  ship  op  vessel  shall  be  ex- 
empted from  the  payment  of  tonnage  dnty  except  such  ship 
or  vessel  shall  be  the  property  of  a  dtisen  or  dtlsens  of  this 
state  OP  of  the  United  States  or  some  or  one  of  them. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  the  owners  of  vessels  subject  to  the 
tonnage  dvtj  from  evading  the  payment  thereof: 

[Section  XXIIL]  (Section  XXIV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this 
act  the  master  or  owner  of  every  voi*sel  whirh  shnll  bp  of  tho 
burden  of  fifty  tons  or  upwards  shall  within  forty  oi^^ht  Imurs 
next  after  the  an-ival  of  such  veeeel  in  this  port,  report  the 
said  vessel  to  the  tonnage  officer  who  shnll  -riTf*  a  cortificate 
of  such  entry  to  the  prn?nn  making  the  same  and  if  th<'  nianter 
or  owner  of  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  malce 
surli  rej.ort  and  entry  lie  sliall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  pounds  for  tlu'  use  of  ihe  conimouwealth  for  every  such 
neplect  or  refusal,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  same 
ma  nut  r  as  other  fines  are  directed  to  be  by  this  act. 

[Section  XXIV.]  (Section  XXV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
eiiai  ted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
biwful  for  the  tonnage  officer  as  often  as  he  shall  think  neces- 
sary to  require  from  the  master  of  any  vessel  of  the  burden  of 
fifty  tons  or  upwards  who  shall  claim  an  exemption  from  the 
payment  of  tonnage  duty  by  reason  of  such  vessel  being  em- 
ployed in  the  coasting  trade,  an  oath  or  scfiirmatlon,  which  oath 
or  affirmation  he  is  hereby  authorised  to  administer,  that  the 
said  vemel  has  been  employed  in  the  manner  directed  by  this 
act  and  if  the  master  or  owner  of  such  vessel  shall  refuse  to 
make  oath  or  affirmation  that  such  vessel  lias  hem  so  employed 
during  each  and  every  voyage  since  the  last  payment  of  the 
toniiage  duty,  every  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  subject  to 
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the  tonnajre  in  (lie  same  manner  as  otlier  vessels  are  made 
subject  to  the  pajment  of  the  same. 

[Section  XXV.]  (Section  XXVI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  anthority  aforeaaid,  That  for  preventing  dls- 
putea  concerning  the  contents  of  veaaela  hereby  made  liable 
to  the  said  duty  of  tonnage,  the  said  tonnage  shall  be  meas- 
ured and  computed  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  every 
single  decked  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  measured  by  the  length 
of  the  keel  and  the  breadth  of  the  beam  taken  within  board 
by  the  midship  beam  from  i^ank  to  plank  and  the  depth  of 
the  hold  from  the  ceiling?  plank  next  the  kelson  to  the  under 
part  of  the  deck  plank,  tlit  n  multiply  the  leni^h  by  the  breadth 
and  the  product  thereof  by  tlie  depth  and  divide  the  whole 
by  ninety-five,  the  quotient  shall  jjjive  the  contents  of  the  ton- 
nage of  such  sinprle  decked  vessel;  and  in  order  to  find  the 
length  of  kot'l.  iiu^nsure  the  <x\in  deek,  from  the  fore  pail  of  the 
stern  post  to  the  fore  of  the  stem,  from  whidi  deduct  three- 
fifths  of  the  beam  for  tlie  rake  forward  and  four  inches  out  of 
the  length  of  each  foot  of  tin-  sti-rii  post  us  high  as  the  f!un  deck 
for  the  rake  abaft,  the  ivmaiuder  shall  be  the  length  of  the  keel. 
And  every  two  decked  ship  shall  be  measured  in  the  manner 

bemualter  dii-ected,  that  is  to  say,  the  breadth  to  be  taken 
within  board  by  the  midship  beam,  from  plank  to  plank,  multi- 
plied by  the  length  of  the  keel,  to  be  measured  as  hereinbefore 
directed,  and  the  product  thereof  multiplied  by  one  half  of  the 
breadth,  on  the  midship  beam  as  aforesaid,  the  whole  divided 
by  ninety-five,  the  quotient  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  * 
be  the  contents  of  the  tonnage  of  every  such  two  [decked]  ship 
or  vessel,  according  to  which  method  and  rules,  all  ships  and 
vessels  shall  be  measured  and  the  several  duties  of  tonnage 
thereby  computed  and  colleeted  accordingly,  any  law,  usage, 
custom  to  the  contrarj-  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  from  the  freedom  of  romnicne  ntid  tlie  ad- 
mission of  foroij:n  vessels  many  ships  (»r  V('ss<'ls  may  ari-ivc  in 
the  river  Dehiwarc,  the  commandei-s  or  m;isT*'rs  whereof  may 
not  be  duly  infornietl  c»f  the  dutii's  enjoined  on  them  by  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  infectious  diseases  being 
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brought  into  the  ]tr()>  incc,,'  and  the  ponalties  to  which  they 
may  bo  Hiibjec  tcd  hy  not  toufonning  to  the  regulations  pre- 
HLi'ibeil  iu  ami  by  the  said  art: 

[Section  XXVI.J  (Section  XXVII^  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  en- 
acted bj  tbe  autboiitj  aforesaid,  Tbat  the  master  warden  for 
the  time  being  shall  cause  an  abstract  of  the  said  act  to  be 
made,  containing  the  substance  of  all  such,  regulations  and 
duties  therein  made  and  enjoined  as  relate  to  tbe  commanders, 
masters  or  persons  having  charge  of  ships  or  vessels  bound 
to  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  have  a  competent  number  of 
copies  of  such  abstracts  printed  and  distributed  to  and  among 
the  licensed  pilots  so  as  to  enable  each  and  every  of  the  said 
pilots  to  furnish  nnd  deliver  one  of  the  said  copies  to  th<' 
comninnder  or  masit-f  of  each  and  everj  inward  bound  vessel 
he  shall  take  charjce  of. 

[Section  XXVII  ]  fSoction  XXVIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  autlunity  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  eath  and  every  of  the  siiid  pilots,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
enjoinetl,  to  deliver  one  of  the  said  ab.stra<.  Is  ur  copies  to  the 
commander  or  nmster  of  every  inward  bound  ship  or  vessel  he 
may  take  chaise  of  as  pilot  or  shall  othervrise  fully  inform  such 
commander  or  master  of  the  nature  and  purport  of  the  said 
regulations  and  of  tbe  duties  thereby  enjoined,  and  such  pilot 
shall  not  presume  to  conduct  such  ship  or  vessel  nearer  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  than  is  consistent  with  the  said  regulations 
on  pain  of  being  suspended  from  exercising  the  duties  and  re- 
ceiving the  ^oluments  of  a  pilot  for  twdve  months  and  of 
forfeiting  fifty  pounds  for  every  such  oifence  to  the  said  war- 
dens for  the  uses  herein  mentioned. 

[Section  XX  Vlll.]  (Section  XXIX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  (he  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  iNllhist  of  any  ship 
or  vessel  jud};ed  or  deeme<l  to  \h'  infectious  under  the  act  en- 
titled, ''An  act  to  prevent  infectious  diseases  being  brought 
into  this  ]»rovince,"'  sliall  imt  be  brought  n]>  to  tlie  city  of 
Phiiadelpliia,  the  distriet  of  Southwark  or  Nortlicni  Littorties, 
but  the  same  shall  b<>  flirown  out  or  discharged  at  such  con- 

iPassed  January  2Z.  1774,  Chapter  691. 
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Tenient  and  proper  i»l;i(  e  as  tho  health  officer  may  direct  and 
appoint,  uadcr  the  i)eiialtj  of  une  hundred  pounds  to  be  re- 
covered bj  the  wardens  and  appropriated  as  hereinafter  is 
directed. 

[Section  XXIX.]  (Section  XXX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  tlie  authority  aforesaid,  That  when  and  bo  often  as 
any  warrant  of  surrey  on  yessels  and  goods  [damaged,]  or  sup- 
posed to  be  damaged  by  stress  of  weather,  accident  at  sea, 
bad  stowage  or  other  cause,  shall  be  applied  for  to  the  court 
of  admiralty  or  oth^  competent  jurisdiction  the  same  shall 
be  directed  to  the  wardens  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia  for  the 
time  being,  directing  or  requiring  them  or  any  two  of  them  in 
the  usual  form  to  execute  the  same,  and  such  warrant  shall  be 
so  framed  as  to  comprehend  all  the  surveys  which  may  be  re* 
quislte  to  be  made  respecting  any  one  vessel  and  the  Tarlous 
parts  or  portions  of  her  cai^o,  under  which  warrants  the  said 
surveyors  may  nevorflirlcRs  malieand  rr  fitm  ^nch  and  f>o  many 
Beparate  and  distinct  reports  to  the  judge  of  the  admiralty  a*» 
tho  nature  and  circumstances  of  tlie  cai?;e  may  require.  And 
in  Ciif^  tho  said  surveyors  shall  thhilc  thr  aid  and  n^jsistance  of  a 
ship  carpenter  or  other  tradesman  luM-essary  to  the  fonnin'^ 
of  a  proper  jnrl'^im'iit  and  report  on  any  nuch  survey  they  are 
berfbv  nutiinrized  to  call  to  their  aid  any  such  tradesman  as 
they  shall  choose  and  who  shall  Im-  willing  to  join  llicm  in  tho 
said  business,  wluch  tradesman  s<»  chosen  and  (  ailed,  shall  be 
tal<en  and  deennMl  to  be  a  surveyor  for  that  oi  casion,  us  fully 
and  amply  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  he  had  been  named 
in  the  warrant  and  as  a  compensation  to  the  said  survoyora 
for  performing  the  said  duties  they  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  by 
the  parties  respectively  demanding  or  requiring  any  such  sur- 
vey as  follow^  to  wit,  to  each  of  the  two  wardens  who  shall  per- 
form the  service  and  also  to  the  carpenter  or  other  tradesmen  so 
called  to  their  assistance,  ten  shillings  for  every  survey  and  re- 
turn on  a  ship  or  other  vessel  and  ten  shillings  each  for  every 
separate  shipment  or  invoice  of  goods  they  shall  so  survey  and 
report  upon. 

[Section  XXX.]  (Section  XXXI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en-

acted  by  the  atitbority  aforesaid,  That  if  the  collector  of  ton- 
nage, or  his  deputy  or  deputies  lawfully  appointed,  shall  be 
Bued  or  prosecuted,  for  anything  done  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
he  or  th^  so  sued  or  prosecuted  may  plead  the  general  issue 
and  give  this  act  and  special  matter  in  evidence  for  their  justi- 
fication and  if  upon  trial  thereof  a  verdict  shall  be  given  against 
the  plaintifT  np  he  shall  become  non  suit  or  suffer  a  discontinu- 
ance, the  defendant  or  defendants  in  such  action  Bhall  recover 
treble  damn  pros  with  full  costs  of  m\t.  Provided  also,  That 
the  said  collector  or  Juiy  other  i>er8on,  shall  not  be  s^ued  for 
anythin-;  done  in  pursuance  of  this  net  unless  such  suit  shall 
be  commenced  within  nix  thoiiiIis  next  after  the  pretended  or 
supposed  injury  shall  be  done  or  committed. 

[Section  XXXI.]  (Section  XXXTT,  P.  h.)  And  bo  it  fnither 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  tlie  collector  of  ton- 
nage appointed  or  to  be  appointed  shall  keep  fair  and  true  ac- 
counts in  writing  of  all  his  transactions  relating  to  the  premises 
and  the  duty  of  his  c^ce,  which  be  shall  from  time  to  time  sub- 
mit to  the  view  and  inspection  of  the  master  warden  for  the 
time  being  and  to  any  board  of  wardens  and  shall  also  lay  the 
same  before  the  comptroller-general  for  the  put'poses  herein 
after  mentioned  and  the  taid  collector  eball  deduct  and  retain 
out  of  all  moneys  which  he  shall  receive  in  pursuance  of  this

P.  L.)  [sic]  Provided 
always  and  be  it  fnrtlier  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid 
That  the  said  collector,  l)efore  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of 
his  office  shall  take  nn  oath  or  affirmation  before  some  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  who  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  administer  the  same  and  shall  also  become  bound  to 
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the  president  or  vice-president  of  the  supreme  executive  council 
of  this  (V)inmotiwraltli  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  with 
one  or  moio  snt^icicut  suretie  s  couditioued  for  the  true  and 
faitliful  execution  of  his  said  olhcc 

[Section  XXXIII.]  (Section  XXXIII.  P.  L.)  And  he  it  fur- 
ther enacted  by  tho  authority  aforesaid,  Tliat  thr  said  wardens 
or  such  of  them  a.^  nIuiII  attend  at  any  or  e^ ciy  of  their  monthly 
meetinjis  aforesaid,  shall  nonunate  and  appoint  a  cartful  and 
reputable  person  to  bo  the  keeper  of  the  said  light-house,  who 
shall  carefully  and  dilij^ently  attend  hU  duty  in  kindling  and 
Iceeping  burning  the  lights  from  snn  setting  to  the  rising 
thereof  and  in  placing  the  said  lights  so  as  tliey  may  be  best 
seen  bj  persons  on  board  yessels  coming  into  or  going  ont  of 
the  said  bay  of  Delaware  and  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said 
wardens  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor.  And  in  case  such 
keeper  shall  neglect  his  duty  in  any  part  of  the  premises  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  of  money  according  to  the  degree 
of  his  oflFense  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds^  one  half  thereof  to  him  who  shall  sue  or  prosecute  for 
the  same  by  bill,  plaint  or  informaiion  and  i!i    iIIk  i-  iiaJf  for 
the  uses  in  «nd  by  this  act  declared.   Provided  always,  That 
the  said  keej>er  before  he  entei-s  upon  the  duties  of  his  said

I  Section  XXXIV.J  (Section  XXXV.  P.  L.)  And  hv  it  fm  lher 
euat  ted  by  tht  authority  aforesaid,  That  Ihe  .siud  wardens  .shiili 
repair  and  maintain  iu  good  onler  the  s;ud  buoys,  piers,  bea- 
cons, and  lighthouse  and  keep  up  the  lights  in  the  said  house 
at  all  proper  times  or  cause  tke  same  to  be  done  and  for  [those] 
purposes  shall  draw  orders  on  the  State  treasurer  who  shall  dis- 
chaise  the  same  out  of  the  moneys  paid  into  his  hands  in  pur* 
suance  of  this  act. 

[Section  XXXV.]  (Section  XXXYI.  P.  L.)  And  be  it  far- 
ther enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  forfeitureis

money  in  and  by  tliis  ac  t  made  payable  to  1  he  wardens  or  to  the 
master  warden  for  tlir  time  beinfr  shall  besuedfur  and  recoverfKl 
by  tlio  said  wai-dens  and  all  snrh  furfcitnres,  penalties,  snin  and

to  the  master  warden  for  the  time  beinj;  or  to  the  collector  of 
tnnnaiye  which  are  under  ten  pounds  ahall  he  aned  for  and  re- 
covered with  costs  of  suit  before  an^r  justice  of  the  peace  of  any 
citj  or  county  within  this  State  in  like  manner  as  other  debts 
niider  ten  pounds  are  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  re* 
coverable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  and  subject  to  the  lllce 
appeal,  security,  trial  and  costs  and  that  all  such  forfeitures, 
penalties^  sum  and  sums  of  money  as  amount  to  ten  pounds  or 
upwards  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit  by 
rtcflon  of  debt,  case,  bill,  plaint  or  information  in  any  court  of 
record  within  this  State  or  otherwise  and  that  all  the  fines,  fo'-- 
ftntures,  penalties,  sum  and  sums  of  money  by  this  act  made 
p;)yable  t(»  the  said  eoUector  of  tonnafie  or  to  the  wardens  or  to 
the  Piaster  warden  tlier<'of  for  the  time  beinix  shall  (where  it  is 
nor  iierein  otherwisi-  directed)  be  by  I  hem  resp<'ctively  ])aid 
to  tlie  State  treasurer  once  in  every  thre<'  nutnths.  for  tlie  spe- 
cial use  and  purjiose  of  i>ayin^  ofT  the  salvaj^e,  n-nl,  salaries, 
wapes  and  other  incidental  exjH'nses  arising?  from  the  due  exe- 
cution of  this  act  and  all  other  expenses,  costs  and  charpes 
whii  li  have  accrued  by  the  execution  of  the  several  acts  ap- 
pointing; or  in  anywise  respecting;,  wardens  for  the  port  of 
l^hiladelphia  and  also  for  the  use  and  purpose  of  keeping  and 
maintaining  the  said  light  lious^  pters^  beacons  and  buoys  and 
such  other  piers,  beacons  and  buoys  as  any  board  of  wardens 
shall  think  it  necessary  to  erect,  sink  or  flz,  In  good  order 
and  repair  and  to  this  end  all  the  said  flnea^  forfeitures. 
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peuaUk'S,  s^uin  and  sums  of  money  ho  as  aforesaid  to  be 
paid  to  the  said  treafsnror  in  ])uisiuiiice  of  tlii^  act  shall 
at  all  times  remain  iu  the  hands  of  the  said  treasurer,  specially 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  and  subject  to  the  drafts  of  the 
■aid  master  warden  of  the  board  of  wardens  for  all  or  any  of 
the  purx)o8e9  aforesaid  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatso* 
ever  and  to  the  end  and  intent  that  ^r  and  jnst  accounts  shall 
be  kept  and  settlements  made  by  the  said  wardens  and  coUec* 
tors  of  tonnage  of  all  their  transactions  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
they  and  every  of  them  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to 
exhibit  just  and  true  accounts  of  all  their  proceedings  in  pur- 
suance of  this  act  once  in  every  three  months  to  the  comptroller^

[Section  XXXVl.J  (Section  XXXVI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furth- 
er enarte<l  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  a!l  ant!  '-ni^ular 
tin  Miins  of  money  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  colleclur  of  the 
tonna^^e  by  virtue  of  this  act  for  one  fourth  part  of  the  pilotaue 
of  all  shii)s  and  vessels  brought  or  navijjnted  ujt  to  the  ]>  n  t  of 
Philadelphia  or  carried  from  thence  Avaliout  a  pilot  nml  ail 
fines  to  be  recovered  from  pilots  for  any  breach  of  this  at  l  shall 
be  kept  as  a  fund  by  the  said  collector  for  the  use  of  distressed 
and  decayed  pilots,  their  widows  and  children,  to  be  distributed

other  kind. 

[Swtion  XXXVII.]  fSpction  XXXVII,  T.  I..)  Be  it  furtlier 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  when  and  so  often  as 
any  person  shall  be  desirous  to  extend  any  wharf  or  other  build- 
ing into  the  tide-way  of  the  river  Delaware  from  any  part  of 
the  ( ity  or  liberties  of  Philadelphia,  such  person  sliull  make  ap 
j)lioation  to  the  said  board  of  wardens  at  any  of  their  uioutliiy 
iiuH-tinfTs  aforesaid,  statintj  in  writinri^  the  nature,  extent  and 
plan  of  such  intended  w  harf  or  building  and  if  it  shall  appear 
to  the  board  of  wardens  or  a  majority  of  them  that  such  plan 
and  design  may  be  lawfully  «cecuted  and  that  the  same  will 
not  improperly  encroach  upon  or  injure  the  said  channel  and 
harbor  the  board  of  wardens  at  any  of  their  stated  monthly 
meetings,  or  when  specially  convened  in  manner  aforesaid, 
shall  give  their  assent  and  license  for  erecting  and  extending 
such  wharf  or  building  and  cause  the  same  to  be  recorded  in 
their  office  but  if  the  said  board  of  ward^s  shall  deem  it  im- 
proper to  »ive  such  assent  and  license  and  the  party  appl^ng 
«haJl  thinls  himself  aggrieved  by  their  resolutions  he  may  make 
such  application  to  the  supreme  executive  council  who,  after 
hearing  the  reasons  which  induced  the  wardens  to  refuse  their 
assent,  shall  finally  detamine  and  award  thereon  us  they  may 
think  right  and  proper  and  if  any  person  or  persons  after  the 
publication  of  this  act  shall  extend  any  wharf  or  building  with- 
in  the  city  or  liberties  of  Philadelphia  into  the  river  Delaware 
beyond  low  water  mark  without  license  first  had  and  obtained 
from  the  wardens  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  of  their  refusal  from

And  whereas  it  sotnetimes  happens  that  vessels  are  injur- 
iously impeded  in  the  laudfnjjj  or  dischnririn}?  of  their  cargoes 
by  beinf;  refused  adinif lance  to  a  wharf,  although  divers 
wharves  or  pui-ts  thereof  may  be  unoccupietl  by  any  other 
vessel  or  occupied  by  such  only  as  might,  without  material  in- 
jury, be  removed  to  some  other  situation. 

And  whereas  it  is  just  and  proper  that  the  owner  or  posBetwor 
of  a  wharf,  though  extended  into  the  river  beyond  low  water 
mark,  should  enjoy  a  reasonable  right  of  preoccupancy  thereof: 
[Section  XXXVIII.]  (Section  XXXVIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  ship  or  vessel  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  of  tonnage  shall  be  permitted  to  mooi  at  or 
■otherwise  to  occupy  any  wharf  within  the  city  or  liberties  of 
Philadelphia  without  leave  first  had  and  obtained  from  the 
owner  or  possessor  thereof,  Provided  always,  That  if  such  leave 
be  duly  applied  for  by  the  owner,  agent ,  master  or  other  person 
having  charge  of  sik  ii  sliip  or  vessel  and  refused  by  the  owner 
or  possessor  of  any  wliai-f  Avithin  the  limits  nforesatcl,  being 
■\  ;u  aiit  in  the  whole  or  in  such  part  as  may  i-easoiiably  accom- 
m<>dal<'  thr  ship  or  vessel  [so  applied  for  and  sm  h  vacancies 
shall  renuiin  unoccupied  by  some  s!iip  m-  vessel]  in  which 
the  owner  or  possessor  of  the  wharf  hath  an  imme<liat(^  inter- 
est, for  twenty-four  liours  after  such  api>li(  ation  ami  refusal,  ii 
shall  then  and  in  such  cases  be  lawful  for  the  ship  or  vessel 
flirst  applied  for  to  be  moored  at  and  occupy  such  wharf  for  w 
long  tlni*e  as  shall  be  requldte  for  the  dispatch  of  her  business, 
subject  nevertheless  to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  master 
warden  for  the  time  being  as  hereinafter  is  mentioned. 

[Section  XXXIX.]  (Section  XXXIX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fur- 
ther enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  when  any  ship 
<ir  vessel  subject  to  the  duties  of  tonnage  shall  be  moored  at  and 
occupy  such  wharf  or  end  or  ride  thereof  within  the  said  city  or 
liberties  affording  proper  convenience  for  such  vessel  to  dis- 
charge and  receive  goods  eitlier  with  or  without  the  leave  and 
consent  of  the  owner  or  possessor  of  such  wharf  and  without 
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any  agreement  being  made  for  the  rate  or  price  of  aucli  wharf- 
age, It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  pomeseor  of 
such  wharf  to  demand  and  receive  for  Bnch  wharfage  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  rate  of  iiTe  ehilUngs  per  day  for  so  lon<;  time 
as  such  Tessel  shall  so  occupy  such  wharf  or  part  thoroof,  and 
for  an  outside  berth  the  second  vojjwI  from  a  wharf  shall  pny 
not  exceeding  the  rate  of  two  shillings  per  day  and  the  tlii:  1 
v  essel  from  a  wharf  shall  pay  not  exceeding  the  rate  of  one 
shillinjr  per  day. 

AtuI  wliorons  tokstIs  bein;^  out  (tf  rcjtnir  or  for  some  othvr 
reason  reniainini;'  inicniployed  or  nearly  so  frtM]U('nfly  o<(ii])y 
for  '111  iinrr-nsonnble  lenfrth  of  time  the  wharves  and  situations* 
best  adapted  for  the  dinpatrh  of  bu»ine8s  to  the  jireat  hindrance 
and  obstruction  of  othei-s: 

[fcSection  XL.]  (Section  XL,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enai  t^d  hy  rlio  au 
thority  aforesaid,  That  the  master  warden  of  the  said  hoard  of 
wardens  for  the  time  being  or  any  board  of  wardens  be  and 
they  are  hereby  severally  anthorixed  and  required  on  appliea* 
tlon  to  him  or  them  made  for  the  removal  or  any  such  ship  or 
vessel  to  be  removed  to  such  other  place  or  situation  as  the 
owner,  master  or  other  person  having  charge  thereof  shail 
choose  and  the  said  master  warden  or  board  of  wardens  shall 
approve  and  in  case  such  owner  or  other  person  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  choose  such  other  place  or  situation  as  shall  be 
so  approved  or  to  make  sncli  removal  of  the  vessel  and  the  said 
master  warden  or  the  boanl  of  wardens  shall  direct  within 
twenty  fonr  hnnrs  after  due  notice  pfiven  for  that  purpose  SUC»i 
owner,  master  or  other  i>erson  havinj?  ehar-jre  of  such  ship  or 
vessel  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  sntd  Avnrdons  the  sum  of  five 
pounds  per  day  for  (ncry  day  such  sliip  or  vessel  shall  after- 
war(Js  remain  nnromov«Hl  as  aforesaid,  unh-ss  j)revented  bv 
stresii  of  weather  or  other  reasonable  cause  of  which  the  said 
master  warden  for  the  time  beinjr  or  boai-d  of  wardens  shall 
be  the  judge  or  judges,  which  forfeitures  shall  be  recovered 
with  costs  of  suit,  by  action  of  debt  or  by  attachment  of  the 
said  ship  or  vessel  and  her  appurtenances  at  the  suit  of  the  said 
wardens  as  seamen's  wages  are  recoverable  and  applied  as  is 
herein  directed.

[Section  XLL]  (Section  XLI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  whatao* 
ever  sliall  from  and  afte  r  the  passing  of  this  act  bum  or  bream 
or  caused  to  be  burned  or  breamed  any  ship  or  other  vessel  or 
any  part  thereof  at  or  near  any  wharf  or  wharves  of  this  city 
or  between  South  and  Vine  streets  of  the  sai<l  city,  he  or  they 
shall  for  every  such  offen$»e  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  wardens 
the  sijiu  of  fifty  poundis  to  be  by  them  recovered  and  applied  in 
sucii  mamier  and  to  such  uses  an  other  lines,  forfeituivs  and 
sums  of  money  by  this  act  made  piiyable  to  them  are  directed 
to  be  recovered  and  applied. 

And  whereas  incouveniencea  and  mischiefs  frequently  hai)- 
pen  for  want  of  order  and  regularity  in  the  placing,  anchoring 
and  mooring  of  Teasels  in  the  stream  as  well  as  at  the  wharrea 
and  docks: 

[Section  XLIL]  (Section  XLII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  master  warden  or  any  board  of  wardeiM  and  he  or  they  is 
and  are  hmby  authorised  and  required  to  form  and  establish 
such  rules  and  orders  as  they  on  due  deliberation  and  advise* 
meat  shall  from  time  to  time  think  requisite  and  proper  for 
guarding  against  such  inconveniences  and  mischiefs,  which 
rules  and  orders  shall  be  recorded  in  tiie  office  of  the  said  war- 
dens, and  Hhall  be  printed  and  publislied  for  the  information 
of  all  whom  it  may  concern.  And  if  any  owner,  master  or 
other  person  IfSYiie  the  rhar^xe  or  command  of  any  j<hip  or  ves- 
sel within  the  harlMir  of  Philadelfdiia  shall  wilfully  or  negli- 
gently disobey  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  sucli  rules 
and  orders,  after  due  notice  thereof  or  nej^lect  or  refuse  to  com- 
ply with  any  reasonable  order  or  directions  of  tlie  said  master 
wardens,  for  the  time  being  or  any  of  the  wardens  as  afore- 
said, retiptH'tinfj:  the  placin*;,  moorinj^'  or  removing  such  ship 
or  vessel  within  the  s^iid  harbor,  such  owner,  master  or  other 
person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  wardens  for  the  uses 
in  this  act  mentioned  the  sum  of  five  pounds  for  every  such 
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time  the  same  or  a  similar  ofTonRe  shall  be  repeated,  for  which 
offense  for  the  first  time  and  ten  pnnnds  for  each  aud  every

GRESS OF  THE  UNITED  STATED  AND  FOR  APPOINTIKC  ELECTORS  ON 
THE  PART  OF  THIS  STATE  FOR  CHOOSING  A  PRESIDENT  AND  VICBS- 
msSIDBNT  OP  THE  UNITBD  STATES. 

(Section  1,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  declares  and  directs  that  '^e  honse  of  representatlTes 
in  the  congress  of  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  members 
chosen  every  second  jear  by  the  people  of  the  several  states; 
that  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  requisite  qnalifl- 
cations  of  electors  of  the  most  nnmerons  branch  of  the  state 
le^slature'';  that  until  the  ennmeration  therein  pointed  out 
of  the  citissens  of  the  United  States  shall  be  made,  the  number 
of  representatives  for  this  state  shall  be  eifxht,  [and]  that  "the 
times,  places,  and  manner  of  holdinfj  elections  for  senators  and 
reproseTita fives  shall  be  prescribed  In  each  state  by  the  legisJ- 
lature  tliereof": 

And  whereas  it  is  further  declaimed  and  directeil  in  and  by 
the  said  constitution,  that  for  the  purposes  of  choosinii  a  piesi 
dent  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  "each  state  shall 
appoint  in  such  manner  as  the  lej;"i.slaiure  thereof  may  direct  a 
number  of  electors  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  senators  and 
representatives  to  which  the  state  may  be  entitled  in  the  con- 
gress": 

And  whereas  the  convention  which  framed  the  said  con- 
stitution resolved  that  as  soon  as  [the  conventions  of]  nine 
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states  should  have  ratified  the  said  constitntion  the  United 
States  in  Oongresa  assembled  should  fix  a  day  on  which  elec- 
tors should  be  appointed  by  the  state  which  should  hare  ratified 

the  same  and  a  day  on  which  the  electors  should  assemble  to 
vote  for  the  prenideut,  and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing 
proceedings  under  the  said  constitution.  And  that  after  such 
ptihlirntion  t!te  electors  should  be  appointed  and  the  senators 
and  i('i»rt*st  ntatives  elected: 

And  whei-eas  tlie  United  States  in  conj^ress  assembled  by 
their  net  of  the  thirteenth  duy  of  Septeniber  in  the  pifj«*nt 
year  (reciting  that  the  said  constitnt ion  had  been  ratitied  in 
the  mauuer  therein  [declared j  to  be  sutticient  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  same)  did  resolve  that  the  first  Wednesday  in 
January  next  be  the  day  fur  appointing  electors  in  the  seyeral 
iftatea  ratifying  the  said  constitution  before  the  said  day  and 
that  the  flnt  Wednesday  In  February  n&A  be  the  day  for  the 
electors  to  assemble  in  their  respective  states  and  vote  for  a 
president: 

And  whereas  a  convention  duly  appointed  by  the  people  of 
this  state  did  by  their  act  of  the  twelfth  day  of  December  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven  in  the  name  of  the  said  people  assent  to  and  ratifjr  the 
said  constitution: 

In  order  therefore  to  carry  the  !«aid  constitutiou  into  effect. 

[Section  J  i  iSct  tiun  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  iiepresenta fives  of  the  i  reemeu  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  in  (leneral  Assenibly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  cleetiou  of  reiiresentatives 
agreeably  to  the  said  coustituliuu  and  the  directiousi  of  this 
act  to  serve  in  the  congress  of  the  said  United  States  shall  be 
held  by  the  dtisens  thereof  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of 
assembly  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  Kovembar  next,  and  of 
electors  agreeably  to  the  said  constitution  on  the  first  Wed- 
nesday of  January  next,  of  which  elections  due  notice  shall 
be  given  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  respective  counties  agreeably  to 
the  election  laws  of  this  state  at  the  places  in  the  city  of  PhUa- 
delphia  and  in  the  several  connties  of  this  state  prescribed  by 
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the  election  laws  aforesaid,  in  lilce  manner  as  in  and  by  the 
said  election  laws  is  directed  for  the  election  of  members  of 
the  general  assembly  of  this  state.  And  all  and  ereiy  officer 
and  person  whose  dulj  it  is  or  may  be  to  attend,  conduct  and 

Tf-fTulate  according  to  the  election  laws  of  this  Btate  the  general 
election  to  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesd.iy  in  October  next,  are 
hereby  authorized,  enjoined  and  required  to  attend,  conduct 
nnd  rof^iilnte  the  elections  herein  directed  to  be  held  for  the 
purpoisies  Mforosnkl,  in  like  mnnnor  ns  in  nnd  by  the  said  elec- 
tion law  is  dirortofl  and  the  s<ivprnl  powors  v^w(\  anthnrtties  to 
lliom  irivon  l\v  tlm  I.tr-s  of  thip  «tnto  rolntincr  to  the  election  of 
mcmbfTH  of  nssr-mbly  of  this  sImIc  nw  and  shall  be  contiriueil 
and  vested  in  tlio  said  ofTieprs  and  persons  respect ivply  for  tho 
pnrpoi?<?s  of  holdin^r  and  conductin}?  the  said  elections  to  be 
held  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  this  act,  as  fully  and 
elfectnally  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  the  powers  and 
anthorities  aforesaid  were  herein  particularly  enumerated  and 
expressed,  and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  inability  of 
any  of  the  said  officers  or  persons  before  the  holdinc;  the  elec- 
tions in  and  by  this  act  directed  to  be  held,  others  shall  be 
chosen  or  appointed  in  their  stead  according;  to  the  directions 
of  the  said  election  laws  and  all  and  ereiy  person  and  persons 
who  shall  or  may  be  gollty  of  any  neglect  or  abnse  of  the  said 
election  laws  or  of  any  part  thereof  at  any  election  to  be  held 
!n  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  imMecnted  and  pnnisbed  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  he  or  thoy,  was  or  were  guilty  of  the 
like  ne^-lcrts,  abuses  or  broaches  of  the  said  election  laws  in 
the  election  of  representatives  to  serve  in  the  general  assembly 
of  this  state. 

[Section  IT.l  (Rection  TII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fnrtlier  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  every  pei-son  cnniinj;  to  elect 
representatives  shall  deliver  in  writinjif  on  one  ticket  or  piece 
of  paper  the  names  of  eicrht  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  repre- 
sentatiyes  and  that  every  pereon  coming  to  vote  for  electors 
agi^eably  to  the  said  constitution  and  the  directions  of  this 
act  shall  deliyer  in  wilting  on  tidcet  or  piece  of  paper  the  names 
of  ten  persons  to  be  Voted  for  as  electois  agreeably  to  the  said 
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constitntfon  and  for  the  purpoees  therein  mentioned.  The  mid 
persons  so  Toted  for  as  representatiTes  and  electors  to  be

fSection  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  bo  it  further  enaotod 
by  the  ntithoritv  aforosnid,  Tlint  after  the  polls  in  tho  sovoral 
districts  shall  be  (■Insod  and  the  votes  of  the  electors  cast  up 
in  manner  and  form  directed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  on  that 
mibjeet,  the  iiiiiii  -  of  the  several  persons  voted  for  at  the 
several  wai'ds  and  districts  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
several  counties  of  this  state  shall  be  written  on  parchment 
or  pajier  and  tlie  number  of  the  votes  for  each  candidate  in 
the  wards  and  districts  fairly  enumerated  and  set  down,  which 
numbeis  shall  be  written  in  words  at  length  snd  not  in  figures 
only,  and  the  ticlcets  and  other  papers  relating  to  the  elections 
shall  be  sealed  up  and  depoidted  in  manner  and  form  as  directed 
by  the  dection  laws  of  this  state,  and  on  such  names  and 
numbers  being  so  set  down  and  written,  the  Judges  of  the 
several  elections  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  In  each  and 
every  district  in  all  and  evoy  county  of  this  state,  when  as- 
sembled at  the  place  for  that  purpose  directed  shall  respec- 
tively within  the  space  of  three  days  after  the  said  election, 
sign  and  seal  the  papers  or  instrument  on  which  the  same  are 
so  written  and  shall  make  out.  '^'t^u,  seal  and  execute  duplicate 
returns  thereof,  one  whereof  nhall  be  delivered  to  the  prothnno- 
tary  of  the  ronntv  to  be  kept  safely  and  one  otlier  copy  there- 
of shall  be  delivered  to  the  sheriff  of  the  propor  county  to  be 
delivered  or  safely  transmitted  by  him  within  ten  days  after 
each  respective  election  to  the  secretary  of  the  supreme  execu- 
tive council  of  this  state  for  the  inspection  and  eitamination 
of  the  wiid  supreme  executive  council,  and   in   the  city  of 
Philadelphia  and  iu  such  counties  wherein  the  said  elec

And  the  said  supreme  executive  council  shall  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be  after  such  examination  and  declara- 
tion, transmit  the  same,  together  with  the  documents  on  which 
it  la  founded  to  the  secretary  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled  to  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  house  of  representa- 
tives in  the  congress  of  the  United  IStatcB  wlieii  they  shall  be 
assembled  nt  1h*>  tinie  and  fdace  by  the  pr^^nt  congress  uf 
the  United  {States  directed  uud  fixed  on. 

[Secliou  IV. J  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  electors  s(j  as  aforesiiid 
to  be  chosen  sliall  assemble  ou  the  lii*st  Wednesday  in  Feb- 
ruary next  at  the  borough  of  Heading  and  shall  perform  the 
duties  enjoined  on  them  by  the  said  constitution  agreeably  to 
the  directions  thereof.  And  the  same  allowance  of  ndleage 
and  daily  wages  when  travelling  to,  remaining  at  and  return- 
ing from  the  place  aforesaid  sliall  be  paid  them  and  .each  and 
every  of  them  as  is  by  law  allowed  and  paid  to  members  of 
assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer  of  this  state  or  the  treasurer  of  the  counties  in  which 
such  electors  respectively  reside  on  warrants  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  meeting  of  such  electors,  if  any  they  shall 
choose  or  by  the  majority  of  such  electors  exclusive  of  the  per* 
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■on  in  whose  favor  anch  warrants  maj  or  shall  be  respectively 
drawn.

A  SI  PPLKMENT  TO  THK  ACT  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  TO  ENTORCE  THB 
DUE  COLLECTION  AMD  PAYM£NT  OF  TAXES  WITHIN  THIS  COMMON- 
WEALTH."! 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  mode  of  compelliiiij:  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes  (lirecliMl  to  be  raiBcd  l»y  the  act  «'iUitl(Hi  "An 
act  for  furuisliin';  the  (juuta  of  this  state  towardji  paying  the 
aiiuuttl  interest  of  the  debts  of  the  United  States  and  for  fund- 
ing  and  paying  the  interest  of  the  public  debts  of  this  state/** 
is  found  to  be  tedious  and  liable  to  abuse: 

For  remedy  whereof: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  i»  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Fvemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  In  General  Assembly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  who 

is  or  are  or  have  been  rated  or  assessed  by  virtue  of  the  said 
recited  act  and  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  thereof  shall  re* 
fuse  or  neglect  to  pay  and  satisfy  the  sum  or  sums  of  money 
which  he,  she  or  they  is,  are  or  have  been  so  as  aforesaid  rated 
and  assessed,  for  the  space  of  forty  days  after  the  satnp  shall 
be  demand('(!  of  hiiu  by  the  eulli'c  tor  of  the  proper  lounship, 
ward  or  district,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  l)e  so 
as  aforesaid  rated  and  assessed  in  pursuance  of  the  said  rec  ited 
act  in  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  sliall  refuse  or  ne^leet  to 
l>ay  liu"  sum  or  sums  of  nu)ney  for  which  he,  she  or  they  shall

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such  as  have  been  or  i^hall  be  allowed  them  as  aforesaid)  the 
treasurer  of  the  proper  county  is  hereby  authorised  and  re> 
quired  to  imue  his  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  proper  county  directed  commanding  him  to  talcc 
the  iMdy  and  seise  and  secure  all  the  estates^  real  and  personal, 
of  such  delinquent  or  which  shall  come  into  the  hands  or 
possession  of  his  heirs,  executors  or  administrators  and  to  make 
return  thereof  to  the  said  treasurer  at  such  time  as  be  shall 
have  apopinted  bj  bis  said  warrant.

Lis  liaiid  and  .seal  lo  the  said  sherifT  directed  authorise  and 
re<iuiie  him  to  sell  and  dispose,  at  public  vendue  (after  having; 
fjivpti  twenty  days  puhlic  notice  theit'of)  all  such  estate  real 
and  personal  of  sucli  delinquent  collector  as  he  shall  have  as 
aforesaid  seized  and  secured  or  so  much  thereof  ius  shall  be 
sufficient  to  satisfy  and  discharge  such  deficiency  or  deficien- 
cies, together  with  all  reasonable  costs  and  charges,  and  the 
said  sheriff  shall  psy  to  the  said  county  treasurer  so  much  of 
the  money  (if  so  much  there  shall  be)  arising  from  such  sales 
as  will  be  suJAdent  to  pay  and  discharge  such  defidoicies  and 
shall  return  the  orerplus,  if  any  there  be  after  all  costs  and 
charges  are  deducted,  to  the  owner  or  owners,  and  where  any 
lands  tenements  or  lieredltaments  shall  be  sold  by  such  sheriff 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  be  shall  convoy  the  same  by  a 
dcM.^d,  duly  sealed  and  executed  which  shall  conv-^  all  such 
right  and  estate  as  the  delinquent  had  therein. 

[Section  V  ]  (Section  V'l,  T.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  justice  or  justices  shall 
nof^Iert  or  refuse  within  twenty  days  after  demand  made  by 
the  treiisurer  of  any  county  within  this  state  to  render  an  ac- 
count of  all  moneys  reeeived  for  taxes  by  the  said  justice  or 
justices  and  also  to  pay  the  said  moneys  to  such  county  treas- 
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iirer  or  troasurors,  a  warrant  or  warrants  sliall  lie  issued 
a«;ainst  such  justice  or  justifos  in  like  manner  as  is  liemn- 
before  directed  for  proceedinjrs  atrninst  delinqiiPTit  collectors 
and  Ruch  proceedinffs  shall  thoroon  be  had  to  final  judgment, 
execution  and  sale  as  are  in  and  by  this  act  dire(  respectinj^ 
delinquent  collectors.  Provided  always  nevertlieless,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  sliall  be  construed  to  prevent  or 
impede  the  continuance  or  due  prosecution  to  final  judgment, 
Axeciitioii  and  effect  of  any  proceedinjjs  winch  have  already 
been  commenced  under  the  said  recited  act,  but  the  same  shall 
be  continued  and  prosecuted  in  like  manner  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  made. 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
hj  the  authorify  aforesaid,  That  in  case  of  nej^^lect  or  refusal 
by  any  county  treasurer  to  "pay  into  the  hands  of  the  state  treas^ 
urer  within  twenty  days  after  the  settlemoit  made  with  the 
comptroller^neral  and  due  notice  thereof  given  to  the  state 
treasurer,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  belonging  to  this  com- 
monwealth, received  as  taxes  under  the  laws  of  the  state^  that 
then  in  such  case  tlie  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  by  warrants 
from  the  state  treasnrer  ns  are  herein  directed  for  the  speedy 
recovery  of  public  nioiu  ys  in  the  hands  of  delinquent  collectors, 
the  balances  due  from  su(  h  county  treasurers  to  he  ascertained 
on  the  settlements  directed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  to  be  made 
with  flic  comptroller  general  who  is  hereby  directed  to  make 
return  to  the  state  treasurer  of  the  aniouut  of  such  balances 
and  settlements  to  the  end  that  proceedings  may  be  had  as 
herein  directed  against  any  county  treasurer  or  treasurers  ap* 
pearing  thereby  to  be  in  arrears  to  the  state. 

[Section  VIL]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  so  much  of  the  laws  of 
this  commonwealth  as  respect  the  collecting  and  paying  of 
taxes  as  are  hereby  altered  or  suplied  be  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT  FOR  THE  BETTER  ASCEKTAININQ  AND  MAKING  GOOD  LOSSES 
OF  PUBUC  UONBTS  BT  R0B8iaUB& 

(Section  1,  P.  L.)  Whereas  sundry  petitions  have  been  pre- 
ferred to  this  house  by  the  collectors  of  taxed  of  different 
counties  of  this  state  setting  forth  that  they  have  been  robbed 
of  diyers  sums  of  public  moneys  and  praying  to  be  aon^ited 
from  the  payment  thereof: 

And  whereas  it  would  be  unjust  and  sereie  to  compel  in- 
dlyiduals  from  whom  such  sum*  or  sums  have  been  taken  by 
force  and  Tiolenee  and  without  their  privity,  conniTance  or 
consent  to  make  good  the  loss  or  losses  sustained  thereby: 

And  whereas,  [inquiries]  into  the  facts  and  circumstances 
alleged  by  such  petitioners  can  be  more  proporly  and  conven- 
iently had  in  the  respective  counties  wherein  the  said  alleged 
robberies  are  set  forth  to  have  happened : 

[Section  1.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  He  it  therefore  enacted  and  it 
is  hereby  euat  led  by  llic  ! 'fpretsenuitives  «if  the  I'lceiiicn  of  the 
Com muu wealth  of  I'eiuisyivania  in  Cieueral  Asseuibiy  met 
and  by  the  authoiily  of  the  same,  That  iu  all  cases  wiieieiii  any 
collector  or  colleclurs  of  public  uioney,  tlieii'  executors  and  ad- 
ministratuis  iiavc  before  ike  pusisiiiii  of  this  act  by  iheir  peti- 
tions to  the  general  assembly  prayed  to  be  exonerated  from 
the  payment  of  such  sum  or  sums  of  the  public  monej  :>  afore* 
said  as  any  such  collector  or  coliectors  has  or  ha7e»  before  tlie 
passing  of  this  act,  made  oath  or  affirmation  before  any  Judge 
of  the  supreme  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  within  this  com- 
monwealth of  their  hsTing  been  robbed,  the  commissioners  of 
the  said  respective  counties  shaU  cause  suits  to  be  instituted 
against  such  collector  or  collectors,  their  executors  or  adminis* 
trators  in  the  supreme  coort  or  in  any  county  court  of  common 
pleas  within  this  commonwealth  in  which  the  said  robbery 
or  robberies  is  or  are  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  ,  for  all 
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such  sum  or  suiu^  oi  inoiiej  which  they,  the  eaid  collector  or 
collectors,  Bhall  be  found  in  arrear  or  which  riiall  be  demanded 
from  him  or  them,  their  ezecvtorB  or  administrators,  for  or 
on  account  of  public  taxes  received  or  collected  by  him  or 
them:  and  in  such  suits  the  said  collector  or  collectors,  their 
executors  or  administrators  shall  plead  the  general  issue  with 
any  other  plea  or  pleas  by  l^ye  of  the  court,  and  trial  shall 
be  had  by  a  jury  of  the  country  and  the  said  collector  or  col- 
lectors, their  executors  or  administrators,  shall  and  may  gi\e 
the  special  matter  in  evidence,  and  if  it  shall  appear  by  legal 
evidence  to  the  said  court  or  courts  and  juries  that  the  said 
collector  or  collectors  were,  before  the  passing  of  this  act, 
robbed  of  the  sum  or  sums  of  public  raouey  of  which  he  or  they, 
their  executors  or  administrators  have  claimed  in  manner 
Q foresaid  to  be  exonerated,  and  that  no  fraud  or  connivance  at 
or  in  the  said  robbei'y  or  robberies  can  bo  reasonably  charged 
on  buch  collector  or  colleelors  and  that  prudi-uual  means  for  se- 
cariug  the  uioueys  have  not  been  neglected,  then  and  in  such 
case  the  b^^iid  jury  ur  juries  shall  Hud  for  the  defendant  and 
judgment  shall  be  entered  accordingly. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  where  it  shall  be  found  in 
manner  aforesaid  that  any  loss  or  losses  were  before  the  pass* 
ing  of  this  act  sustained  by  said  collector  or  collectors  in  man- 
ner  aforesaid  and  the  fact  and  the  sum  or  sums  shall  be  legally 
ascertained  and  establislied  as  aforesaid,  the  commissioners  of 
the  proper  county  shall  give  credit  to  and  exonerate  the  said 
collector  or  collectors,  their  executors  or  administrators  from 
the  payment  of  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  so  proTed  to  haye 
been  lost  in  manner  aforesaid  and  shall  forthwith  assess,  levy, 
quota  and  cause  to  be  eolleetod  from  the  proper  county  at  large 
all  snch  sum  or  sums  of  public  moneys  lost  as  aforesaid  to- 
gi  tlii  r  with  legal  costs  sustained  on  such  trial  or  trials  in  due 
proportion  from  the  several  townships  in  like  manner  and 
under  the  same  powers  and  ref2;ulations  as  are  or  shall  be  given 
[and]  established  by  the  laws  of  the  state  for  raising  taxes  for 
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funding  the  debts  and  redeeming  tlie  bills  of  credit  of  this 
state. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  in  all  cases  wherein  snch 
oath  or  affirmation  of  any  such  robbery  or  robberies  haying 
been  committed  has  been  made  in  manner  aforesaid  by  any 
such  collector  or  collectors,  and  In  which  such  collector  or 
collectors,  his  or  their  executors  or  administrators  have  in 
manner  aforesaid  claimed  to  be  exonerated  from  the  payment 
of  any  such  money  as  aforesaid  for  the  causes  aforesaid,  and 
hnvo,  notwithstanding,  paid  the  same  or  any  part  or  parts 
into  fli(^  tronsury  of  the  proper  county,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  collector  or  collectors,  his  or  their  ex- 
ecutors or  administrators,  to  commence  and  prosecute  in  any 
of  the  courts  aforesaid  nirninst  the  trca.'«iirer  of  the  proper 
couTity,  his  or  tlicir  lu  fioii  or  actions  for  the  r»>covorv  thereof, 
in  which  said  action  <»r  actions,  f^uch  proccodinixs  and  trials 
as  ai*e  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  had  and  on  due  proof 
beinjr  made  of  sucli  rohberv  or  robln'ries  having  been  com- 
mitted in  niauucr  aforcKaid,  before  the  passing  of  this  act,  such 
collector  or  collectors,  his  or  their  executors  or  administrators 
shall  have  and  recover  snch  sum  or  sums  as  shall  have  been 
paid  by  him  or  them  and  of  which  it  shall  be  proved  in  manner 
aforesaid  that  such  collector  or  collectors  were  before  the 
passing  of  this  act  robbed  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  in  every 
such  case  the  commissioners  of  the  proper  county  shall  forth* 
with  assess,  levy,  quota  and  cause  to  be  collected  from  the 
proper  county  at  lai^  all  snch  sum  or  sums  as  shall  have 
been  recovered  by  such  collector  or  collectors,  his  or  their  ex* 
ecntors  or  administrators  in  manner  aforesaid  together  with 
the  costs  of  suit,  in  due  proportions  from  the  several  townships 
in  like  manner  and  under  the  same  pn^'ers  and  regulations  as 
iire  or  shall  be  given  and  established  by  Itie  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, for  rais:!in<;  t  axes  for  funding  the  debts  and  redeem- 
ing the  bills  of  credit  thereof.

A  SUPPLEMENT  TO  AN  ACT  OP  GENBRAL  A88BMBLT  ENTITLED  "AN 

ACT  FOR  ERi:CTING  THE  SOUTHERN'  SUBURBS  OF  THE  CITY  OP 
PHILADELPHIA  INTO  THE  DISTRICT  OP  SOUTHWARK.  FX)R  MAKING 
THE  STREETS  AND  ROADS  ALREADY  LAID  OUT  THEREIN  PUBLIC 
ROADS  AND  IIIGHWAV-  \M>  FOR  REGULATING  SUCH  O  THKR 
STREETS  AND  ROADS  AS  THE  INHABITANTS  THEREOF  MAY  HERE- 
AFTER LAY  OUT  AND  FOR  OTHER  USES  AND  PURPOSES  THBREtN 
MENTIONED.! 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  ttie  district  of  Sonthwark  i«  be- 
come populous  and  in  many  places  closely  bnllt  and  requires 
some  regulations.  And  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment no  provision  is  made  for  the  erecting  of  public  pumps 
to  supply  the  Inhabitants  with  water  and  secure  them  against 
the  rayages  of  fire  nor  for  regulating  the  descent  of  water 
courses  or  common  sewers,  all  which  are  essentially  necessary 
in  cities  and  close  built  towns  and  whereas  the  pitching' and 
paving  the  streets,  lanes  and  Jilleys  of  the  said  district  will 
prreatly  tend  to  the  improvement  thereof  and  the  li«,'htinfr  and 
watching  the  sanie  by  ni^rht  will  be  n  great  conveTiieiue  and 
■security  against  fires  and  mbheries  as  soon  as  the  said  district 
aball  be  enabled  to  siijiport  the  expense  thereof: 

[Section  I.]  (S(nii()n  IT,  P.  L.)  JJe  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Repre8eiitiitivof?  of  the  Freemen 
of  the  Commouvveulih  of  I'enu^ylvania  in  (iencial  Assembly 
met  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  supervisors 
of  the  streets,  highways  and  landings,  elected  or  to  be  elected 
In  pursuance  of  the  act  for  that  purpose  made  and  provided 
or  a  majority  of  them,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  one  or  more 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  said  district  or  for  such 
district  for  election  of  justices  of  the  peace  whereof  the  district 
of  Southwark  shall  constitute  [a]  part,  and  a  majority  of  the 
regulators  of  the  said  district  shall  from  time  to  time  as  oc* 
caslon  may  require  dig  such  and  so  many  wells  and  therein  fix 
ipftiMd  Uudi  9$,  im.  Obapter  4nU   ~  ~ 
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pumps  in  such  convenient  places  within  the  streets,  lanos  and 
alleys  of  the  said  district  as  to  them  shaU  appear  necessary 
so  as  to  supply  the  inhabitants  with  water  in  the  most  equal 
manner  and  the  said  pumps  shall  be  kept  in  good  order  at  the 
charge  of  the  said  district  foreyer. 

And  whereas  the  pumps  already  fixed  in  the  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  of  the  said  district  are  frequently  so  much  neglected 
as  to  be  out  of  repair  and  totally  unfit  for  use: 

[Section  Il.J  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  IJc  it  therefore  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  Bind  supen  isors  or  a  majority  of  them  to  confer  with  any 
person  or     rsous  who  shall  have  fixed  any  pump  or  pumps 
in  any  of  liie  streeta,  lanes,  or  alliys  in  the  siiid  district,  and 
if  any  of  them  wlio  have  so  fixed  any  pump  or  puuips  shall 
agree  to  keep  them  in  good  order  and  repair  to  the  satisfartion 
of  a  majority  of  the  supervisors,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  eu 
titled  to  demand  and  receive  yearly  fur  each  pump  so  kept  iu 
repair  the  sum  of  thirty  shillings  from  the  said  supervisors 
out  of  the  public  money  in  their  hands  and  if  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever,  shall  demand,  exact  or  receiye  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money  or  any  other  recompense  &om  any  person  or 
pemons  for  any  water  drawn  out  of  any  pump  or  pampa  so 
erected  or  to  be  erected  within  the  streets^  lanes,  or  all^s  of 
the  said  district  or  shall  in  anywise  molest  or  hinder  any  per^ 
son  or  personet  from  drawing  water  therefrom,  he,  she  or  they 
being  legally  convicted  thereof  on  the  testimony  of  one  or  more 
credible  witnesses  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  said 
district  or  for  such  district  for  election  of  justices  of  the  peace^ 
whereof  the  district  of  Southwarl^  shall  constitute  a  part,  shall 
•forfeit  and  pay  for  the  first  offense  the  sum  of  five  shillings,  and 
for  every  subsequent  oftense  ten  shillings;  the  said  money  ac- 
cruing by  such  fines  and  forfeitures  to  be  applied  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  this  act  into  execution.    And  if  any  pump  or 
puHipH  erected,  or  to  bo  erecte<l  by  any  private  persons  within 
the  strcH^ts,  lanes  ami  alleys  of  the  said  district  shall  be  out  of 
repair  for  the  space  of  two  mouths  successively,  the  same  heing 
.proved  by  two  reputable  freeholder^  to  the  satisfaction  of

any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  Raid  district  or  for  sucb  dib- 
trict  for  electiou  of  justices  of  the  peace  whereof  the  district  of 
Southwark  shall  constitute  a  part  the  said  justice  shall  issue 
an  order,  under  his  hand  and  seal  directing  the  superrisois 
aforemid  to  have  rach  pump  or  puuips  put  in  [to]  good  order 
and  r^ir  and  ao  kept  at  the  public  charge  forever. 

[Section  IIL]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  forther  enacted 
by  tlie  antliority  aforesaid,  Tliat  if  any  person  or  persons  from 
and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  sliall  wilf ally  or  malicionsl} 
break  or  carry  away  the  handle,  pin  or  spear  of  any  of  the 
pomps  witliin  the  said  district  or  otherwise  damage  or  injnre 
any  of  the  said  pumps  and  shall  thereof  be  legally  convicted 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  he,  she  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  8aid 
supervisors  to  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  canying  this  act 
into  execution  the  sum  of  five  pounds  for  every  such  ofi^ense 
on  the  lirst  conviction  and  for  every  other  such  offense  com- 
mitted after  the  lirst  conviction  the  sum  of  ten  pounds,  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  justice  to  commit  suoli  ofTeuder  to 
the  (  nnuuon  traol  of  the  said  county  until  tbe  said  fines  and  the 
costs  ui"  prusecation  be  paid. 

[Ssection  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesiiid,  That  the  said  t.upervissors  or  a 
majority  of  them  fur  the  time  being  and  the  said  regulators 
or  a  majority  of  them,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approba^ 
tlon  of  one  or  more  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  said 
district  shaU  have  full  power  and  authority  and  they  are  here- 
by enjoined  and  required  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  to 
regulate  and  direct  the  courses  and  degrees  of  descent  and  the 
distances  from  the  sides  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  all 
and  every  the  gutters,  natural  water  courses  and  common 
sewers  within  the  said  district  and  to  fix  and  ascertain  the 
same  so  that  the  freeholders  shall  hereafter  know  with  cer* 
tainty  how  to  erect  their  buildings  and  enclose  their  grounds 
in  conformity  thereto,  and  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  cany  any 
common  sewer  through  the  ground  of  any  private  person  or 
body  politic,  the  damages  (if  any)  which  shall  or  may  accrue 
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to  the  owner  or  ownera  of  such  ground  shall  be  Mcertained 
by  two  indifferent  persons  mutually  to  be  cbosen  by  the  said 
Bnperrison  and  the  said  owner  or  owners  which  persons  not 
agreeing  shall  hare  power  to  choose  a  third  person  and  the 
snm  of  money  to  be  fixed  by  them  or  any  two  of  them  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  by  the  said  snperrisors  In  satis- 
faction of  the  said  damages  out  of  the  pnblic  moneys  in  their 
hands  and  thereupon  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  supervisors 
with  all  necessary  workmen,  tools,  implements,  carts,  carriages, 
and  horses  to  enter  upon  the  said  private  grounds  whonerer 
and  as  often  ss  it  shall  be  necessary,  to  make,  amend,  cleanse 
nnd  scour  such  water  coursec^  and  coiiini<m  sewers,  doinpr  uever- 
tholoss  littlo  dnmnfre  na  popsiblo  to  tlio  ndjoininp:  prounds 
nnd  always  puttino:  np  aTid  Ifavin'j  nil  onclosures  nnd  improve- 
ments thereon  in  as  g:ood  a  state  as  they  were  at  the  time  of 
their  cTitry  thereupon. 

fSection  VI.]  (Sfotion  VIT.  P.  I..)  And  be  it  fnrtlipr  enacted 
by  the  authority  afrnesaid,  That  the  said  supervisors  shall,  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  jjutters  and  water  courses 
in  the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys  within  the  said  district  are 
regolated,  cause  the  same  to  he  pitched  or  paved  with  brick  or 
stone,  as  the  case  may  require  and  plant  posts  to  defend  the 
same  from  being  injured  by  carriages  and  also  have  a  footway 
paved  four  feet  wide  with  brick  or  flat  stone  and  keep  an  exact 
account  of  the  cost8  and  charp^cs  arising  therefrom  and  demand 
and  receive  of  and  from  each  and  every  owner  of  the  lots  or 
grounds  opposite  to  which  such  gutters  or  water-courses  shall 
be  so  paved  and  ]>osted  the  full  amount  of  so  Tunrli  of  the 
expense  thereof  as  shall  be  proportionatf  to  the  number  of 
feet  front  of  i;ronnd  held  by  snch  owner  or  owners  respectively. 
Provided  always  u«'\ frthclcss.  I'lial  nil  nnd  cvei'v  owner  nnd 
owners  shall  have  the  luivilc^*^  of  iinving  ami  pitching  their 
own  fronts  as  aforesaid,  so  that  they  have  it  completed  within 
three  months  after  notice  given  for  tlmt  purpose  by  the  super- 
visors or  any  two  of  them  in  writing  under  their  handsw  And 
in  case  any  owner  or  owners  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
such  amount  for  one  month  after  such  footway  and  water 
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course  shall  be  paved  and  postud  opposite  to  his,  her  or  their 
ground,  it  shall  uud  iua>  be  lawful  for  the  said  supemsons  to 
recover  the  same  in  the  same  manner  and  form  a»  debts  under 
forty  shillings  are  by  law  lecoTerable. 

And  in  case  the  grounds  belong  to  minors  or  absent  persons 
then  the  same  shall  be  recovered  a^inst  any  person  or  persons 
having  the  care  of  such  grounds  belonging  to  said  minor  or 
absent  owner  and  the  receipts  of  the  said  supervisors  for  snch 
money  shall  be  good  vouchers  to  all  executors,  odn^nistrators, 
guardians,  trustees^  or  attorneys  in  fact  against  their  princi' 
pals. 

[Section  \  l.J  (Section  \U,  I*.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
wilfully  or  nialiciouKly  obKfnict  (»r  stop  np  any  jnibHc  water- 
course or  common  sewer  ulii  iuiy  made  ur  to  be  made  and  es- 
tablished within  the  said  distiict  and  shall  be  thereof  legally 
convicted  in  any  court  of  record  liavinj^  jurisdiction  within  the 
county  ol  I'liiladelidiia,  he,  slu?  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
sneU  ollense  au\  sum  to  be  tixed  and  assessed  by  such  court 
iiol  less  thuu  leu  nor  exceediui^  lifty  pounds  and  for  a  repetition 
of  the  offense  after  the  lirst  couvictiou  any  sum  not  le^  than 
twenty  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  which  sums  shall 
go  to  the  [saidj  supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this 
act  into  execution. 

And  in  order  to  defray  the  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of 
carrying  this  act  into  execution: 

[Section  VIL]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  Buper\'isors  and  the  assessors  of  the  said  district 
together  with  one  or  more  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  to  meet 
at  some  convenient  place  and  lay  and  assess  a  tax  on  the  in- 
habitauts  and  lauded  estate  within  the  said  district  in  the 
sauie  manner  and  at  the  same  time  with  the  road  tax  in  the 
act  to  wh!<'h  tliis  is  a  sui)]dement.  Provided  nevertheless, 
That  the  tax  to  be  laid  by  virtue  of  this  act  ahnU  not  exceed  two 
shillings  and  sixpence  on  everj'  hundred  pounds,  agreeably  to 
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the  county  rates,  without  any  exceptions  In  favor  of  mechanics, 
manufacturers  or  others. 

And  whereas  inconveniences  may  arise  from  the  elections  for 
regulators  and  supervisors  bein^  held  on  the  third  Saturday  in 
April  and  from  a  total  change  of  them  at  any  future  election 
which  may  be  prevented  by  an  alteration  in  the  time  of  elec- 
tion and  continuing  some  of  them  for  a  longer  time  than  one 
year: 

[Section  VTIT  ]  (Section  IX,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  further  en- 
artod  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  paS8> 
ing  of  this  act  the  election  for  choosin*;  repihitors  and  super- 
visors shall  be  lield  on  first  Saturday  in  January'  annually 
and  a<n*eeably  to  (he  directions  and  restrictions  contained  in 
the  net  to  wltirh  tliis  is  a  supj)l<^Tii*'i)t  and  that  at  tlif  oloctinn 
to  be  held  as  afin-psaid,  the  propc'r  iniiulHT  of  jhtsoiis  to  fill 
both  these  oflices  shall  be  balloteti  for  and  lie  or  llicv  coinixming 
one  equal  thinl  part  of  the  number  of  oflii  ors  for  both  these 
oflRces  respectively,  who  sliall  liavo  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  the  officers  for  three  years  thentv  m  xt  foll<»\ving 
and  he  or  them  composing  another  equal  third  part  of  the 
number  of  officers  of  both  those  offices  respectively  who  shall 
have  the  next  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  oifieers 
for  two  years  thence  next  following  and  he  or  they  composing 
another  equal  third  part  of  the  number  of  oifieers  for  both  these 
offices  respectively  who  shall  have  the  next  or  third  greatest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  officers  for  one  year  thence  next 
following;  and  that  at  the  election  which  shall  happen  as  afore* 
said  next  after  the  said  election  now  next  coming,  another 
number  of  persons  sufficient  to  supply  the  places  of  those  whose 
times  shall  expire  by  the  directions  aforesaid  shall  be  chosen 
and  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  so  (oties 
qnotios  in  every  yf^ar  to  supply  the  vacancies  which  shall  arise. 
Provided  always,  That  no  person  shall  be  excluded  from  the 
choice  of  tlie  people  on  account  of  his  having  filled  either  of  the 
said  offices  the  precedinix  term  of  three  years.  And  provided 
also,  that  [if]  at  the  now  next  election  two  or  more  per.sons 
shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the  same  offtte  the  term 
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for  which  each  of  thent  flball  serre  shall  be  detennined  by  lots 
to  be  drawn  by  the  inapecton  and  judges  of  the  election  im- 
mediately after  casting  np  the  votes.

tionH.  nnd  will  apply  tlit'  snnic  to  tbonses  ami  purposes  therein 
dirc(  lod  ;ind  to  no  (ttlier  usrs  oi-  pui-posos  whatsoever. 

fBcctioii  X.]  (Section  XT,  P.  L.)  And  ho  it  fiirthor  enacted  by 
thii  autlioiity  ;ifni('siiid.  Tlint  tlic  s;iid  supervisors  and  regula 
tors  shall  be  allowed  out  of  tlio  iiu>ii(>v><  arising  by  virtue  of  this 
act  the  sum  of  six  shillings  each  for  each  and  every  day  they 
shall  be  employed  in  attending  to  the  services  enjoined  by  this 
act  in  full  satisfaction  for  all  their  time,  trouble  and  expenses. 

[Section  XI.]  (Section  XII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  so  soon  as  the  services  by  this 
act  enjoined  are  so  performed  that  the  tax  hereby  authorised  to 
be  levied  and  collected  shall  be  no  longer  necessaiy  for  those 
purposes,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  supervisors  to 
continue  the  said  tax  and  to  apply  the  moneys  arinng  thereby 
to  the  pitching  and  paving  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  the 
lighting  and  watching  the  said  district  or  such  parts  thereof  as 
shall  most  immediately  require  to  be  lighted  and  watched  by 
night. 

[S.dion  XIT.]  (Section  XIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fuillipr  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  justices  of  the  dis- 
trict of  Soutliwnrlc  or  of  sucli  district  for  the  clcrtion  of  justices 
of  the  peace  whereof  the  district  of  Southwark  Bhall  be  a  part 
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or  any  one  of  them  taking  to  their  or  his  assistance  two  re- 
putable rreeholders  of  the  said  district,  shall  on  or  before  the 
first  Suturday  in  March  in  every  year  from  and  after  the  pass- 
ing of  thisacty  settle  the  accounte  of  the  supervisors  and  allow 
them  every  reasonable  charge,  a  fair  statement  of  which  ac- 
counts, shall  be  publislied  in  hand  bills,  in  three  or  more  of 
the  most  i)tiblir  places  in  the  district  aforesaid  (and  published 
in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  which  are  most  in  circulation 
in  the  said  district)  and  if  any  of  the  said  snpei*\'isors  shall  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  tseiile  their  accouuts  as  al'uresaid,  they  and 
each  of  them  refusing  uv  ncgU-t  ting  shall  forfeit  and  \K\y  the 
hum  of  twenty  pounds  over  and  above  the  balance  which  uxay 
be  found  in  his  or  their  hands,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  under 
ten  pounds  are  by  law  recoverable,  to  be  applied  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  this  act  into  execution. 

[Section  XIIL]  (Section  XXV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en-

going  up  the  eaid  river  and  alio  whereby  the  spawn,  fry  or 
brood  of  fish  have  been  destroyed  or  spoiled: 

Whereforei  for  remedying  such  mischiefs  and  for  the  more 
easy  and  effectual  recovery  of  fines  and  forfeitures  in  this  act 
mentioned. 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  br  the  Representattves  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assemhly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same.  That  if  any  r>  n  i  p  rsons  what- 
soever from  and  aftei*  thtf  pas-sinj^  of  this  acL  bh  ill  iine  or  jjrac- 
tice  any  of  the  means  specitied  in  the  said  act  to  whiih  this  is 
a  supplement  to  obstruct  the  saul  lish  from  going  up  the  said 
river  or  destroy  or  spoil  any  spawn,  fry  or  brood  of  fish,  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  or  shall,  by  using  any  sweep  net,  draw  net, 
draught  net,  cast  net,  stalker,  sturchel  or  shove  net  or  neta  of 
any  other  name  or  description,  or  who  shall  use  any  seine  or 
seines  (except  for  taking  of  shad  in  due  season)  in  the  said  river 
Delow  the  mouth  of  Uuddy  creek,  for  the  taking  of  fish,  every 
povon  so  offending  being  thoreof  legally  convicted  by  the  oath 
or  afiirmation  of  one  or  more  witnesses  or  by  his  or  her  own  con- 
fession before  any  justices  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds  lawful  money  of  this

tiath  been  frequently  called  upon  to  support  the  laws  of  the

CHAPTER  MOCCLXXX. 


AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  REUGIOUS  SOCIETY 
OF  GERMAN  ROMAN  CATUOUCS  OF  THE  CUURCU  CALLED  THB 
HOLY  TRINITY  IN  THE  CITY  OF  PUILADBLPHIA. 

(Section  I|  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  members  of  the  Oerman  r^ig- 
ons  society  of  Roman  CatboUes  b^onging  to  the  church  called 
the  Holy  Trinity  and  residing  within  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  Ticinity  thereof  have  represented  that  they  have  at  a 
considerable  expense^  purchased  a  lot  of  ground  at  the  north- 
west comer  of  Spruce  and  Sixth  streets  in  the  said  city,  and 
nearly  completed  a  house  or  church  for  the  public  worship  of 
Alodghty  Qo6f  called  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  have  prayed  to 
be  incorporated  and  1^  law  enabled  to  recdve  such  donations 
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anfl  bequests  as  haro  or  lioreafter  may  be  made  to  their  said 
i^opi.'ty  as  well  as  to  riKHinfre  the  temporalities  of  their  said 
church  as  other  relitiinis  societies  within  this  commonwealth 
may  or  can  do,  and  it  being  just  and  reasonable  as  well  as 
conformable  to  the  spirit  of  the  constitution  that  the  prayer 
of  their  petition  be  granted: 
Therefore: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  B«  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Representativea  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  In  General  Aaaembly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  German  snbscrlbers  and 
others  being  or  who  shall  hereafter  become  members  of  the 
aald  religions  society  of  German  Itoman  Catholics  now  or  here- 
after worshipping  at  the  said  chnrch  called  the  Holy  Trinity, 
are  and  from  and  immediately  after  the  passing  of  this  act 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  erected  into  and  declared  to  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  la  w,  by  the  name, 
b\x\o  and  title  of  "The  Trustees  of  tlie  rt(^rnian  Religious  society 
of  Roman  Catholics  of  the  Holy  Trinity  Chnrch  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,"  and  that  they  the  said  trustees  and  their  suc- 
cessors to  be  elect (\d  as  hereinafter  mentioned  by  the  name 
aforesaid  shall  have  peri>etual  succession  and  shall  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  to  purchase,  take,  have,  hold,  receive  and  enjoy 
to  them  and  tlieir  successors  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  lesser 
estate,  .my  lands,   tenements,  rents,  hereditniiieuts  or  rejil 
estate,  whose  yearly  valne  in  tiie  whole  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  live  hundred  pounds,  by  «4raut,  gift,  bargain  and  sale, 
will,  devise  or  otherwise  and  also  to  purchase,  take,  hold,  pos- 
sess and  enjoy  any  moneys,  goods,  chattels  or  personal  [estate] 
whatsoever,  by  gift,  grant,  will  legacy  or  beqneat  and  the  same 
lands^  tenements^  rents,  hereditaments  and  real  and  person 
estate  excepting  always  the  said  chnrch  called  the  Holy  Trinity 
and  the  lot  of  ground  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging  or 
therewith  now  used  or  occupied,  to  g^ve,  grant,  dem/ise  or  other' 
wise  dispose  of  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  for  the  use  of  the 
said  religious  society  and  also  that  the  said  trustees  by  the 
name  aforesaid  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be 
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sued*  implead  and  be  impleaded^  answer  and  be  answered  unto^ 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  suits  or  actions,  and  in  all  or 
any  of  the  courts  or  jnrisdletiona  whatsoever.  And  that  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  by  the  name  afore* 
said,  to  derise,  make,  have  and  nse  one  common  seal,  to  auth' 
enticate  nil  and  every  theact%  deeds  and  instruments  touching 
their  business  and  the  same  at  pleasure  to  break,  alter  and 
renew  and  generallj'  that  the  said  trustees  by  the  name  afore- 
said shall  have,  hold  and  enjoy  all  and  singular  the  rights, 
pri vilc'iies,  liberties  and  fmuchises  incident  and  belonging  to 
a  private  and  religious  corporation  and  body  politic  as  fully 
and  elTectnnlly  as  any  otlier  private  or  religious  corporation  or 
body  politic  within  tliis  state  has  right  to  have,  hold  and  enjoy 
the  same. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  first  trustees  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  and  consist  of  the  following  persons,  via., 
the  eldest  pastor  of  the  said  church  for  the  time  belngj  George 
Ernest  Lechler,  Senior,  James  Oellers,  Ohristopher  Shorty, 
Senior,  Henry  Home,  Adam  Premir,  Anthony  Hooky,  Jacob 
Threin  and  CSiarles  Bauman,  all  members  of  said  corporation 
and  subscribers  towards  the  building  of  said  [church]. 

And  the  future  trustees  of  the  said  ciwporation  shall  be  and 
consist  of  the  eldest  pastor  of  the  said  church  for  the  time 
being,  duly  appointed,  and  of  eight  lay  members  of  the  con- 
grogatioi^  worshipping  in  and  contributors  to  the  said  church 
to  be  appointed  and  elected  in  the  manner  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

[Section  III,]  (Section  IV,  T.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  afoiei>;u(l,  That  ail  and  every  the  members  of 
the  said  church  having  siibscTibed  to  the  building  of  the  same 
or  who  shall  hereafter  contribute  any  sum  of  money  not  less 
than  ten  slii Dings  annually,  towards  the  support  of  the  said 
church,  shall  meet  on  Monday  immediately  after  Whit-Sunday 
which  will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety  and  so  on  in  every  year  forever  thereafter  at 
such  place  in  the  said  city  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said 
trustees,  whereof  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  said  church  at 
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the  beginning  of  Diyine  Wonbip  on  Whit'Bnnday  in  tbe  moTn< 
ing  and  then  and  there  riiall  chooM  by  ballot  tlie  said  eight 
lay  tniBteea  in  manner  aforeeaid  by  a  majoiity  of  those  mem- 
bers qualified  to  Tote  as  aforesaid  who  shall  so  meet  between 
the  honrs  of  one  and  three  of  the  doclc  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  such  day  and  the  [trustees  so  chosen  shall  be  and  con- 
tinue] trustees  of  the  said  cori)oration  until  the  next  election 
and  on  tlie  .Suiulav  next  after  everv  such  election  the  trunfees 
so  elected  ^hall  bepublisheil  in  the  s^iid  church  and  their  n  uiir  s 
entered  in  the  books  of  the  siiid  ccirporation  for  that  purpose 
to  be  kept  and  the  said  ehlcst  pastor  for  the  time  being  no 
appointed  and  members  so  chosen  trustees  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  and  continue  trustees  of  the  said  corporation  tmtil  the 
close  of  the  next  election  at  which  time  and  place  they  shall  be

for  the  time  being  as  well  as  the  other  trustees. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  all  and  every  the  person  and 
persons  in  whom  any  estate  real  or  personal  whatsooTer  is 
or  sliall  be  at  the  time  of  passing  this  act,  Tested  for  the  use  of 
the  r^;nlar  members  of  the  said  congregation  of  German 
Boman  Catholics  hereafter  worshipping  at  the  said  church 
called  the  Uoly  Trinity  of  or  for  any  estate  or  interest  whatso- 
ever, shall  and  tliey  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  upon  the 
reasonable  re(iuests  and  prei»er  costs  and  charges  of  the  said 
trustees  by  <^ood  and  suHicient  conveyances  and  assurances  in 
the  law  to  convey  and  assure,  assign,  transfer  and  set  over  to 
the  said  trustees  by  the  name  aforesaid  and  to  their  successsors 
and  assigns  forever,  all  and  every  the  messunyes,  lots,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  here<litanieuts  and  estate,  real  and  personal 
whatsoever,  whereof  he  or  they  are  or  shall  be  seized  or  pos- 
sessed as  aforesaid,  to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said 
trustees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  and  for  the  use  of 
the  society  of  Q«rnian  Roman  Catholics,  now  or  hereafter  wor* 
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shippingr  at  the  eaid  Chuicli  called  the  Holy  Trinity,  torever. 
Provided  nevertheleas,  That  nothing  in  tbia  act  shall  extend 
to  any  property  wbatsoeyer  which  now  belongs  to  the  con- 
gregatlon  of  the  religions  society  of  Roman  Catholics  worobip- 
ping  in  the  chnreh  of  Saint  Mary's  or  of  the  clerfrympn  officiat- 
ing in  the  said  church  of  Saint  Jfary's.  And  provided,  That 
nothing  in  thi»  act  chall  extend  to  the  lot  of  <:a^nnd  bought  of 
James  Eddy  and  now  used  as  a  burial  ground  for  the  Germans. 

[Section  Y.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fnrtlirr  onarted 
by  the  aiithnrifv  nforofsaid,  That  it  shnll  ainl  may  ho  lawful  to 
and  for  the  said  trustees  and  tlieir  suiM  ossors  from  time  to  time 
as  occasion  shall  require  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of 
transactin*r  the  bnsinef!^  of  the  society  under  their  care,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  which  meetings  due  notice  shall  be  given 
to  all  the  said  trustees  at  least  one  day  before,  at  which  meet- 
ing the  eldest  pastor  aforesaid  being  present  shall  be  president 
and  if  five  of  the  said  trustees  shall  attend  they  shall  form  a 
qnomm  or  hoard  and  shall  have  power  by  a  majority  of  votes 
present  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  rales^  orders  and 
regulations  for  the  management  of  the  temporal  bnsinesB>  the 
government  of  their  schools  and  disposing  of  the  estate  of  the 
said  corporatioui  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper.  Provided,  That 
snch  rules,  orders  and  regulations  shall  be  reasonable  in  them- 
selves and  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
state.  And  provided  also,  Tliat  in  the  disposal  or  alienation  of 
the  estate  of  the  said  congregation  and  corporation  the  consent 
and  concurrence  of  the  major  part  of  the  regular  members  of 
the  said  church  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid  shall  be  first 
had  and  obtained.

(fSection  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  complamts  have  been  nuule  that 
the  coUectais  of  militia  finea  incnmd  under  the  former  systems 
frequenlly  abuse  the  power  given  tliem  of  proceeding  against 
delinquents  by  distress^  whereby  property  far  beyond  the  sums 
•  due  iSy  by  bad  or  collusive  sales,  lost  to  the  owners,  as  much  to 
the  disreputation  of  government  as  it  is  to  the  injury  of  in- 
dividuals, and  as  the  strict  exaction  of  fines  long  accumulating 
may  in  many  cases  prove  hi«^hly  oppressive  and  {jjievous,  it

table  School  of  Philadelphia  iu  the  province  of  Pennsylvania," 
which  corporation  at  the  time  of  passing  the  act  herein  after 
mentioiied  wm  seized,  posscflsed  of  and  entitled  unto  many 
rights  and  franchisee  and  divera  estates,  real,  personal  and 
mixed  and  by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  was  en* 
titled  to  the  public  protection  and  encouragement  in  the  en* 
joyment  and  free  use  and  exercise  thereof  in  confonni^  to  the 
original  design,  will  and  Intention  of  the  founders^  donors  and 
benefactors  of  the  said  seminary  of  learning  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  it  could  of  right  have  held»  occupied  and  enjoyed  the 
same  under  the  former  laws  and  constitution  of  this  state: 

And  whereas  by  the  ssid  hereinafter  mentioned  act  which 
was  passed  on  the  said  twenty-seventh  day  of  November  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine  the  said  trustees  and  corporation  and  also  the  provost, 
vice-provost,  profetasors  and  all  other  masters,  teachers,  min- 
istoT-s  and  officers  of  the  said  college,  academy  and  charitable 
school  were  without  trial  by  jury,  legal  process  or  proof  of 
misuser  or  forfeiture,  deprive<l  of  their  said  chartei's,  fran- 
chisKi'S  and  estates  and  tlie  sjiid  board  of  trustees  and  faculty 
were  declan^d  to  be  dis'-'o]ve<l  and  vacated  and  the  superin- 
tendence and  trust,  together  with  all  and  singular  the  power??, 
authorities  luid  estates,  real,  pei-sonal  and  mixetl  of  tlie  said 
college,  academy  and  charitable  school  were  by  the  said  act 
declared  to  pass  to,  devcdve  upon,  and  be  vested  in  a  new  cor- 
poration or  body  }>olitic  tbei-eby  created  and  established  by 
the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  state  of  Pennsylvanlay"  to  have^  hold,  use,  exercise  and  en- 
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joy  all  the  powers,  autboritieft  and  advantagea  of  the  estates, 
tights,  claims  and  demands  of  the  trustees  heretofore  ap- 
pointed  by  or  in  pursuance  of  the  charters  of  the  said  (an* 
cient)  corporation  or  either  of  them:  all  which  is  repngnanl 
to  justice,  a  violation  of  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth 
and  dangerous  in  its  precedent  to  all  incorporated  bodies  and 
to  the  rights  and  franchises  thereof. 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  I*)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  I'>eomen 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  iu  General  Assembly 
met  and  bv  the  authority  of  t!»e  same.  That  so  much  and  all 
such  parts  uf  an  art  of  general  assembly  of  this  connuouwealth 
passeil  on  the  said  tweuty-seventh  day  of  November  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  tlujusand  seven  handled  and  seventy- 
nine  entitlefl.  "An  net  to  Loulirm  (lie  estates  and  interests  of 
the  college,  academy  and  eharitablf  school  of  the  city  of  I'hil- 
adelpliia  and  to  amend  and  alter  the  charters  thei*eof  con- 
formably to  the  revolution  and  to  the  constitution  and  govern- 
ment of  this  commonwealth  and  to  erect  the  same  into  an  uni* 
yersity,'"  as  touch  or  in  anywise  concern  or  relate  to  the  said 
ancient  corporation  which  was  styled  and  known  by  the  said 
name  and  title  of  ''The  Trustees  of  the  College,  Academy  and 
Oharitable  School  of  Philadelphia  in  the  province  of  Pennsyl* 
Tania,*'  or  the  said  charters  thereof  or  either  of  them  or  as 
touch  or  in  anywise  concern  or  relate  to  the  fonner  lights, 
fhinchisee,  immunities  or  estates,  real,  personal  or  mixed 
thereof  or  as  tend  to  disqualify  or  disable  the  said  trustees  to 
act  as  a  body  politic  under  the  charters  aforesaid  or  to  dis- 
qualify, deprive  or  disable  the  body  and  faculty  of  the  collej^e 
and  academy  known  and  distinguished  in  the  charter  dated 
the  fourteenth  day  of  May  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-five  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Provost,  Vice- 
Provost  and  Professors  of  the  follege  and  Academy  of  Phila- 
delpliia  in  tlir*  Province  of  Peoni^yh  DTiia."  or  any  of  them, 
from  carryiijg  on  the  desi-n  jnnl  jmrpusi's  of  the  t>aid  college, 
academy  and  charitable  school  or  to  disfranchise  or  deprive 
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them  or  any  of  them  of  any  pfriTilegcii  immnnitieft  or  estates 
whatsoerer  op  of  any  part  or  parcel  thereof  or  as  Tests  the 
same  or  purports  and  intends  to  vest  the  same  or  any  pait  or 
parts  thereof  in  "The  Trastees  of  the  UniTorsity  [of  the  State  j 

of  Pennsylvania,"  shall  be  and  the  same  and  every  such  part 
and  parts  thereof  is  and  hereby  are  repealed  and  made  null 

and  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatsoever. 

[Section  TT.]  (Section  HI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  tlip  ntnTiority  nforosnid,  TTmt  tlio  tnistoos  of  the  colVfre, 
nondoniy  nrul  clinritiible  school  nforesnid  wlio  were  deprived 
and  disnbl(Hl  or  intondf'd  so  to  bo  by  nrid  in  pursuanro  of  tlio 
said  art  and  tlio  survivors  of  tliein  and  tboir  sncccfsors  by  the 
name,  style  and  tiflo  of  "Tlio  Trustees  of  theOdlege,  Academy 
and  Charitable  school  of  Philadelphia  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pi-nnsyl vania/'  and  the  ])rovost,  vice-provost  and  professors, 
who,  as  a  faculty,  were  deprived  and  disabled  or  iuteudeil  so 
to  be  by  and  in  pursuance  of  the  said  act,  and  the  survivors 
of  them  and  thdr  snccessors  by  the  name  and  style  of  *^e 
Prorost,  Yice-ProTOSt  and  Professors  of  the  College  and 
Aeadmy  of  Philadelphia  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn^yl* 
vania/'  shall  be  reinstated  and  restored  and  they  and  each  of 
them  are  hereby  rdnstated  and  restored  to  all  and  singnlar 
the  rif^lits,  franchises^  emoluments^  offices,  trusts  and  estates^ 
real,  personal  and  mixed  which  they  and  each  of  them  had 
held  and  enjoyed  or  ought  or  conld  of  right  have  had,  held  and 
enjoyed  or  were  entitled  unto  according  to  the  said  charters 
and  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  state  on  the  said  twenty* 
seventh  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  our  Ivord  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine  and  they  and  each  of 
them  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  ask,  demand,  sue  for

of  youth  and  therefore  no  accannt  thall  be  rendered  theroof 
and  excepting  also  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  have  boon 
paid  in  discharge  of  the  just  debts,  contracts  and  onffaproments 
of  tlioin  the  tmstees  of  the  said  cnllp[r<^.  aoadoiuy  and  char- 
itable Bchool,  entered  into  and  subsistinj^  on  and  before  the 
said  twenty  sf^vcnth  dav  of  November  in  the  vear  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-uiue  and  excepting 
also  such  bonds.  iiiortixaf;es  and  of  her  specialties  of  the  former 
estate  of  the  said  last  mentioned  trustees  as  have  been  trans- 
ferred, cancelled  or  discharj^ed  by  them,  the  trustees  of  the  uni- 
versity for  the  value  of  which  only  (without  any  account  of 
the  interest  actually  received)  they  shall  be  accountable  to 
the  tmsteea  of  the  said  college,  academy  and  charitable 
[school]  and  excepting  lastly  certain  lota  of  ground  in  the 
town  of  Korris  and  connty  of  Montgomery  which  were  ^ven 
for  the  public  oae  and  service  of  the  said  county,  and  certain 
other  Iota  which  have  been  contracted  for,  sold  and  conveyed 
by  the  said  tniatees  of  the  nniverslty  for  the  pnrpooe  of  build- 
ing and  improving  in  the  said  town,  for  the  value  of  which 
lots  only,  as  they  were  contracted  for,  sold  and  payment  re- 
ceived by  the  said  trustees,  they  shall  be  liable  and  account- 
able to  the  trustees  of  the  said  college,  academy  and  charitable 
school  and  the  said  lots  and  every  of  them  shall  be  and  hereby 
are,  confirmed  to  the  several  purchasers  thereof  on  the  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money  and  arrears  thereof  yet  due  to 
the  trustees  of  the  said  follep:e,  academy  and  charitable 
[school]  in  the  same  manner  as  such  iiurchase  money  and 
arrears  thereof  yet  due  ouj^ht  to  have  been  paid  to  the  trustees 
of  the  said  university  accordinjr  to  tlie  several  contracts  for 
the  sale  and  conveyance  of  tlie  .siiid  lots,  duly  and  bona  fide 
made  by  them  before  the  tliird  day  of  February  last. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  trustees  of  tlie  said  col- 
lege, academy  and  charitable  school  and  their  successors  by 
the  name,  style  and  title  of  ''The  Trustees  of  the  College,  Acad- 
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emy  and  Charitable  school  of  Philadelphia  lA  the  Gommon- 
wealtb  of  Pennsylaiiia/'  and  the  proTOst,  vice-proyoat  and  pro- 
fessors of  the  said  college  and  academy  and  their  successors 

by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Provost,  Vice  Provost  and  Pro- 
fessors of  the  College  and  Academy  of  Philadelphia  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,"  shall  respectively  be  en- 
titled to  and  shall  have  and  pursue  the  like  speedy,  summary 
and  effectual  means  and  remedies  for  rej^aininp;  and  reinstat- 
ing themsehf"^  in  nnd  for  having  and  possei^sinir  tlieiiisel ves 
of  all  and  8iimiil;n'  the  rifrhts,  franchises,  oftices,  trusts  ;in(I 
ininiuuities  auti  estatw,  real,  personal  and  mixed  to  which 
thej'  or  eitlier  or  any  of  tlieni  are  in  and  hv  tliis  act  restored 
or  wliicli  is  liereby  vested  in  theiu  or  eitlier  or  any  of  them,  to- 
gether with  all  books,  pnjxMs  and  writings,  touching  or  con- 
cerning the  same  or  any  part  thercDf  an  were  given  or  men- 
tioned and  intended  to  be  given  in  and  by  the  said  in  part  re- 
cited act  and  also  in  and  by  any  other  act  or  acts  of  general 
assembly  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  trustees  of  the  nni- 
Tersity  therein  mentioned  or  which  they  could  thereby  have 
or  pursue,  for  acquiring  or  possessing  themselves  of  all  or  any 
part  or  parts  of  the  estate  or  estates,  real,  personal  or  mixed, 
rights,  franchises,  offices,  trusts  or  immunities  in  and  by  the 
said  in  part  recited  act  transferred  to  op  vested  in  them,  the 
said  trustees  of  the  university  aforesaid,  or  of  any  books, 
papers,  or  writings  relating  thereto;  and  all  and  every  person 
and  persons  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  govern  and 
dnneaa  themsrives  acrordingly  under  the  like  pains  and 

penalties  as  are  in  and  by  the  said  acts  mentioned.

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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THB  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  intention  of  civil  government 
is  to  provide  for  the  order,  safety  and  happiness  of  the  i>e«i)le 
and  where  the  ponepnl  Rvstcms  and  ref^ulations  tluTcof  are 
found  to  be  inelTectual  it  18  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  rem- 
edy the*  defect h: 

And  whereas  the  adniinistftttion  of  government  within  the 
city  of  lMiiladeli>hia  is  iu  its  {treseiit  form  inadequate  to  the 
suppressiDii  (►f  vice  and  innuoralit y,  to  tlie  ad . aun  niciii  of 
the  public  health  and  oiiler  and  to  the  proiuotion  of  trade,  in- 
dustry and  happinesfl  and  in  OTder  to  provide  against  the 
[evils]  occasioned  theceby  it  is  necessajrjrto  invest  the  Inliab- 
itants  thereof  with  more  speedy,  vigorous  and  effeetive  pow- 
ers of  government  than  are  at  present  established: 

[Section  L]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Hei»esentaties  of  the  Freemen 
of  the  Oonmumwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  general  aseembiy 
met  and  by  the  antboiity  of  the  same.  That  the  inhabitants 
of  the  city  of  Philaddphia  as  the  same  extends  and  is  laid  out 
between  the  rivers  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  be  and  th^  and 
their  successors  forever  are  hereby  constituted  a  eorporatioii 
and  body  politic  in  fact  and  iu  law  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia,"  and  by 
the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  they  and 
their  successKjrs  shall  at  all  times  forever  be  able  ajid  capable 
in  law  to  have,  purchase,  take,  receive,  ponsesM  and  enjoy  lauds, 
tenements  ihhI  )iere<litiuueut8,  liberties,  franchises  and  juris- 
dictions, ^o(xls,  chali'  lH  and  effects  to  them  and  their  succes- 
sors forever  or  for  any  other  or  lej^s  estate  and  the  same  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  to 
grant,  bargain,  sell,  alien  and  convey,  mortgage,  pledge, 
13— xm  » 
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charge  and  eucumber  or  demise  and  dispose  of  at  their 
will  and  pleasure. 

[Section  II.]  (Bection  III,  F.  L.)  And  be  it  fni-ther  enacted 
by  the  anthori ty  aforesaid,  That  tbe  said  corporation  by  tho 
name  and  style  aforesaid  are  and  forever  slinll  be  able  and 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits, 
COmpIauts,  pleas,  causes  and  matters  whatsoever,  and  to  do 
and  execute  all  and  ginj?ular  other  matters  and  thinfja  that  ti> 
them  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law  and  in  fact  shall 
and  may  appertain,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  and  use 
one  c(Mnmon  seal  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  shall  and 
may  at  their  ivill  and  pleasure,  change  and  alter,  delkce  and 
make  anew.

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  freemen  of  the  said  city  who  are  or  shall  be  qualified 
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af^reeably  to  tlio  laws  and  constitution  of  this  commonwealtb 
to  vote  for  members  to  servo  in  the  said  general  assembly,  to 
meet  to{?ether  at  the  place  aforesaid  between  tbe  bOQia  of  ten 
and  tw  elve  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  on  tlie  second  Tneaday 
in  April  next  and  on  the  aeeond  Tneoday  in  April  which  will

That  the  first  and  all  fnture  and 
other  election  and  elections,  whether  of  aldermen  or  of  com- 
mon coiincilmen,  to  ho  hnd  nnd  hold  in  })nrsuanoe  of  this  act

[Section  TI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  K)  And  be  It  fnrther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  elections  to  be  had  and 
hold  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
(except  as  to  the  qualifications  of  the  voters  for  or  electors  of 
aldermen  and  the  number  of  persons  to  be  voted  for,  elected 
and  chosen  to  serve  as  aldermen  and  common  conncllmen  and 
except  that  the  [votes  or]  tickets  to  be  given  in  may  be  either 
written  or  printed  and  except  also  as  in  and  by  this  act  is 
otherwise  directed)  in  the  same  and  like  manner  as  in  and  by

(Section  X,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  tbe  authority  aforesaid,  That  each  and  every  alderman  ivho 
shall  be  elected,  chosen  and  returned  In  manner  aforesaid 
and  whose  election  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  approved  of,  shall 
before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office  take  a 
solemn  oath  or  affirmation  before  his  excellency  the  presi- 
dent or  the  Tlce-president  in  council  "well  and  faithfully  to 
execute  the  office  of  alderman  of  the  said  dty,"  and  shall 
thereupon  without  any  further  or  other  commlsdon  be  an 
alderman  of  the  said  city  until  the  next  ji^neral  election  of 
aldermen  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  this  act 
and  shall,  during  the  time  aforesaid  be  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdictions  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for 
the  said  city  and  with  such  other  ]>owers  and  jurisdictions  as 
in  and  by  this  net  are  piven  to  any  alderman. 

fScf'tion  X.]  (Section  XI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fnrtlier  emrtod 
by  the  authority  afmesafd.  That  the  said  ronimon  eouneilmen 
elect  or  thirty  persons  havinir  the  hij^hcst  number  of  votes  for 
the  office  of  common  councilmen  shall  meet  (o^^'ther  at  the 
state  house  in  tlie  said  city  between  the  bourn  of  ten  and 

twelve  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  on  the  Friday  [next]  fol- 
lowing each  and  every  election  of  common  councilmen  to  be 
held  in  pursuance  of  this  act  and  shall  then  and  there  receive 
the  said  returns  of  common  councilmen  elect  and  shall  forth- 
with proceed  to  examine  the  same  and  to  judfce  and  determiu'* 
thereon,  and  for  that  purpose  and  to  the  [end  and]  intent  that 
this  act  or  the  provisions  herein  contained  may  not  be  ineffec- 
tual, the  said  common  councilmen  who  shall  be  elected  and 
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returned  us  aforesaid  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  judfjes 
of  llieir  own  elections  and  shall  have  full  power  and  autliurity 
to  approve  thereof  or  to  set  aside  the  same  and  to  ordi  r  uew 
elections  as  the  law  may  require  to  be  held  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  directed  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them 
apiK>intedy  of  which  they  shall  give  at  least  six  days'  pieTioua 
notice  in  three  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  Jn 
the  said  city. 

[Section  XL]  (Section  XII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  each  and  every  common  coun- 
dlman  who  shall  be  elected,  chosen  and  retnmed  as  afbresaid 
and  whose  Section  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  approved  of  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  execution  of  his  office,  take  a  solemn 
oath  or  affirmation  before  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  for  the 
time  being  ^^ell  and  fathf ully  to  execute  the  office  of  a  c<mi* 
men  councilman  of  the  said  city,"  and  shall  thereupon  without 
any  further  or  other  commission  enter  upon  the  duties  thereof 
nnd  slinll  hold  and  exercise  the  same  until  the  next  general 
election  of  common  cooncilmen  to  be  held  in  pursuance  of  this 
act.  _ 

[Section  XII J  (Section  XIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furtlier  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city  or  a  majority  of  them 
to  elect  and  choose  by  baUoi  every  year  or  oftener  if  a  vacancy 
shall  happen  by  death,  resigaation,  removal  from  office  or 
from  the  city,  one  of  their  own  number  who  shall  be  mayor  of 
the  said  city  for  the  ensuing  year  if  the  time  for  -  wliich  he 
shall  have  been  elected  and  chosen  as  alderman  shall  so  long 
continue,  and  the  said  mayor  [elect]  shall  be  presented  to  his 
^cellenqr  the  president  or  the  vice>president  in  council,  and 
shall  then  and  there  take  a  solemn  oath  or  alBrmatilon  ^'well 
and  faithfully  to  execute  the  oflce  of  mayor  of  the  said  dty,*' 
and  shall  thereupon  enter  upon  and  perform  the  duties  of  the 
said  office  without  any  further  or  other  commission. 

[Section  XIU.]  (Section  XIV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law* 
ful  for  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  or  a  majori^  of  them  to 
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elect  and  choose  by  ballot  out  of  the  freemen  and  inhabitants 

of  the  said  city  a  recorder  of  tlio  Jiaid  city  who  shall  liold  the 
gaid  office  and  bo  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  jurisdictions 
thereijf  and  with  all  the  powei-s  and  jurifsdictions  of  a  justice 
of  the  peace  within  the  said  city  for  the  term  of  seven  years 
and  the  same  office  of  recorder  shall  be  hlled  and  sujiplied  in 
manner  aforesaid  as  often  as  a  vacancy  shall  happen  therein  in 
manner  aforesaid  and  the  sidd  recorder  or  person  who  shall 
be  so  as  aforesaid  chosen  for  that  purpose  shall,  before  he  en- 
ters npon  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  or  upon  any  othor  duty 
in  pniwianee  of  tliis  act,  take  a  solemn  oath  or  affirmation 
before  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  for  the  time  being  ''well  and 
faithfully  to  execute  and  perform  the  office  of  recorder  of  the 
said  city,"  and  shall  thereupon  enter  upon  the  duties  thereof 
without  any  further  or  other  commission,  Provided  nererthe- 
lesa,  That  each  and  every  mayor,  recorder  or  alderman  who 
shall  be  elected,  chosen  or  appointed  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
and  who  shall  misdemean  himself  in  ofTlce  shall  be  liable  to 
be  impeached  by  the  jjeneral  assembly  before  the  president 
or  vice  president  and  council  and  shall  be  removable  for  mis- 
conduct in  office  by  the  said  general  aj?senibly. 

And  in  order  that  the  said  common  council  men  may  at  all 
times  consist  of  those  who  are  not  tmly  able  and  capable  to 
perform  the  duties  thereof  but  of  such  as  shall  be  mindful 
of  and  attentive  to  the  said  duties  uud  in  order  also  to  avoid 
an  entire  dependence  which  might  not  be  poUticallj  just  and 
expedient  of  any  such  common  councilman  ^ther  on  the  body 
of  which  he  may  be  a  member  or  on  that  of  the  aldermen: 

[Section  XIV.]  (Section  XV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  common  councilman 
shall  misb^ave  himself  in  his  said  office  or  shall  fail  or  ne- 
glect well  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  thereof,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawfttl  for  the  mayor  or  recwder,  aldermen 
and  common  councilmen  or  a  majority  of  the  aldermen  and 
also  of  the  common  councilmen  if  the  said  mayor  or  recorder 
and  two-thirds  of  the  aldermen  and  also  two-thirds  of  the  com- 
mon  councilmen  who  shall  be  present  shall  agree  thereto  on 
the  petition  and  complaint  in  writing  of  twenty-four  free-

holders  of  the  said  city  and  of  twenty-four  fireemen  of  the  said 
city  who  shall  not  be  freeholdera  bnt  who  shall  neTertheless 
be  qualified  in  manner  aforesaid  to  vote  for  common  coundl- 
men^  to  remove  in  a  summary  way  any  such  common  council* 
man  from  his  s«iid  office,  Provided  nevertlieless,  That  the  said 
petition  and  complaint  in  writiufj  sliall  fullv  and  minutely 
state  nil  the  causes  assigned  for  such  removal  and  no  other 
caus('  whatever  shall  be  assigned,  heard  or  inqnired  into,  And 
provided  also,  That  a  <'opy  of  the  said  petition  and  couiplaiut 
with  a  notice  of  tlie  time  and  ]ilai  e  appf»inted  for  heartnj;  and 
inqiiirintr  into  the  same  shall  1m'  serscd  on  such  cotnniou  coun- 
cilniaii  at  least  ten  days  before  any  such  hearing  or  inquiring 
shall  take  place. 

[Section  XV.]  (Section  XVI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  mayor,  recorder, 
aldermen  and  common  councilmen  in  common  council  as- 
sembled shall  hare  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
constitute  and  establish  such  and  so  many  laws,  ordinances,

[Section  XVI.]  (Section  XVTT.  P.  L.)  Tt  is  hei-ehy  further 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Tliat  surh  and  so  many 
of  them  as  sliall  not  be  publi.'^hed  in  two  or  more  of  tlie  public 
newspai>erH  published  In  the  said  city  within  ten  days  from 
and  after  their  being  severally  passed,  ordained  and  estab- 
lished and  aim  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  master  of  the  rolls 
who  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  for  recording  thereof  at  the 
same  rate  as  is  allowed  for  recording  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth within  thirty  days  from  and  after  their  being  so  as 
aforesaid  passed,  ordained  and  established,  shall  be  null  and 
void:

It  is  further  euacted 
and  d(  (  bin  d  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  before  any  of 
tlio  said  laws,  ordiiia ii(<'s,  rpfnilatioTis  or  constitutions  shall 
bf  so  as  aforesaid  recordetl,  the  publications  thereof  respect- 
ively, with  the  times  thereof,  shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  op 
solemn  afflrmatios  of  some  credible  person  which  said  oath 
or  elBnnation  shall  be  recorded  therewith  and  at  all  times  be 
dce»ied  and  laken  as  sufBcient  evidence  of  the  time  of  such 
publication. 

[Section  XYIIL]  (Section  XIX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and 
aldermen  of  the  said  eitj  for  the  time  being  shall  sererally 
and  respeetiyely  haye  all  the  jurisdictions,  powers  and  author- 
ities of  justices  of  the  peace  and  justices  of  oyer  and  terminer 
and  ?onl  r1e]iver>-  of  and  for  the  said  city  and  shall  act  therein 
arcordinfrly,  jointly  or  seTerallj,  as  fully  and  amply  as  any 
justice  or  justices  of  the  i>eace  or  of  oyer  and  terminer  or  p^oal 
delivery,  of  or  for  any  county  within  this  commonwealth  may 
or  can  do.  in  or  for  such  county. 

P.  L.)  And  be  it  fiirlher  en- 
acted by  the  antliority  aftjresaid,  Tliat  tlie  nnu\  mayor,  rernrd- 
er  and  aldermen  or  any  four  or  tnoi'e  of  them  (whereof  the 
voi-  or  recorder  for  the  time  beinir  shall  be  one)  shall  have 
full  [K>wer  and  authority  and  they  are  herebv  \(>sfed  with 
full  power  and  authority  to  inquire  of.  hear,  try  and  determine,

ordinances,  regnlatioiia  or  constitatlona  tliat  ahall  be  made, 
ordained  or  established  in  pnrsnance  of  this  act  and  to  punieb 
the  offender  and  offenders  as  by  the  said  laws>  ordinances,  leg* 
Illations  or  constitutions  shall  be  prescribed  or  directed  and 
also  to  impose  fines  on  jurymen  and  others  according  to  law 
and  to  levy  the  same  and  to  award  process,  take  recognizances 
for  the  keeping  of  the  peace,  for  being  of  good  behavior  and 
for  appearan(»  or  otherwise,  or  commit  to  prison  as  occasion 
shall  lawfully  reqnire,  without  being  accountable  to  the  com-

And  to  the  ends,  intents 
and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  and  for  such  other  ends,  intents 
and  purposes  as  are  in  and  by  this  act  declared  or  mentioned, 
the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  or  any  four  of  them 
(whereof  the  mayor  or  recorder  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
one)  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  and  they  are.  hereby 
Tested  with  full  power  and  authority  to  hold  and  keep  a 
court  of  record  within  the  said  city  four  times  in  each  year

And  to  the  end  and  intent  that  Kuch  jH-rsons,  indicted  or 
outlawed  for  felonies  or  other  otieiii^es  supposed  by  such  in- 
dictments or  outlawries  to  have  been  committed  within  the 
said  city,  as  shall  dwell,  remove,  lurk  or  be  received  without 
the  bounds  and  limits  of  the  said  city  may  be  brought  to 
justice: 

[Section  XXI]  (Section  XXII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  mayor  or  recorder  of  the 
said  city  for  the  time  being  shall  and  may  as  often  as  occasion 
may  require,  issue  his  writ  or  writa  of  capias  to  the  sherilT  or 
sheriffs  or  other  officer  of  any  county  or  counties  or  town  cor* 
porate  within  this  commonwealth  directed,  commanding  him 
or  them  to  take  and  bring  the  body  or  bodies  of  any  such  per- 
son or  persons  as  shall  be  so  as  aforesaid  indicted  or  outlawed 
before  him  the  said  mayor  or  recorder,  or  either  of  them,  to  be 
dealt  with  nrrordinp;  to  law  and  every  slierifF  and  other  officer

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delivere<l  is  heroby  enjoined  and  re(iuiiv<l  to  use  due  dilimeiice  to 
execute  the  same  under  such  pains  and  penalties  as  are  by  law 
incurred  by  any  sheriff  or  other  ofVu  er  for  refusing  or  neglect- 
ing: to  obey  and  execute  any  capias  or  other  process  to  him  di- 
rected and  delivered. 

And  to  the  further  end  and  intent  that  there  may  not  be  a 
failure  of  justice  within  the  said  city  by  reason  of  any  person 
or  persons  who  maj  be  charged  with  haviDg  committed  any 
offense  or  offenses  therein  Inrtdng  or  being  in  secret  or  other 
places  in  the  neighborhood  thereof: 

[Section  XXn]  (Section  XXIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  anthority  aforesaid,  Thst  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
fnl  for  any  constable  or  constables  of  the  said  city  to  whom 
nay  warrant  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  said  mayor,  re- 
corder or  aldermen  or  any  of  them  shall  be  delivered  com- 
niandinjr  him  or  them  to  talce  any  person  or  persons  who  shall 
have  been  chnrcrf'd  with  hnving  committed  any  offense  with- 
in the  snid  rify  and  to  briiif;  liini  or  them  before  tlie  said  mayor, 
recorder  and  aldermen  or  any  of  them,  and  he  and  they  are 
hen^by  enjoined  and  required  to  execute  the  same  by  making 
of  the  arrest,  if  the  same  can  be  done  at  any  place  within  the 
connty  of  Philadelphia  and  also  by  bringing  snch  offender 
or  offendOTi  before  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen,  or 
some  of  them: 

And  to  the  further  end  and  intent  that  there  may  not  be  a 
failure  of  justice  within  the  said  city  by  reason  of  any  witness 
or  witnesses  residing  or  being  without  the  bounds  or  limits 
thereof: 

[Section  XXin.]  (Section  XXIV,  P.  "U)  Be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  of  the  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  or  any 
of  them  before  whom  complaint,  indictment,  plea,  mat- 

ter or  thing  of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature  within  his  or  their 
jnrisdirtion  shall  he  made  or  depending,  to  issue  his  or  their 
sul»p(iena  to  any  person  or  persons  within  this  commonwealth 
commanding  him  or  them  to  appear  and  give  evidence  therein, 
and  every  person  to  whom  the  s<ame  shall  be  directed  and  on 
whom  service  thereof  shall  be  duly  made,  shall  attend  accord-

And  In  the  end  aud  intent  that  the  admiuiBtratiuii  ot  justice 
witiuii  ihe  said  tii^  lu  matters  of  a  l  ivii  uaxure  in  and  by  this 
act  made  cognizable  before  the  said  aldermen  or  any  of  them 
may  be  free  firom  extortion  or  nndue  oppresBion  and  also  be  as 
effectually  as  may  be  secured '  against  errors  liappening 
therdn: 

[Section  XXIV.]  (Section  XXV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  fnrtber  en- 
acted by  tlie  autlioritj  aforesaid^  Tliat  one  otiier  conrt  sball 
be  and  is  hereby  established  within  the  said  cily,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  '^e  Aldemen's  Conrt,"  and  shall  conaist 
of  throe  of  the  aldecmen  of  the  said  city  for  the  time  being 
(any  two  of  whom  diall  be  a  qnomm)  to  be  chosen  and  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose  by  the  mayor  and  recMder  four  times

lings  and  does  not  exceed  ten  pounds^  in  like  manner  and  with 
the  like  powers  and  authorities  and  under  and  subject  to  the 
like  r^ulations,  restrictions  and  exceptions^  and  to  the  like 
rdief  for  insolTsnt  debtors  and  to  the  like  means,  process^  exe- 
cution and  stay  thereof  and  to  the  like  appeal  as  in  cases  of 
debts  or  demands  of  forty  shillings  or  upwards  and  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  pounds  before  any  one  justice  as  aforesaid. 

Provided  nevertheless,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  debt  or 
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derannd  shall  be  above  forty  shillings  and  shall  not  exceed 
ten  pounds  application  shall  be  made  by  the  partj  to  one  of 
the  said  aldermen  who  shnll  for  the  time  beinp^  constttate  or 
be  a  member  of  the  court  hereby  established  by  the  name  and

A  SUPPLEMENT  TO  AX  ACT  ENTITLED  "AN  ACT  MORE  EFFECTUALLY 
TO  PREVENT  UNFAIR  PRACTICES  IH  THB  PACKING  OF  BEEP  AND 
PORK  FOR  EXPORTATION,  AND  TO  BBOUIATB  THB  IflCPORTATIOM 
Of  FLAZaSED*  BUTTBR  AND  BISCUITS  IN  KBQS."1 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  conunerdal  repotatton  and 
general  interest  of  this  commonwealth  has  been  greatly  ad- 
Tanced  by  divers  wholesome  laws  subjecting  the  produce 
thereof  to  regular  and  careful  inspection  and  it  is  right  and 
proper  that  the  exports  from  this  state  should  conform  as 
nearly  as  may  be  found  conraiient  in  package  and  value  with 
those  of  other  countries  which  are  vended  ftom  time  to  time  in 
the  same  foreign  markets: 

And  whereas  sundry  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  salted 
beef  and  pork  passed  the  eighteenth  day  of  August  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  have  been  discovered 
by  observation  and  experience: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  tiierefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Kepresentativ*^  of  the  I'reemen  of 
tlie  Oouiuiouwealth  of  I'ennsylvania  in  Gt'ueral  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  November  next,  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel  in 
which  salted  beef  or  pork  shall  be  exposed  to  i>ale  within  this 
commonwealth  or  exported  therefrom  (except  such  as  shall 
have  been  brought  w  imported  from  any  place  or  places  with- 
out the  bounds  and  limits  of  this  commonwealth,  with  the 
name  of  the  state^^  town  or  place  from  which  the  same  Shall 
have  been  brought  or  imported,  branded  or  marked  at  full 
length  and  In  a  plain,  legible  manner  thereon  and  which  shall 
he  sold  or  exported  as  aforesaid  with  the  same  name  so  as 
aforesaid  branded  or  marked  thereon  and  not  as  the  beef  or 
pork  of  Pennsylvania)  shall  be  made  of  sound  and  well  sea- 
soned white  oak  timber  with  at  least  fourteen  good  and  sub' 
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Btantial  hoops  thereon,  which  hoops  shall  be  fastened  and  «e« 
cured  at  each  end  of  such  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel  by  iron 
nails  and  at  each  bilfro  by  wooden  pins  or  pep^s. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  every  tierce  in  which  salted 
beef  or  pork  (except  as  is  before  exceptofl)  shall  be  exposed  to 
sah^  in  tin's  Commonwealth  or  exported  tlierefrom  as  afore- 
said shall  be  of  the  pauge  of  forty-two  jjallon.s  of  wine  meas- 
ure and  shall  contain  three  hundred  pounds  of  sound  and 
merchantable  meat,  -well  packed  and  secured  with  salt  and 
pickle^  and  if  mich  tierce  contains  beef  It  shall  not  haye  therein 
more  than  three  legs  or  shins,  and  if  It  contains  pork  it  shall 
not  have  therein  more  than  three  heads. 

[Section  m.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  every  merchantable  barrel  of  salted 
beef  (except  as  is  before  excepted)  which  shall  be  exposed  to 
sale  in  or  exported  from  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  of  the 
gauge  of  twenty-eight  gallons  of  wine  measure  and  shall  con- 
tain no  more  tlian  two  shins.  And  every  merchantable  barrel 
of  salted  pork  (except  as  is  before  excepted)  which  shall  be  ex- 
ported from  nr  exposed  to  Hale  in  this  coinmonwealtli  shall  be 
of  the  irnufxe  of  twenty  nine  i^nllons  wine  measure  and  each 
shall  contain  two  hnndt-ed  p(  nn«is  of  cured  meat  and  no  bar- 
rel (if  i>(»rk  shall  have  more  than  two  heads  therein.  And 
every  half  barrel  of  beef  and  pork  shall  be  of  the  {^auge  »)f  fif- 
teen gallons  of  the  measure  aforesaid  and  shall  contain  one 
hundred  pounds  of  cured  meat  and  if  be^  not  more  than  one 
shin  and  if  pwk  not  more  than  one  head.  And  every  cask, 
whether  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel,  shall  be  distinctly 
branded  with  the  name  of  the  cooper  or  the  person  putting  up 
the  same. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  Y,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel  In 
which  salted  beef  or  pork  (except  as  Is  before  excepted)  shall 
be  exposed  to  sale  within  this  commonwealth  or  exported 
therefrom  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  the  sale  or  exportation 
thereof,  be  carefully  inspected  and  examined  by  the  inspector 
of  beef  and  pork  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  pass  as  mer> 
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chantable  and  brand  with  the  arms  of  this  commonw^tb 
each  and  ereiy  tierce,  barrel  and  half  baml  being  of  the  ma^ 
teriala  and  dimensions  hereinbefore  directed  and  described  and 
which  shall  respectiTely  contain  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
salted  beef  or  pork  hereinbefore  inoTitinne<l  and  requii-ed, 
packed  and  secured  in  the  manner  aforesaid.  And  the  sa'd  in- 
spector for  the  tinio  bolnK  shall  (with  a  proper  instrument  for 
that  purpose  to  be  provided)  erase,  scmtcli  onf  and  efTectnaUy 
deface  the  cooper's  or  packer's  brand  mark  and  marks  of[f] 
and  from  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  nr  lialf  barrel  contain- 
ing salted  beef  or  pork  as  aforesaid  wiiii  h  sliall  not  be  of  the 
materials  and  dimensious  hereinbefore  direrte<l  and  deseribed 
and  in  which  such  beef  or  pork  shall  not  be  of  the  quantity 
and  quality  and  packed  and  secured  in  the  manner  hereinbe* 
fore  also  directed  and  described.  And  if  the  same  cannot  be 
rendered  merchantable  according  to  the  requisitions  and  meau< 
ing  of  this  act  by  saltingi  pickling,  re>i»acldng  and  coopering 
thereof  then  the  said  inspector  Ibr  the  time  being  shall  Impress 
and  brand  a  dis[tinct]  mark  of  a  cross,  thus,  X  (each  stroke 
of  the  said  cross  being  at  least  three  inches  long)  upon  one  head 
of  CTery  such  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel  containing  beef  or 
pork  so  as  aforesaid  incapable  of  beinp;  rendered  merchantable. 

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
who  sliall  sell  and  dt^livor  auv  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel  of 
salted  beef  or  pork  (exce])t  as  is  before  excepted)  to  the  purch- 
aser or  purchasere  thereof  before  the  same  has  been  duly  ex- 
amined by  the  said  inspector  and  branded  with  the  arms  of 
this  commonwealth  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed  or  who 
shall  refuse  to  allow  and  suffer  the  said  inspector  in  the  cases 
aforesaid  to  erase,  scratch  out  and  eifectually  defiice  the  coop* 
er*s  or  packer's  brand  mark  and  marks  of [f]  and  ftom  any 
tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel,  and  if  need  be  to  im|«ess  and 
brand  thereon  the  said  mark  of  a  croM  aa  aforesaid,  shall  ft>r> 
felt  and  pay  for  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel 
so  sold  and  deilTered  and  for  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  or 
half  barrel  from  which  he,  she  or  they  shall  refuse  to  allow 
and  suffer  the  said  cooper's  or  packer's  brand  mark  and  marks 
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to  be  erased,  scratched  out  and  effectually  defaced  as  afore- 
said and  for  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half  barrel 
whereon  he,  she  or  they  shall  refuse  to  allow  and  suffer  the 
said  mark  of  a  cross  to  be  impressed  and  branded  as  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  ten  shilliujis.  And  for  all  and  every  person  and  per- 
sons who  shall  by  any  means  whatever,  wilfully  erase,  scratch 
out  and  deface  the  said  mark  of  a  cross  after  the  same  has  been 
duly  impressed  and  branded  bjr  the  aaid  inspector  upon  any 
tiefce,  banel  or  half  barrd  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  pounds  for  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half 
barrd  of [f]  and  from  which  the  said  mark  of  a  cross  shall  be 
erased,  scratched  out  and  defaced,  the  said  last  two  mentioned 
sums  of  money  or  forfdture  to  be  recovered  and  applied  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided  and  declared. 

[Section  VI]  (Section  YII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  inspector  for  the  time 
being  shall  and  may  lawfully  demand,  receive  and  take  the 
sum  of  six-pence  and  no  more,  for  inspecting,  examining  and 
brandinfj  as  aforesaid,  each  and  every  tierce,  barrel  or  half 
barrel  of  salted  beef  or  pork,  whicli  shall  be  sold  at  the  port 
of  Philadelphia  or  exported  then'from,  whether  the  same  be 
sold  for  ship  stores  or  exportation,  and  also  the  further  sum 
of  one  shilling  and  six  pence  for  each  tierce  and  of  one  shil- 
ling for  each  barrel  or  half  barrel  of  salted  beef  or  pork  which 
h^  the  said  inspector,  shall  re-pack,  together  with  such  [other 
and]  further  allowance  and  compensation  as  it  shall  and  may 
be  reasonable  and  customary  to  allow  and  give  for  the  expense 
and  trouble  of  co<^r8ge  in  putting  the  same  Into  good  and 
merchantable  order  and  condition.  Provided  nevertheless, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawAil  to  and  for  the  owner  and 
owners  of  the  said  salted  beef  or  pork  to  employ  any  person  and 
persons  other  than  the  said  inspector  for  the  time  being  to  do, 
execute  and  perform  the  cooperage  necessary  to  put  the  same 
in  good  and  merchantable  order  and  condition  as  aforesaid  and 
in  that  case  the  said  inspector  for  the  time  being  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  have  and  receive  any  allowance  or  compensation 
whatsoever  for  or  on  account  of  the  said  cooperage. 
And  whereas  divers  frauds  and  impositions  have  been  corn- 
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mittcHl  in  the  package  of  sundry  other  commodities  as  well  as 
salted  beef  and  pork,  the  frequent  repetition  whereof  must  be 
equally  injurious  to  the  interest  and  reputation  of  the  state 
and  which  it  is  the  duty  and  desire  of  the  legislature  as  far  as 
may  be  to  prevent: 
Therefore: 

[Section  VII.]  (Settiun  VITI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enaittd  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  fii-st  day  of  No- 
vember [next]  no  flaxseed  shall  be  exported  from  this  com- 
monwealth into  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  or  into  that  part  of 
Great  Britain  called  Scotland  before  the  same  is  well  cleansed 
and  j^r^red,  nor  in  any  other  manner  than  ia  hereby  de> 
scribed  and  directed,  that  is  to  say,  the  stayes  of  each  and 
eveiy  cask  in  which  flaxseed  shall  be  exported  from  this  com* 
monwealth  aa  aforesaid  shall  be  made  of  soond  oak  and  each 
and  every  of  the  said  casks  besides  a  lining  hoop  on  the  out* 
side  round  the  chimes  thereof,  shall  have  at  least  twelve  other 
good  and  substantial  hoops  thereon  and  the  same  shall  be 
fastened  and  secured  by  at  least  three  iron  nails  in  each  of  the 
chime  hoops  and  by  the  like  number  of  iron  nails  in  each  of  the 
quarter  hoops  and  each  and  every  of  the  said  casks  shall  be 
made  as  nearly  straight  as  possible  and  there  shall  be  two  sizes 
of  the  said  casks  and  no  mure,  to  wit:  the  larjjer  sizes  thereof 
shall  be  in  length  two  feet  and  nine  inches  and  in  diameter 
at  each  head  twen^'f our  inches  and  shall  contain  seven  Dvahr 
els  of  good  and  merchantable  flaacaeed;  and  the  smaller  lidses 
thereof  shall  contain  three  bushels  and  an  half  bushel  of  like 
good  and  merchantable  flaxseed.  And  each  and  eveiy  of  the 
said  casks  shall  be  branded  with  the  initial  letter  of  the  Chris* 
tian  name  and  surname  at  full  length  of  the  person  who 
deaned  and  prepared  the  flaxseed  therein  put  up  and  con- 
tained. And  if  any  cask  or  casks  containing  flaxseed  shipped 
with  the  intent  to  export  the  same  as  aforesaid  not  of  the  ma^ 
terials,  make  and  dimensions  and  shall  not  respectively  con- 
tain the  quantity  and  quality  of  flaxseed  hereinbefore  directed 
and  described,  or  if  the  said  cask  and  casks  have  not  been  first 
duly  branded  as  aforesaid,  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
who  shall  ship  the  same  as  aforesaid  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
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sum  of  twenty  8billin<;s  for  each  antl  fvery  cask  which  tjliail 
not  be  of  the  materials,  make  and  (]iii]enhi(jiiH  or  whicb  shall 
not  respectively  contain  the  quantity  and  quality  of  flaxseed 
hereinbefore  directefl  and  described,  and  shiill  also  forfeit  and 
pay  the  further  sum  of  five  shillings  for  each  and  every  caak 
so  shipped  which  hath  not  been  fint  duly  branded  as  afore- 
said, the  said  two  last  mentioned  snms  of  money  or  forfdtures 
to  be  recovered  and  applied  In  the  manner  hereinafter  provided 
and  declared. 

[Section  YIIL]  (Section  IK,  P.  Lw)  And  be  it  farther  en- 
acted hj  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  every  cask  in  which  bat- 
ter shall  be  exported  ftora  this  commonwealth  or  therein  ex- 
posed to  sale  for  exportation  shall  he  made  of  good  and  sound 
wtiite  oak  staves  and  shall  be  of  the  following  dimensions, 
that  is  to  say,  in  length  twenty  inches,  in  diameter  at  the  heads 
thereof  twelve  inches  and  every  such  cask  shall  have  at  least 
fourteen  hoops  thereon  well  and  sufficiently  fastened  and  se- 
cured by  iron  nails  in  the  head  or  (  hi me  hoops  and  by  wooden 
pegs  or  pins  in  the  upper  bilge  or  quarter  hoops  and  all  and 
every  person  and  persons  who  Rhall  hereafter  export  butter 
from  this  commonwealth  or  therein  exjiose  the  same  to  sale 
for  exportation  in  any  other  or  different  kind  of  casks  than  iB 
hereby  directed  and  described  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
five  shillings  for  every  cask  containing  butter  so  exported  or  ex- 
posed to  sale  for  exportation  contrary  to  the  meaning  and  di- 
rection of  this  act  to  be  recovered  and  applied  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  and  declared. 

[Section  IZ.]  (Section  X,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  flirther  enacted 
by  the  anthoriiy  aforesaid,  That  fh>m  and  after  the  irrt  day 
of  August  next  each  and  every  keg  in  which  biscnlt  shall  be 
exported  from  this  commonwealth  or  therein  exposed  to  sale 
for  exportation  shall  contain  at  least  seven  pounds  of  good  and 
merchantable  biscuit,  and  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
who  <?han  at  any  time  from  and  after  the  said  first  day  of 
August  next  export  biscuit  from  this  commonwealth  nr  there- 
in expose  the  same  to  sale  for  exportation  in  any  keg  or  kegs 
containing  a  less  quantity  and  inferior  quality  of  biscuit  than 
is  hereby  directed  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  shil- 
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n.^rs  for  eveiT  keg  so  exported  or  expwed  to  sale  for  exporta-

recovered  and  applied  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  ana 

X.]  (SecUon  XI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  ^^-^^^ 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  nnd  .m,.lar  ^^-^'^^ 
Serand  penalties  in  and  by  this  act  or  tl,.  act  to  winch  Ins 
is  a  supplement  set,  declared,  appointed  a  ad  .uMK.sed  Hhall  be 
one  half  thereof  to  the  jn^-dians  of  the  poor  ia  th« 
Philadelphia  for  the  nse  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  M

[Section  XL]  (Section  XII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  so  much  and  no  more  of  the 
said  recited  act  entitletl,  "An  act  more  effectually  to  prevent 
unfair  practices  in  the  paeUin-  of  beef  and  pork  for  exporta- 
tion" passed  the  said  ei-liteenth  day  of  Au-^ust  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty-seven  aais  by 
this  act  altered  or  supplied  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed 
annulled  and  made  absolutely  void  any[thing]  therein  [con- 
tained]  to  the  contrai-y  thereof  in  anywise  notwithstanding.

CHAPTER  MOXfXCVI. 


AN  ACT  TO  RBPBAL.  ATSL  THB  LAWS  CW  THIS  GOHMONWllAUrH  BB- 

QUIRINC;  ANY  OATH  OR  AFFntUATION  OF  ALLBQIANCD  FBOU  THB 

HABITANTS  THEREOF. 

"Whereas  hy  fjovornl  nets  fif  tlio  <r(>nernl  af5j;<'Tiibl y  of  this  com- 
monwealth sundrv  oallis  or  nttii-nmtions  of  allf^iianco.  abjura- 
tion and  fiflelity  have  been  from  time  to  time  required  of  the 
citizens  thereof,  wliich,  however  proper  and  oypedient  they 
miffht  be  during;  the  la  to  war  when  it  was  necessary  for  indi- 
viduals to  testify  their  attachment  to  one  or  the  other  of  the 
contending  parties,  since  the  restoration  of  peace  and  the  es> 
tal>lishment  of  goTernment  have  become  unnecessary: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  TI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  It 
Is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Repres^ntatiTes  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met»  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act  as  well  the  act  of  Assembly  entitled,  ''An  act  to  alter 
the  test  of  alleijiance  to  this  commonwealth  required  by  an  act 
passed  the  fourth  day  of  March  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-six  entitled,  *An  act  for  securing  to  this  common- 
wealth the  fidelity  and  allegiance  of  the  inhabitants  thereof 
and  for  admitliii£:r  ceT-tain  pei-sons  t(»  the  rights  of  eitizenship' 
as  all  other  nets  whidi  require  any  oath  or  allirmation  of  alle- 
giance or  fidelity  to  tin's*  rominonwealth  fn>m  tlio  subjects  or  in- 
habitants tlu'icof  or  of  ;i])jui;ilion  or  reuuuciation  of  any  for- 
eign power,  or  as  iuipuse  or  iutiii.t  any  penalty  ur  disnbility  on 
any  person  or  persons  by  means  of  his  or  their  having  refused 
or  neglected  to  take  and  subscribe  any  such  oath  or  aJSrmation 
shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  he  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of 
this  act  all  persons  who  from  not  having  taken  the  said 
oaths  or  affirmations  or  abjuration,  allegiance  or  fidelity  were, 
by  [the]  force  and  operation  of  the  acts  of  A,ssemb]^  thetcunto 
iPMMd  Ifareh  »,  1787,  Chapter  UM. 
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relating,  exohuled  from  certain  privileges  and  exempt  erf  from 
certain  burdens,  shall  be  anrl  tlior  aro  liorobv  rc^stored  to  and 
placed  upon  the  same  footini:  ns  to  sncli  privilcjxw  and  bur- 
dens and  in  all  other  respects  with  the  other  citizens  of  this 
state. 

[Section  TTT-l  t ion  TV,  P.  U)  Provided  always  and  be  it 
further  enacted  b.v  the  auihority  aforesaid,  That  nothing  here- 
in contained  sball  be  deemed  or  taken  to  extend  to,  alter  or 
affect  the  forty-wcond  section  of  the  plan  or  frame  of  govern- 
ment of  this  commonwealth,  but  that  eveiy  such  foreigrner  a8 
Is  In  the  aaid  aection  mentioned,  who  shall  come  to  settle  in 
this  state,  shall,  after  one  year's  residence  therein,  be  entitled 
to  the  fnll  enjoyment  of  the  rif^hts  and  {M^vileges  therrin  speci- 
fied npon  taking  and  snbscribing  before  the  mayor,  recorder 
or  some  alderman  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  or  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  within  this  state  the  following  oath  (or 
affirmation  if  conscientionsly  scrupulous  of  tal<)n;r  an  onth^ 

viz:   "I  do  swear  (or  solemnly,  sincerely  and  truly 

declare  and  nfflrm)  tlint  T  will  ho  faitlifiil  and  hoar  ivwo  allegi- 
ance to  tlio  commonwealth  of  Pcniisyl vania  as  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent state,  and  tliat  I  will  n*)t  at  any  time  wilfully  and 
knowingly  do  any  matter  or  thrnj;  iHcJudicial  or  injurious  to 
the  freedom  and  indrpendnue  thereof." 

[Section  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  ena<'t<'d 

by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and 
each  and  every  alderman  and  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom

forever  hereafter  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal  and  the  same 
seal  at  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  said  corporation  to  break, 
change,  alter  and  renew. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fnrther  enacted 
hj  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  for  the  well  ordering  of  the 
mid  corporation  and  ita  aifaira  there  shall  be  at  all  times  here- 
after the  following  officers  of  the  same,  that  is  to  say,  one  pres* 
ident,  one  vice-president,  fonr  censors,  a  secretary  and  a.  treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  chosen  annually  from  amongst  the  fellows 
of  the  said  College  of  Physicians  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the 
month  of  July  forever  hereafter  or  within  one  calendar  month 
after  the  same  dav  in  any  year  and  that  John  Redman  be  the 
present  president  of  the  said  college,  John  Jones  the  present 
Yice-presideut,  William  Shippen,  Junior,  Adam  Kuhn,  Benja- 
min Rush  and  Samuel  Dnffichl  the  present  censors,  Samuel 
Powel  Oriffits  the  present  socrotar\-.  and  tliat  tlie  Oerardus 
Clarlison  be  tlio  trcasnrcr  of  the  said  c»i1!e;ro  and  shall  be  and 
remain  the  president,  ^ico-pn^sident,  (cusors,  secret.Trv  and 
treasurer,  respe<  (i\ cly  of  the  said  (  (dloL'o  until  they  are  super- 
seded by  a  new  election,  to  be  made  hy  the  fellows  of  the  said 
colletre.  as  aforesaid,  and  all  vacancies  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise  which  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  happen  in  any 
of  the  said  offices  may  be  filled  by  a  special  election  to  be  held 
so  often  as  occasion  shall  require. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  Ia)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  authorities  and  duties  of 
the  officers  of  the  said  corporation  who  are  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned and  of  any  others  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
fit  to  appoint,  the  times  of  meeting  of  the  said  corporation, 
the  admission  of  members  and  the  other  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
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of  the  said  rorporation  heretofore  made  or  to  be  made  touch- 
injr  the  premises. 

[Section  V.l  ffSpction  VI,  P.  L.)  Provided  alwiiys  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  un  by-laws  nor  ordi- 
nances of  the  said  corporation  hereafter  made  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  members  or  officers  thereof  unless  the  same  shall 
be  propoied  at  one  negnlar  meeting  of  the  said  corpovfttion  and 
enacted  and  receiyed  at  another  after  the  intervention  »>t  at 
least  thirty  days  and  that  no  sale  or  alienation  or  lease  for 
aboTe  three  years  of  any  part  of  the  real  estate  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  valid  nnless  the  terms  and  nature  of  snch 
sale  or  lease  be  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  said 
corporation.

CHAPTER  MCDIX. 


AN  ACT  TO  AHBND  AN  ACT  ENTTTT^ED  "AN  AC5T  FOR  AMBNDINa  THE 

PENAL  I^WS  OF  THTS  STATE."* 

(Section  I.  P.  L.)  In  order  to  romedy  several  abuses  arising 
from  certain  defects  in  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  amending 
the  penal  laws  of  this  state,"  and  to  render  the  provisions  there- 
in coulaiued  more  beneficial  and  effectual: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  I".  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Penn^lvania  in  General  Assembly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same^  That  the  county  commisrioners  of 
the  several  countiea  of  this  state  except  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  and  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  passing  of  this  act  to  cause  to  be 
set  apart  and  prepared  in  their  respective  county  gaols  and  in 
the  yards  thereof  suitable  and  suffcient  places  and  apartments 
f6r  the  accommodation  of  sneb  persons  as  are  or  may  be  con- 
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fined  therein  on  acconnt  of  debt  or  [upon]  ciTil  process  and  also 
a»  witnesses  in  caseH  of  criniiiial  prosecutions,  wliich  places  and 
apartments  sliall  be  oxrlnsively  appropriated  to  tlie  i-eception 
and  accommoflation  of  the  foroj^oin};  deacription  of  prisoners 
and  no  felon  charged  or  convicted  shall  he  pennitted  to  have 
access  to  the  same  or  any  commuuicatiou  with  any  person  of 
tlie  description  nfor«'snid. 

[Hectiuii  11. J  (StH  tiuu  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fnrther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  all  persons  who  shall  be  con- 
fined in  tlie  gaol  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  upon 
civil  process  or  as  witnesses  in  criminal  prosecutions  or 
charged  with  or  convicted  of  misdemeanors 'only,  shall  upon 
[due]  notice  from  the  persons  hereinafter  mentioned  to  the 
sheriff  of  the  said  city  and  county  that  the  workhouse  in  the 
said  city  is  altered  and  prepared  for  their  reception  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  directed,  be  removed  to  the  said  work- 
house, and  that  so  much  thereof  as  »hall  be  necessaiy  together 
with  the  east  yard  to  the  same  belonging  shall  be  set  apart  and 
a])i>i()priated  to  the  receptitm  and  safckt  c  jiinjj  c»f  such  persons 
only,  which  shall  be  and  remain  under  the  t  aic  and  custody 
of  the  slierilT  of  the  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  gaol  of  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

[Section  111  J  (t^ictiuu  1\  ,  1*.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  mayor,  aldermeu  aud  citi- 
sens  of  Philadelphia  together  with  the  commissioners  for  the 
county  of  Philadelphia  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
cause  such  alterations  to  be  made  in  the  said  workhouse  and 
yard  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  safe  and  comfortable  keep- 
ing of  such  prisoners  and  when  the  same  shall  be  completed 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  said  sheriff  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  residence  of  the  said  work 
house  with  the  west  yard  thereto  beloncring  shall  be  reserved 
for  the  iisf's  to  Axhich  it  is  at  present  applied,  and  if  the  pres- 
ent building  shall  be  found  upon  experienco  to  be  too  small 
for  the  purpose  of  Bafely  keeping,  accommodating  and  euipioy- 
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ing  the  niunber  of  persons  who  are  or  shall  be  confined  there- 
[in]  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  [tbej  said  mayor,  alder- 
men, citizens  and  commisaipners,  to  cause  such  additional 
biiildinjrs  to  be  erected  contij^uous  thereto  as  they  shall  find 
ueeeswirv  and  expedient  for  the  purposes  nforrsnid 

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fwrlher  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  mayor  and  any  tfiree 
[of  the]  iildt  riiu'ii  of  tlu'  said  city  nml  niiy  four  justices  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  (»f  I'hiladelpliia  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  fix  and  regulate  from  time 
to  time  the  fees  of  the  keeper  of  the  said  workhouse  and  for 
securing  the  payment  thereof  from  the  vagrants  and  other 
disorderly  persons  who  shall  be  committed  to  the  same,  the 
aald  keeper  shall  have  power  notwithstanding  any  rule  or  or- 
der to  the  contrary  to  detain  any  such  person  in  confinement 
nntil  payment  or  satisfaction  thereof  shall  be  made. 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  he  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  cit- 
izens and  eommiasionero  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
cause  to  be  prepared,  separated  and  set  apart  such  parts  of 
the  present  p:?iol  (»f  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  as  may 
be  necessary  for  tli(»  reception  and  safe  keepini:  of  all  j»ersons 
chnr<^od  witli  or  tonvicted  of  felonies  or  other  crimes  to  which 
the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  do  not  extend,  and  that 
the  residue  of  tlie  said  pjnol  shall  be  rpset  ved  for  the  reception, 
safe  keeping  and  eiuployiaent  of  all  felons  sentenced  to  hard 
labor  and  coofinement,  and  that  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  cit- 
izens and  commissions  shall  cause  the  rofmiB  [and]  apart* 
ments  thereof  and  such  parts  of  the  yard  as  shall  be  bo  re- 
served from  the  last  mentioned  purposes  to  be  divided  from 
the  rest,  and  cella,  sheds  and  other  suitable  buildings  to  be  con- 
structed for  the  purpose  of  separating,  confining  and  keeping 
employed  at  hard  labor  all  felons  of  the  last  mentioned  de- 
scription and  that  as  well  such  apartments,  cells  and  sheds  as 
the  residue  of  the  said  gaol  where  necessary  shall  be  prop- 
erly walled  up  and  secured  to  prevent  all  communication 
among  the  same  felons  and  with  the  persons  abroad  and  that 
the  [same]  gaol  from  and  after  the  pasaiag  of  this  act  Khali 
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be  called  and  styled  the  common  piiaon  of  the  city  and  connly 
of  Philadelphia. 

[Section  VII.]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforeaaid,  That  all  felons  conyicted  in 
ai^  county  in  this  state  of  any  felony  or  felonies  for  which  he^ 
she  or  they  shall  be  sentenced  to  hard  labor  for  the  space  of 
twelve  months  or  upwards'  may  at  the  discretion  of  the  jns> 
tices  of  the  court  in  which  such  felon  shall  be  convicted  with* 
in  three  months  after  such  sentence  shall  have  been  given,  be 
removed  at  the  expense  of  the  said  county  under  safe  and  [se- 
cure] conduct  to  the  said  prison  and  bo  therein  rnnflned.  fed, 
ch»thed  and  put  to  hard  Inhnr  in  the  ninnner  by  the  net  en- 
titled "An  act  for  amendiii^^  ihe  penal  hiws  of  ibis  state,'" 
and  by  this  act  directed  for  the  remaining  space  of  time  for 
which  by  such  bcaleuce  they  shall  be  liable  to  iuipriswnnu  iit. 

[Section  VIII.]  (Section  IX,  1\  L.)  And  be  it  fuilher  en- 
acted by  the  authority  afoi'c^id,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  mayor  and  alderm^  of  the  said  city  in  the 
mayor's  court  for  the  said  city  and  for  the  justiG«»  of  the 
peace  of  the  several  counties  in  their  general  [courts  of]  quar> 

ter  sessions  of  the  peace  and  they  are  hereby  enjoined  and  re- 
quired to  appoint  annually  or  oftener  if  necessary  six  suitable 

and  discreet  persons  within  the  siiid  city  and  the  respective 

counties  as  inspectors  of  the  said  prison  aod  the  semal  gaols 

and  workhouses  within  the  said  city  and  the  respective  coun< 
ties,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  as  follows: 

First.  To  jjrovide  a  proper  quantity  of  suitable  raw  mater- 
ials and  to  see  that  the  same  is  duly  distributed  by  the  prison 
lveo{>er  or  his  deputies  among  the  felons  sentenced  to  hard 
labor  as  aforesaid. 

JSeeondly.  To  receive  aud  dispo.^^t'  of  the  produce  of  their 
lubur  aud  apply  the  same  in  the  mauuer  hereiuallei-  directed. 

Thirdly.  To  examine  into  all  breaches  and  neglects  of  duty 
on  the  part  of  the  prison  keepers  and  their  deputies  and  of  all 
keepers  of  gaols  and  workhouses  and  report  in  writing  the 
special  instances  thereof  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and 
to  the  said  iustices  at  their  courts  aforesaid  quarterly  if  oc- 
casion be. 
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Fourthly.  To  inquire  into  and  report  to  the  mayor,  alder- 
men or  justices  of  x\h^  peace  such  repairs,  altcratiuiis  or  addi- 
tions to  the  buildiugH  provided  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  as 
may  be  necessary  and  expedient. 

[Section  IX.]  (Section  X,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enart(Hl 
by  the  autliority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  annually  to  appoint  a  suit* 
able  and  proper  penKm.  to  be  keeper  of  the  said  conunon  priBOO 
in  the  city  of  Pliiladelpliia  who  thaU  however  be  lialde  to 
be  removed  bj  the  mid  mayor  and  aldermen  when  occa- 
sion may  require,  in  wMeh  case  another  tuch  person  shall  be 
appointed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  who,  besides  the  care  and 
custody  of  the  prisoners,  shall  auperintend  the  felons  employed 
at  hard  labor;  that  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  said  keeper  to 
prevent  all  communication  between  the  men  and  woman  fel- 
ons and  to  separate  the  men  felons  from  each  other  us  much 
as  the  construction  of  the  buildifiL's  and  the  nature  of  their 
employment  will  admit  of;  to  admit  no  persons  whatever  ex- 
cept officers  and  ministers  of  justice  or  counsellors  or  attor- 
neys at  law  employeil  by  the  prihioners,  ministers  of  the  gospel 
or  perj*oiis  prodnc!n<^  a  written  license  from  one  of  the  said  in- 
spectors  lu  enter  within  the  walls  where  sucti  felons  shall  be 
conlined.  To  sutTer  no  spirituous  liquors  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
KKiid  piiisoiiers  unlebb  in  casscti  of  bickuesti  uud  with  ihe  coubeuL 
of  one  of  the  said  inapectorft  in  writing  iirst  obtained.  To 
punish  the  obstinate  and  refractory  and  to  reward  those  who 
shall  show  signs  of  reformation  by  lightening  or  increasing 
their  tasks  and  by  increasing  or  lessening  their  food,  as  occa- 
sion may  require.  To  prevent  profligate  or  idle  cohvanation 
and  demeanor  and  to  preserve  the  utmost  possible  cleanliness 
in  the  persona  and  apartments  of  the  prisoners. 

[Section  X.]  (Section  XI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  auch  keeper  sball  have  power 
with  the  approbation  of  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  to  ap- 
point a  suitable  number  of  deputies  and  assistanta  for  whose 
faithful  execution  of  their  offices  he  shall  be  accountable  and 
he  shall  also  be  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  hav- 
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ing  cognizance*  th(»roof  for  jiU  escapes  wilfully  or  ii('Lrlip:(*Tit!y 
assistants  so  imich  per  annum  as  shnll  V»p  allowed  and  agrveU 
assistfiiif s,  and  iioitlior  lie,  liiK  d(»|)n(ics  or  assistants  shnll  ask. 
dt^uniid  or  receive  niiy  fee,  ciiiolniiii'nt  reward  of  anj  kind 
except  the  snlnries  liertaftcr  iiiciitioned. 

[Section  XI]  (Section  yiT.  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  tli#»  paid  keeper  of  the  said 
prison  Bhttll  receive  as  a  full  compengation  far  his  serrices  in- 
clndinji;  the  expense  of  hiring  and  retainin<r  his  deputies  and 
assistants  so  mnoli  per  annum  as  shall  be  allowed  and  an^reed 
on  by  the  said  mayor^  aldermen,  citisons  and  commissioners, 
which  shall  be  paid  to  him  quarterly  by  orders  to  be  drawn 
in  bis  favor  on  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  by 
the  mayor  of  tlie  said  city  for  the  time  beinj:;  and  he  shall 
nioK  (»ver  receive  from  the  said  inspectors  of  the  prison  a  com- 
juisHion  or  allownnce  of  ten  per  centum  on  the  moneys  arisin); 
from  the  labors  of  the  said  prisoners. 

[Section  XII. J  (Section  XIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  anthority  afin-rsaid.  That    before  such  prisoo 
koo]ior.  liis  deputies  or  assistants  shall  e.xci(  iso  any  ]»art  of  tlje 
said  otli(  ('  lie  shnll  iriv«»  bond  with  two  suftii  ioiit  sureties  to  the 
said  iiuiyor,  ahlernieu  and  citizens  in  tlir  sum  of  five  hundred 
pounds  upon  condition  that  ho,  his  depjitit?.s  aud  us.sistants,  will 
well  auil  faithfully  perform  the  trust  and  duty  in  them  re- 
posed, according  ti>  the  tana,  and  effect  of  the  several  acts  of 
assembly  of  this  state  tliereto  relating,  which  bond,  the  due 
execution  thereof  being  proved  [1>efore]  and  certified  by  any 
•one  of  the  aldermen  of  the  said  city,  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  for  the  city  and  county  of  Phil- 
adelphia and  copies  thereof  exemplified  by  the  said  recorder  of 
^eeds^  shall  be  good  evidence  in  all  conrts  of  law  [in  any  suit 
ilbrought]  against  such  prison  keeper  or  his  sureties. 

([Section  XIII.]  (Section  XIV.  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
ncted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  felon  sentenced 
to  hard  labor  and  confinement  shall  escape,  he  shall  on  con  vie 
tion  thereof  suffer  such  additional  confinement  at  Itnrd  Inhor 
Agieeablj  to  the  directions  of  this  and  of  the  said  recited  act 
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and  shall  also  suffer  such  corporal  punishmoiit  as  the 
court  in  their  discretion  shall  afljnrl?e  and  dinct.  And 
if  any  such  felon  or  felons  shall  after  his  or  their  escajte 
be  guilty  of  any  ofTense  for  wliicl!  ou  conviction  he 
ghe  or  tliey  w»>nl(l  have  lieen  sentenced  to  death  under 
the  law  as  it  stood  before  the  passing'  the  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  ainendin<jr  the  penal  laws  of  this  state,"'  he,  J<he  or  they 
shall  suffer  deaiii  accordingly  as  if  no  such  act  had  been 
passed. 

[Section  XIV.]  (Section  XV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  ftirther  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaidy  That  if  any  felon  or  felon« 
who  may  have  sirred  or  shall  hereafter  aenre  out  the  term  or 
time  for  which  he,  ahe  or  they  waa  or  were  or  shall  be  sen- 
tenced agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
amending  the  penal  laws  of  this  state,'^  or  of  this  act,  or  hath 
or  have  been  or  ahall  hereafter  be  pardoned  for  the  offenses 
or  crimes  of  which  he,  she  or  they  hath  or  have  been  or  shall 
h»eafter  be  convicted  agreeably  to  the  said  act  or  of  this 
act,  provided  the  offense  or  offenses  for  which  he,  she  or  they 
wm  or  were  or  shall  be  convicted  was  or  were  by  the  former 
laws  of  the  late  province  or  of  thi.««  commonwealth  declared 
capital  and  is,  are  or  sliall  be  convicted  of  a  s(H'ond  offence 
which  was  by  the  laws  of  tlie  lute  province  or  of  this  common 
wealth  made  cajiitnl,  he,  she  or  they  bein<j;  iluly  conviete<l  of 
sucli  s<M-ond  otTense  sliall  suffer  death  on  such  conviction  with- 
out beiielit  of  clergy. 

[Section  XV.]  (Section  XVI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  en- 
acted by  tlie  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  commissioncra  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia 
with  the  assent  and  concnrrence  of  the  mayor,  recorder  and 
any  three  aldermen  of  the  city  of  PhUadelfdila  and  any  three 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  and 
they  are  hereby  required  to  aaacaa  and  levy  in  the  manner  di- 
rected by  the  acts  6t  assembly  for  raising  county  rates  and  lev* 
ies  so  much  mon^  as  they  shall  judge  nccei«snry'  for  the  pur 
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poBM  of  alteaixigf  accomodating  and  enlarging  the  aaid  [gaol] 
prison  and  workhoiue  in  manner  aforeeaid  and  alao  ao  mucb 
per  annum  aa  shall  be  necesBSiy  for  the  payment  of  the  salaxy 
of  the  said  prison  keeper  and  for  providing  the  materialti» 
tools  and  implements  for  the  labor  of  the  said  fdoos. 

[Section  XVL]  (Section  XVII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  en* 
acted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  charges  of  cloth- 
ing, feeding  and  maintaining  the  said  fdons  sentenced  to  hard 
labor  as  aforesaid,  of  providing  the  necessary  materials,  tools 
and  implements  far  labor  [and  the  profits  of  such  labor]  shall 
be  equally  and  anniinlly  ai)porti()ned  and  divided  by  the  said 
inspectors  of  the  aind  common  prison  nmong  the  said  city  and 
the  sievcrnl  counties  in  proportion  to  (In  num1)er  of  criminals 
from  each  of  them  resiH>ctively  who  s^hall  be  so  confined  at 
hard  labor  in  the  tjuid  common  prison,  in  which  Hetflement  and 
distribution  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  al- 
lowed the  sum  ni  Mie  hundred  poonds  ammally  as  a  compeu^sa- 
tion  for  the  additional  expenses  arising  ttom  the  pforieions  of 
this  act  ProTided  always^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  commiaaioneKB  of  any  such  county  to  appeal  from  such 
settlement  and  distribution  to  the  supreme  executive  council 
who  shall  upon  examination  and  due  notice  to  the  parties,  re* 
vise,  alter  or  conftnn  the  same  as  shall  be  just  and  reasonable. 
'And  provided  also,  That  nothing  herein  contained  sliall  alter, 
lessen  or  defeat  the  estate  and  interest  of  the  city  and  county 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  said  common  prison  [or]  lot  of  ground 
thereunto  belonging  and  their  appurtenances. 

[Section  XV.]  (ISection  XVIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  ii  fun  her  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  the  <  xj.t-imes  attend- 
ing the  necessary  alterations  of  the  siiid  [coiuiaon  prison]  and 
employment  of  the  said  felons  shall"  be  found  to  exceed  the 
profits  arising  from  their  labor  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  supreme  executive  council  and  they  are  hereby  required 
upon  the  application  of  a  majority  of  the  inspectors  of  the  said

And  it  is  further  therein  declared  that  the  said  six 
persons  so  appointed  shall,  dnrinp:  their  continuance  as  mana- 
gers aforesaid,  be  exempted  from  all  other  duties  of  *ltp  otliees 
of  overseer  of  the  poor  and  that  tlie  whole  duties  thereof  shall 
be  performed  by  the  rest  of  the  overseers.

or  more  fit  person  or  persons  to  be  collector  or  collectors  of 
i  Fused  March  25. 1782,  Chapter  962. 
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the  poor  tax  and  taxes,  assesml  or  inipos<^l  or  hereafter  to  be 
assessed  or  imposed  uikhi  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  city  of 
Philndelphia,  the  district  of  ^^outhwark  and  the  townships  of 
Moyaniensing  an(i  tlie  Northern  Lil>erti«»8  for  the  use  and  bene-

Provided  nevertbelessi  That  the  compensation  to  be  received 
for  such  collections  by  such  collector  or  collector  shall  not 
exceed  five  ])ounds  per  centum  on  the  sums  by  them  respect- 
ively received.

penalties  with  the  treasurer  to  the  house  of  employment,  to 
whom  the  collector  or  coUectom  shall  [pay  over]  once  in  every 
week,  render  an  aceount  of  and  concerning  all  rach  snnui  of 
money  as  th^  shall  bave  ie«q»ectiyely  receiyed  for  or  on  ac- 
count of  the  said  poor  tax  or  taxes  and  the  said  treasorer  shall 
give  a  receipt  or  rec^pts  to  the  said  collector  or  collectors  for 
the  sum  or  snma  of  money  which  he  or  they  shall  from  time  to 
time  bring  in  and  pay  nnto  him  as  aforesaid  which  said  re- 
ceipt or  receipts  shsJl  be  good  and  sufficient  discharge  nnto 
the  said  collector  or  collectors  for  so  much  money  as  may  be 
herein  respectltely  acknowledged  and  exprened  to  have  been 
received  by  the  said  treaanrer. 

And  whereas  it  hath  been  further  reprrwnted  that  the  com- 
mitment of  di?w>rderlT  porvon^  found  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  district  of  Southwark,  the  townships  of  Moyamen- 
sinpr  and  Northern  Liherties,  to  the  nlmshonse  or  houf»e  of 
employment  is  inconvenient,  improper  and  peniicious  inasmuch 
as  the  said  almshouse  or  house  of  employment  is  calculated 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  and  inlirni  a?id  not  for  the 
reformation  of  the  idle  and  profligate  and  the  intermixture  of 
persons  who  axe  sent  thither  as  subjects  of  punishm^t  with 
those  who  are  admitted  as  objects  of  charity  may  be  the  means 
of  extending  the  depravity  of  morals  and  manners  which  is 
ever  fatal  to  the  well  being  of  society  and  the  peace  and  or^ 
der  of  government; 

And  whereas  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  have  provided 
for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable  woriEhouse  in  the  count  v

and  are  now  therein  kept  and  maintained  shall  and  they  are 
hereby  ord^ed  and  directed  as  soon  as  convendently  may  be 
to  be  delivered  by  the  said  guardians  of  the  poor  unto  the 
keeper  of  the  said  workhouse  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia 
to  be  by  him  there  kept  and  maintained  In  manner  aforesaid.

A  SUPPL.EMJGNT  TO  THE  SEVERAL.  ACTS  OF  ASSEMBLY  FOR  THK  RE-

(Section  I,  P.  L>)  Whei«aa  hj  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth 
no  pevBon  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  sereml  acts  of  as- 
sembly made  for  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors^  unless  he  or 
she  shall  have  resided  therein  for  the  space  of  two  years  next 
before  his  or  their  imprisonment;  and  it  is  thought  expedient 
to  alter  the  same  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions^  in 
order  to  preyent  the  necessity  of  fkequent  applications  to  the 
legislature  by  persons  who  may  be  unable  to  make  payment 
and  who  are  nevertheless  without  relief  nnder  the  existing 
laws. 

[Section  I. J  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Kepresentativet*  of  the  Freemen  tjf 
the  C-ommonwenlth  of  I'ennsylvnTiiii  in  (tenenil  AsHeiiibly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  sjime,  That  so  much  of  the  laws  of 
this  commonwealth  as  deprives  any  p<*if?on  or  persons  by  rea- 
son of  his  her  or  tlu-ir  not  having  rcjiidrd  thoicin  f(»r  the 
spate  of  two  years  next  before  his,  Iier  or  tlielr  iniprisoumeul, 
of  the  benelit  of  or  ivlief  under  ail  ur  any  of  the  acts  of 
general  asiiembly  made  for  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  skull, 
as  against  him,  her  or  them  at  whose  suit  m  suits  any  such

(Section  IV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  anthorily  aforesaid,  That  every  person  who  now  i»  or 
hereafter  shsU  be  confined  in  any  gaol  witliin  this  cranmon' 
wealth  in  execution  or  otherwise  for  any  d^t  or  debta^  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  or  fine  or  fines,  forfeiture  or  forfeitures,  none 
of  which  do  or  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  pounds  exclusive 
of  costs  and  has  or  shall  have  remained  so  ctmfined  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  shall  be  discharged  from  such  confinement 
and  not  be  liable  to  be  again  imprisonc^i  for  tlie  same  and  the 
sheriff,  <:aoler  or  keeper  of  the  trrtnl  in  which  such  person  is  or 
shall  be  confined  shall  upon  application  to  him  by  the  person 
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80  confined,  discharge  him  or  her  out  of  cngtody  if  detained 
for  such  debt  or  debts,  ram  or  snms  of  money,  fine  or  forfeiture 
only  and  for  no  other  cause.

▲N  ACT  FOR  GRANTING  TRIALS  AT  NISI  PRIUS  IN  THB  COUNTY  OF 

PHILAOBLPHIA. 

(Section  I,  P.  L,)  Wbereas  the  periods  for  holding:  the  several 
terns  of  the  rapremo  eonrt  at  Philadelphia  have  bv  experi- 
ence been  fonnd  too  short  for  the  dispatch  of  and  expediting 
the  bnsiness  of  the  Bald  court  owing  partly  to  the  jfreat  length 
of  time  necessary  to  the  diaenssion  of  many  Important  and  com- 
plex eases  which  have  been  there  determined,  whereby  many 
other  trials  have  been  unayoidably  postponed  and  partly  to 
a  portion  of  each  tern  being  necessarily  allotted  for  arguments 
of  points  of  law  and  motions  in  actions  removed  from  the  sev- 
eral counties  in  the  state,  and  it  is  conceived  that  a  power  In 
the  said  court  to  hold  courts  of  nisi  prins  for  the  trial  of  such 
issues  in  fnct  as  nre  or  slin!!  ho  dopondinp  in  the  said  supreme 
•court  either  by  removal  or  otherwise'  from  the  city  or  countv  of

time  or  a  majorlly  of  them  in  vacation  shall  be  empowered  and 
they  are  hereby  enjoined  when  occasion  shall  require  to  direct 
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the  holding  of  comts  of  nisi  piins  in  the  cit  j  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  city  and  conn'ty  of  Philadelphia  before  them  or  any  one  or 
more  of  them  on  »iich  days  and  times  as  they  shall  nominate 
and  appoint  and  for  that  purpose  to  direct  the  usual  process 
to  issno  i-ptunuible  at  such  times  rlurinj^  the  sittlnp^  of  the 
same  coutIs  of  nisi  prius  as  they  shall  see  fit  for  the  trial  of 
all  such  issues  in  fact  as  are  or  shall  be  deitendinj^  in  the  said 
supreme  court  in  pleas  either  civil  or  criminal,  orij^iually  in- 
stituted in  \  said  supreme  court  or  brouprht  thitlier  by  writs 
of  removal,  appeals  or  otherwise  fmm  any  civil  or  criminal - 
jurisdiction  In  the  city  or  connty  of  Philadelphia  already 
erected  or  hereafter  to  be  erectea,  and  generally  to  do,  execute 
and  perf4H*m  all  and  erery  snch  <"t8y  matteis  and  things  and 
pnt  in  practice  all  rach  poveni  anthoritleo^  jorhididionB  and 
privileges  as  by  the  present  ezisttL'g  laws  relatiye  to  courts 
of  nisi  prius  for  other  counties  within  this  commonwealth 
or  which  in  any  manner  respect  the  same  are  enjoined  and  re- 
quired of  or  are  giyen  and  granted  to  the  sairl  justices  of  the 
said  supreme  court  or  to  any  onp  nf  thf^  same  justices; 

And  whereas  rules  for  the  striking  of  special  juries  are  often 
taken  by  defendants  in  the  said  court  for  the  more  purpose 
of  delayint^  tlie  recovery  of  undisputed  debts,  wliich  practii'e 

has  also  a  tendency  to  postpone  the  determination  of  litigated 
causes: 

[Section  IL]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  It  is  therefore  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid.  That  no  rule  on  the  defendants  appli- 
cation for  a  trial  by  special  in  the  [said]  supreme  court  or 
at  nisi  prius  of  any  issue  in  any  of  the  said  civil  actions  except 
in  cases  [where]  the  title  to  real  estate  shall  be  in  question 
diall  hereafter  be  granted  unless  the  defendant,  or  some  person 
for  him  shall  previously  make  and  file  an  affidavit  in  the  said 
•court  that  he  conceives  there  is  a  just  ad  legal  cause  of  defence 
against  the  plaintiff's  demand  in  the  said  a4:tion  or  against 
some  'part  thereof. 

[Section  III  ]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  so  much  of  an  act  of  general

Section  If  p.  L.)  Whereas  it  hath  been  represented  to  this 
hoiuie  by  the  United  States  in  congress  aBsombled  that 
a  practice  preraJls  of  importing  felons  convict  into  this 
state»  under  variona  pretences  wlilch  said  felons  convict 
so  Imported  have  been  sold  and  dispersed  among  the  people 
of  this  state  whereby  much  injury  hath  arisen  to  the 
Tnornls  of  some  and  others  li&ve  been  greatly  endangered  in 
their  lives  and  property: 

For  remedy  whereof: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  lie  it  enacted  and  it  in  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Kepresentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  ami  by 
the  authoril y  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  third  day  of 
May  next  no  captain  or  master  of  any  vessel  or  any  other  person 
or  persons  shall  knovviii;;ly  or  willingly  import,  briuj;  or  send 
or  cause  or  procure  to  be  imported,  brought  or  sent  or  be  £dding 
or  asdsting  therdn  into  this  commonwealth  land  or  water 
any  felon  convict  or  person  under  s«itence  of  death  or  any 
other  legal  disability  incurred  by  a  crindnal  prosecution  or  who 
shall  be  ddivered  or  sent  to  him  or  her  from  any  prison  or 
place  of  confinement  in  any  place  out  of  the  United  States. 

[Section  IL]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  hv  the  auth- 
ority afoi'esaid,  That  so  much  of  tlie  eleventh  section  of  the 
said  recited  act  as  iini)oses  a  forfeiture  on  the  master,  owner 
or  merchant  of  any  ship  or  vessel  of  not  more  than  one  hundred

whereof  vessels  are  unnecessarily  delayed  in  their  pafy?age  to 
and  from  the  said  port  of  Philadelphia  and  are  exposed  to  many 
injuries  and  losses  in  their  tackle,  rigging,  boats  and  anchors: 
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And  whereas  complaints  have  also  been  made  by  pilots 
against  the  masters  of  veBsels  for  that  such  masters  without 
any  reaatwable  cause  have  wantonly  and  capriciously  di»> 
rharged  and  dismissed  such  pilots  and  taken  others  in  their 
place  and  stead  and  have  sometimes  compelled  them  to  depart 
in  their  pilot  boats  at  unseasonaUe  and  inclement  times  or 
have  set  them  on  Bborc  at  inconvenient  and  improper  places  to 
the  manifest  discredit  and  great  injury  of  such  pilots: 

And  wliereas  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  have  not  pro- 
vided any  ade<iuate  remeil;  for  tlif  two  several  cases  lierein- 
before  immediately  recited  and  it  is  expedient  and  just  that 
the  same  should  he  entitled  to  a  speedy  and  summary  consider- 
ation and  redress: 

Therefore: 

[SiHtioii  VI I.J  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
authoiity  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and 
for  the  said  master  warden  or  wardens  of  the  port  of  Phila- 
delphia at  their  monthly  meetings  or  when  specially  conTOied 
according  to  the  powers  and  directions  for  that  pui-pose  given 
in  the  said  recited  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  and  he

A  COlVfMON  HALL  IN  THE  CITY  OP  PHIIxiVDELPHIA  AND  TWO  THOtT- 
SAND  DOLLARS  FOR  THB  USB  OF  DICKINSON  COLLEQB  IN  THB  BOBr 
OUOH  OP  CARLISLE. 

(Re<  tion  T,  P.  L.)  Win  rcas  the  buildings  already  erected  on 
the  jmbiic  (or  State  IIousc)  S<iuare  are  not  only  ornamental 
to  the  city  but  Lave  herett>fure  been  found  very  convenient  and 
useful  for  tlie  accommodation  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
Btates,  and  for  holding  the  sesiiions  of  the  general  assembly 
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council,  conveiitions  and  Bvch  other  bodleB  as  the  exigencies  of 
this  state  [hATe]  ftom  time  to  time  required: 

And  whereas  the  city  of  Philadelphia  Is  possessed  of  a  lot 
on  the  northeast  comer  of  the  said  square  sufficient  for  the 
erecting  of  a  city  hall  of  the  same  dimonsiona  and  form  with 
the  county  court  house  lately  buUt,  which,  when  completed, 
will  add  considerably  to  the  elegance  and  nsefnlness  of  the 
whole: 

And  wheroas  the  taxes  !eviof!  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  city  (for  stnto  atkI  city  usos)  are  oxreedinjyly  lioavy  and 
It  would  be  improper  at  thif  time  to  lay  any  additional  burden 
on  them  for  building;  the  same  and  a  number  of  [the]  citizens 
beintr  desirous  of  havinfr  a  lottery  institutod  for  the  purpose: 

And  whereas  tlie  ftitids  of  Dickinson  College  in  the  boroujrh 
of  Tarlislo  have  been  found  inadequate  for  the  purposes  by 
tliem  intended: 

Therefore: 

[Section  L]  (Bection  TT,  P.  L.)  Be  It  therefore  enacted  and 
It  is  hereby  enacted  b\  i  he  Kepresentatiyes  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Ck»mmonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  mayor,  aldermen 
and  dtisens  of  Philadelphia  in  common  council  assembled  shall 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  appoint 
fsix]  managers  and  directors  of  the  lottery  hereby  instituted 
and  directed  to  be  drawn  for  the  preparing  and  disposing  of 
tickets,  to  oversee  the  drawinp:  of  the  lots  aad  to  order  and 
perform  all  such  other  matters  and  thinp:s  as  are  hereinafter 
directed  and  appointed  to  be  done  and  performed:  and  that  the 
said  manapjprs  or  any  six  of  thorn  shall  meet  touether  at  some 
convenient  ]i1fire  by  them  to  be  appointe<1  for  the  execution  of 
the  powpi^  and  trust  roposed  in  them  by  this  art  and  shall 
cause  proper  books  to  be  prepared  in  which  each  leaf  sliall  be 
divided  into  three  columns,  upon  the  innerm rsf  df  which  shall 
be  printed  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  ticket<s  numbered  one, 
two,  three  and  so  onwards  in  nritlmietical  progression  where 
the  common  excess  is  to  be  one,  until  they  rise  to  the  number 
of  twelve  thoumnd  five  hundred;  upon  the  outside  column 
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there  alwll  be  printed  the  like  number  of  tickets  of  the  same 
breadth  and  form  and  numbered  in  like  manner  and  in  the 
middle  c<4iimn  ehfill  be  printed  a  third  eet  of  tieketa  of  the 
Bame  nnmbera  with  those  of  the  other  two  columnar  which 
tickets  shall  be  joined  with  oblique  lines  or  devices  in  snch 
mnnner  as  the  said  managers  Shall  direct,  and  every  of  the 
last  mentioned  tickets  shall  have  written  or  printed  thereupon 
(besides  the  number  of  such  ticket  and  the  year  of  our  liord) 
the  following  words,  Yiz,  "City  Uall  and  Dickinson  College 
Lottery." 

"This  ticket  entitles  the  bearer  to  such  prize  as  may  be 
drawn  against  itn  number  if  demanded  in  nine  months  after 
the  drawing  is  linished,  subject  to  a  deduction  of  twenty  per 
cent." 

[Section  II.J  (Section  III,  1\  L.)  And  be  it  further  euacted 
17  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  managers  shall  have 
full  power  and  authotity  to  sell  and  dispose  of  to  such  person 
or  persons  as  shall  choooe  to  adventttte  in  the  said  lottery  the 
tickets  of  the  middle  column  aforesaid  at  the  rate  of  four 
dollars  each  for  ready  money  and  not  otherwise,  and  upon  the 
receipt  of  such  sum  of  four  dollars  shall  dellTer  to  the  said 
adventurer  one  of  the  said  tickets  signed  by  one  of  the  man- 
agers and  cut  out  of  the  said  books  through  the  said  oblique 
lines  and  devices,  indentwlse,  to  be  kept  and  used  for  the 
better  ascertaining  and  securing  Iiis  or  her  or  their  Interest 
in  the  said  ticket  in  case  it  should  be  fortunate. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  I>.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  for  the  greater  sec  urity  of  the 
adventurers  and  pumiual  payment  (if  the  prizes  that  shall 
be  drawn  in  the  said  h)((ery,  the  sjiid  nianaL^ers  shall  f>ay 
weekly  into  the  Bank  uf  North  America  oil  the  moneys  arising 
from  tickets  by  them  sold,  for  which  they  shall  receive  from  the 
said  bank  such  acknowledgment  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  col- 
lege aforesaid  for  the  purposes  in  this  act  mentioned  as  are 
usually  given  by  the  said  bank  for  other  moneys  deposited 
therein. 

[Sectioa  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  for  enabling  the  said  managers 
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to  pay  off  the  prizes  as  tli€j  are  fleTerally  drawn  and  tor  dis- 
charging the  incidental  expenses  attending  the  management 
and  drawing  o(  the  said  lotteiy,  orders  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
said  managers  or  any  four  or  more  of  them  on  the  said  bank  in 
checks  provided  for  that  purpose  expressing  that  such  drafts 
are  upon  account  of  the  said  lotteiy. 

[Section  V.]  (fcJection  VI,  T.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  as  soon  as  tlie  ticketn  of  the 
middle  column  shall  be  sold  the  said  managei'S  or  any  four 
or  more  of  them  shall  caut-e  ail  the  tickets  of  the  extreme 
column  in  the  said  books,  the  same  being  cut  out  iudentwise 
through  the  said  oblique  lines  or  devices,  to  be  carefully  rolled 
up,  and  made  fast  with  silk  or  thread  and  shall  canse  them  to 
be  pot  into  a  box  to  be  prepared  for  that  purpose,  marked 
with  the  letter  A,  and  to  be  immediately  after  sealed  with  the 
BeToral  seals  of  the  said  managers  until  the  said  tickets  are  to 
be  drawn  as  is  hereinafter  mentionedi  bat  the  tickets  of  the 
innermost  column  shall  remain  in  the  said  books  tw  the  dis- 
covering any  mistake  or  fraud  if  such  should  happen  to  be 
committed  contrary  to  the  meaning  of  this  act 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  managers  or  any  four 
or  more  of  them  shall  also  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared 
three  thousand  eig^ht  hundred  and  sixty-seven  prize  tickets  on 
which  shall  be  written  or  expressed  as  well  in  fi<jjures  as  iu 
rords  at  length  as  follows:  that  is  to  say,  upon  one  of  them 
three  thousand  dollars,  upon  one  other  of  them  two  tliousand 
dollars,  upon  two  others  of  them  severally  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  ui>ou  thi-ee  others  of  them  severally  one  thou- 
i«and  dollars,  upon  ten  other  of  them  severally  live  hundred 
dollars,  upon  twenty  other  of  them  severally  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, upon  thirty  other  of  them,  Bevemlly  one  hundred  dollars; 
upon  fifty  other  of  them  seferally  fifty  dollars,  upon  one  hun- 
dred other  [of  them]  severally  twenty  dollars,  upon  one  hun* 
dred  and  fifty  other  of  them  severally  ten  dollars,  and  upon 
three  thousand  five  hundred  other  of  them  severally  six  dollars 
which  principal  sums  so  to  be  expressed  upon  the  said  tickets 
will  amount  in  the  whole  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  out  of  which 
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the  said  managers  aro  hereby  authorized  aud  requirod  to  de- 
duet  twenty  per  centum  aud  uo  more  amountin<j;  in  the  whole 
to  ten  thousand  dollars,  the  sum  intended  to  be  raised  by  tliis 
act  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned  and  specified. 

[Section  VII.]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  ftrther  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  managen  or 
any  four  or  more  of  them  shall  cause  the  said  prise  tickets 
written  upon  as  aforesaid  to  be  carefully  rolled  up  and  fastened 
with  Bilk  or  thread  and  put  into  another  box  to  be  prepared 
for  that  purpose  marked  with  the  letter  '*B''  and  sealed  up 
with  the  several  seals  of  the  said  managers  to  be  by  them 
carefully  kept  until  tl^  tickets  shall  be  drawn  in  a  manner 
hereinafter  directed. 

[Section  VIII.]  (Section  IX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  managers  or  any 
four  or  more  of  them  shall  cause  the  said  boxes  with  all  the 
fickots  therein  to  be  earned  to  some  public  and  couTonient 
room  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  by  ten  o'clock  in  the  rnrcnoon 
on  sduie  certnin  day  to  be  by  theui  ai)poiuted  and  phx  <  <!  on 
a  sta^^'  oi'  table  and  sliall  then  aud  there  severally  attend  this 
service  and  tause  the  two  boxes  to  be  unsealed  and  opened 
and  the  ticket.s  or  lots  in  tlie  said  boxes  being  in  tlie  presence 
of  the  managers  aud  such  of  the  adventurers  as  shall  think 
proper  to  attend  well  shaken  and  mixed  together  in  each  box, 
some  one  indilferent  and  fit  person  to  be  appointed  and  directed 
by  the  said  managers  shall  draw  one  ticket  from  the  box  A 
in  which  the  said  numbered  tickets  shall  haTe  been  put  as 
aforessid  and  one  other  Indifferent  and  flt  poson  appointed 
and  directed  In  like  manner  shall  at  the  same  time  draw  one 
ticket  or  lot  from  the  box  B  in  which  the  said  three  thousand 
«ig]it  hundred  and  sixty-seven  prize  tickets  shall  haTe  been 
promisciously  put  as  aforesaid  and  the  tickets  so  drawn  shall 
be  immediately  opened  and  the  number  of  ticket  drawn  from 
the  box  A  and  the  value  of  the  prize  drawn  out  of  the  box  B 
shall  be  called  aloud  and  the  number  and  prize  shall  be  filed 
together  and  entered  in  books  by  clerks  whom  ihf  niannirers 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  and  ov*  rsee 
for  this  purpose,  and  so  the  drawing  to  continue  by  taking  one 
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ticket  at  a  time  oat  of  each  box  and  opening,  calling  alond 

filing  and  entering  the  Bame  as  is  before  mentioned  until  the 
whole  three  thonsand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  prize 
tickets  stiall  be  completely  drawn  from  the  box  B,  and  if  the 
drawing  aforesaid  cannot  be  performed  in  ouo  day,  the  said 
mana<jfrs  «hall  canso  the  said  boxes  to  be  sealed  up  in  inanner 
aioi'esaid  and  adjourn  until  the  next  day  and  so  from  dny  to 
daj*  (Sundays  excepted)  until  the  drawinfj  shall  bo  linislied 
and  completed  as  afoi'esaid,  and  the  tickets  so  drawn  shall 
lemaiu  in  the  custody  of  the  managers. 

[Section  IX.]  (Section  X,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  as  soon  as  the  drawing  is 
finished  the  books  of  the  several  cIctIcb  compared  and  liata 
made  ont  there  from,  the  managen  aliall  cause  a  list  of  the 
fortunate  numbers  to  be  published  in  two  English  and  one 
Geman  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and 
immediately  thereafter  proceed  to  the  payment  of  the  prise 
money,  and  if  any  dispute  shall  arise  in  adjusting  the  prop* 
eity  of  any  of  the  said  fortunate  nuroberSi  the  managers  shall 
determine  to  whom  it  doth  or  ought  to  belong. 

[Section  X.]  (Section  XT,  V.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  of  the  fortunate  adven- 
turers shall  neglect  to  apply  to  the  said  managers  for  the  sum 
due  on  his  or  her  or  their  tickets  respectively  within  the  space 
of  nine  mouths  after  the  publicjition  nf  the  prizf*  list,  such  Biim 
or  sums  of  money  so  due  to  him,  licr  or  them  shall  hi^  n[){)Ued 
to  the  uses,  intents  and  purposes  to  which  the  sum  Iieroby 
intended  to  be  raised  is  ordered  to  be  upiUi>priated  and  applied.

Library  Company  in  the  connty  of  Pucks  by  their  petition  have 
prayed  to  be  incorporated  and  vested  with  such  powers  and 
privileges  as  are  enjoyed  by  corporations  of  a  siuiiiur  nature 
within  this  commonwealth:

by are  made  and  constituted  a  corporate  and  body  iwlitic  in  law 
and  in  fact  to  have  continuance  forever  by  the  namef  style  and 
title  of  "The  Newtown  Library  Company."

(Section  I»  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  settlement  and  adjustment  of 
the  accounts  of  thia  state  in  a  clear  and  accurate  manner  and 
the  keeping  the  same  in  a  fair^  regular  and  intelligible  mode, 
so  as  to  show  in  a  Bliot-t  and  comprehensive  view  a  general 
state  of  them  is  of  great  importance  to  the  community  and  the 
mode  at  present  pursued  does  not  answer  those  useful  pur- 
poses:

and  by  the  authority  nf  the  snme,  That  if  any  sheriff  or  sheriffs 
constable  or  constables,  who  has  or  hove  ivieived  or  who  shall 
receive  any  money  or  moneys  for  taxes  in  vii'tne  of  their  re- 
spective offices  nnd  the  laws  in  snrh  rases  provided,  shall  ne-

OHAPTER  MCDXXV. 


AN  ACT  TO  EXARLE  THE  OWNERS  AND  POSSESSORS  OF  A  CERTAIN 
TRACT  OF  MARSH  AND  M£AIX)W  LAND  THEREIN  DESCRIBED  SITU- 
ATB  IN  THE  OOtTNTT  OP  CHBSTBR  TO  KBBP  TKB  BANKS.  DAMSb 
SLUICES  AND  FLOODGATES  IN  REPAIR  AND  TO  RAISE  A  FUND  TO 
DEFRAY  THE  EXPENSE  THEREOF. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  there  is  a  certain  Itnct  of  marsh 
and  meadow  land  situated  in  the  township  of  Tinicmn  in  the 

county  of  Chester  bounded  by  tlie  river  Delaware,  Darby  Creek 
and  the  fast  land,  which  said  tract  or  parcel  of  marsh  and 
meadow  hath  been  and  now  is  embanked,  but  iiiaiimuch  as 
the  batd^s,  dam«,  slnic  i  s  and  flood-gates  made  for  the  stopping 
out  the  tide  waters  from  the  same  and  for  prevent  inL''  the  over- 
flowing: tliei  I  ul  ( uunot  be  equitably  and  suliicieuily  mamiaiued 
witiiout  u  law. 

[Section  I.]  (Section  il,  i\  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Kepreaentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Common- 
wealth  of  PennajlYaiiia  in  (General  Assembly  met  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same.  That  the  owners,  occupiers  and  posses- 
sors of  the  said  tract  or  district  of  meadow  land  shall  be  hence- 
forth called  and  named  "the  Darby  Creek  Company,"  and  that 
Philip  Price,  John  Pearson,  Hugh  Lloyd,  John  Hunt,  Jan., 
and  Isaac  Serrill,  gentlemen,  or  any  three  of  them  are  hereby 
nominated,  authorised  and  appointed  within  three  months  after 
the  publication  of  this  act,  to  divide  the  banks  which  surround 
and  include  the  said  tract  or  piece  of  meadow  land  and  allot 
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and  appoint  how  many  perches  of  tho  said  bank  oacli  owner  or 
po8se8i!K>r  shall  hereafter  make,  repair,  maintain  ;i?ui  support 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  he  now  holds  or  here- 
after sliall  hohl  tlierein  having  an  equitable  rej^anl  to  the 
quality,  situation  and  circumstances  of  the  bank  so  to  be 
allotted,  all  which  said  allotments  and  divisions  so  made  and 
signified  by  an  instrument  in  writing  under  the  hands  and 
seals  of  any  tliree  of  tliem  and  recoifded  in  the  office  for  feeord* 
Ing  deeds  for  tlie  county  of  Chester  shall  be  the  proi)er  shares, 
parts,  proportions  and  qnantities  of  bank  for  the  sereral  own- 
ers or  possessors  of  the  said  meadows  to  repair  and  support  at 
their  own  proper  charge  and  expense. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  owners,  occupiers  or  possessors 
of  the  said  tract  of  meadow  land  whose  allotmentB,  sliares  or 
parts  of  the  bank  are  in  anywise  defective  shall  within  three 
months  after  the  allotments  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act 
cause  them  to  be  put  in  good  and  substantial  repair  and  make 
up    or   cause   their    respective   parts    of   the    banks  so 
as  aforpsai»l  allotted  to  be  ma<le  up  of  a  sunieimt  breadth  and 
level  on  Hk^  top  !iud  sutlicieutly  strong  and  secure  to  di  feud  the 
said  mea<h>ws  from  all  inundations,  for  whieli  end  the  ssiid 
banks  bhatl  always  be  kt  pi  at  lf*nst  six  inehes  higher  than  any 
tide  that  hath  been  known,  by  each  or  any  of  the  said  owners 
possessors  or  occupiers  ou  their  and  each  of  their  parts  so 
as  aforesaid  to  them  respectively  allotted,  under  tlie  penalty 
of  ten  shillings  for  every  perch  of  bank  not  made,  repaired 
and  supitorted  as  aforesaid,  which  fine  shall  be  recovered  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  directed  and  added  to  the  common  stock 
of  the  said  company,  and  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  lands  of 
which  the  banks  are  shall  sow  the  said  banks  with  grass  seed 
and  mow  and  keep  them  clean  trom  time  to  time  when  neces^ 
sary  and  at  such  times  as  a  major  part  of  the  managers  shall 
order  and  direct  and  upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  of  the 
respective  owners  or  possessors  of  any  meadow  lands  in  the 
said  district  after  ten  days  notice  being  given  him,  her  or  them 
by  a  major  part  of  the  managers  foi  the  time  being  to  sow  with 
grass  seed,  mow  and  keep  clean  their  respective  parts  of  the 
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gnir]  bank,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  major 
part  of  tho  said  ninnnjjors  from  time  to  time  to  employ  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  wdrkincn  to  mow,  keep  clean  and  bow  with 
prasj^-seed  the  banks  bo  nofjloctod  and  cliarfio  the  owners,  pos- 
sessors or  occupiers  resi>ectively  with  t)io  wliolo  cost  arising 
tliorcupon  and  npon  their  or  nnx  of  their  uefjlect  or  refusal 
to  defray  the  same  it  sliall  aiid  may  be  lawful  for  the  treas- 
urer of  the  said  district  bv  the  order  of  tlie  major  j)art  of  the 
managers  to  recover  the  money  m  expended  in  tlie  manner  here- 
inafter directed. 

[Section  in.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted 
by  the  antbority  aforesaid,  That  after  the  banks  sball  be 
made  and  repaired  as  aforesaid  the  coats  and  charges  of  main- 
taining and  amending  the  dams,  sluices  and  floodgates  at  all 
future  times  shall  be  paid  by  all  the  owners,  occupiers,  or  pos- 
sessors of  the  meadow  land  in  the  said  district  according  to 
the  number  of  acres  that  they  and  each  of  them  shall  hold, 
possess  and  occupy,  the  same  to  be  maintained,  supported  and 
amended  by  the  managers  of  the  said  district  and  in  such 
manner  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  hereafter  to  be  chosen 
shall  direct. 

[Rection  IV.]  (Section  Y,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted 
by  tlie  authority  aforesaid.  That  it  sliall  and  may  he  Inwfnl  for 
tlie  snid  ednijiany  or  as  many  of  them  as  sliail  think  fit  to 
meet  together  on  the  second  l^fonday  in  September  yearly  and 
every  year  at  the  school  house  in  the  said  township  or  such 
otlier  foiiv<Mnent  place  as  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  by  the 
managers  of  the  said  company  or  any  two  of  them  to  be  chosen 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  of  which  place  and  time  of  meeting  the 
treasurer  of  the  said  company  shall  by  adTertisement  notif|y 
the  owners  or  occupiers  ten  days  before  the  day  appointed  for 
such  meeting  and  then  and  thereby  a  majority  of  those  met 
shall  choose  by  ticket  in  writing  three  fit  persons^  owners  or 
possessors  of  land  in  the  said  company  to  be  managers  and  one 
fit  person  to  be  treasurer  of  the  said  company  for  the  year 
then  next  ensuing. 

[Section  v.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  of  the  owners  or  pos- 
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sessora  elected  managers  as  aforesaid  on  due  notice  given  in 
writing  of  liis  election  by  some  of  the  company  present  at  the 
said  election  shall  refuse  or  afterwards  neglect  to  do  the  duty 
required  of  him  or  them  by  this  act,  he  or  they  so  refusing  or 
neglecting  his  duty  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treas- 
urer for  the  time  being  the  sum  of  thi*ee  pounds  to  be  added  to 
the  common  stock  of  the  said  comitany  unless  he  or  they  have 
sefred  two  years  suceesdTely  In  the  said  office  next  before  his 
or  their  said  appointment,  which  fine  shall  be  recovered  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  directed  for  the  recovery  of  other  mon^ 
payable  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  company  and  the  other 
managers  shall  proceed  in  the  execution  of  thdr  office  without 
him  or  them  or  if  they  think  fit  may  choose  others  of  the  said 
owners  or  possesaors  to  be  manager  or  managers  in  the  place 
of  him  or  them  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  and  If  the  person  so 
elected  treasurer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  the  duties  or  to 
give  the  securities  required  by  this  act,  or  shall  misbehave  him- 
self or  by  death  or  othen^ise  be  rendered  incapable  to  execute 
the  said  oflBce,  in  any  of  these  cases  the  manager  for  the  time 
being  shall  choose  another  fit  person  to  be  the  treasurer  for 
that  vf-ar. 

[St  ,  liun  VI.]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  autlioHty  aforesaid,  Th.it  every  treasurer  hereafter  to 
be  eh(»sen  shall  before  he  takes  upon  him  the  exeonliou  of  liis 
office  ent(>r  into  an  obligation  to  tlie  said  Darby  Creek  Company 
with  at  least  one  sufficient  surety  in  double  the  value  of  the 
money  that  may  probably  come  into  his  hands  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  his  office  as  near  as  can  be  estimated  by  the  man- 
agers,  conditioned  that  he  will  once  in  every  year  or  offcener 
if  required  render  his  accounts  to  the  said  managers  or  a 
majority  of  them  and  well  and  truly  account,  adjust  and  settle 
with  them  when  required  for  and  concerning  all  moneys  that 
are  or  shall  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  that 
belong  to  the  said  company  and  shall  well  and  truly  pay  the 
balance  that  shall  appear  on  such  settlement  to  be  in  his  hands 
to  such  person  and  to  such  services  as  any  two  of  the  managers 
for  the  time  being  shall  order  and  appoint  and  not  otherwise^ 
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and  that  he  will  Qo  and  execute  all  other  matters  and  thiuga 
as  treasurer  to  the  said  company  accnrdin.12:  to  the  true  intent 
and  mcaninf^  of  this  act  and  that  ho  will  at  the  expiration 
of  his  ollice  well  nn«l  truly  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  and  delivered 
all  the  money  then  reniainin'r  in  his  hands  to<;ether  with  the 
books  of  accouuis  coucerninj,^  the  same  and  all  other  papers 
and  w  ritings  in  his  keeping  belonging  to  liie  said  company  unto 
bis  successor  in  the  said  office. 

[Section  Vll.j  (SecUon  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  bj 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  ahall  and  maj  be  lawful  for 
tiie  sold  manageia  or  any  two  of  tliem  as  often  as  tiiey  shall  see 
occasion,  to  meet  together  and  lay  such  assessments  and  taxes 
on  evety  acre  of  land  in  the  said  district  as  they  shall  judge 
to  be  necessaiy  for  the  benefit  and  security  of  the  same,  and 
the  said  managers  or  any  two  of  them  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  the  power  of  disposing  of  all  moneys  paid  to  the  said 
treasurer  by  virtue  of  this  act  and  of  hiring  and  appointing 
at  the  expense  of  the  company,  if  they  see  occasion,  any  per- 
son or  persons  from  time  to  time  to  inspect  the  condition  of 
all  the  banks,  dams,  sluices  and  floodgates  within  the  bounds 
of  the  said  district  and  to  offer  and  pay  such  rewards  as  they 
think  necessary  out  of  the  common  stock  for  the  destruction 
of  such  vermin  as  nsualiy  damage  the  banks  and  dams  as  well 
as  for  all  other  general  services  of  the  said  com])aiiy. 

[Hection  Vlfl.]  (Section  IX,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  bv  the 
authority  afoiebuid,  That  the  major  part  of  the  managers  uf 
the  said  ( omjiany  for  the  time  being  shall  at  least  three  times 
in  each  year  at  such  tinier  as  they  thiuk  necessary  by  written 
or  pnuitMl  advertisements  published  in  two  or  more  places  in 
the  township  of  Tinicum  and  at  two  or  more  places  in  the  town- 
ship of  Ridley  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  therein  to  be 
appointed,  require  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  all  meadow  lands 
within  the  bounds  of  the  said  company  to  cut  all  ransted, 
elders,  poke,  thistles,  burdock  and  other  weeds  growing  there- 
in which  may  be  injurious  to  the  said  meadows,  and  should  the 
owner  or  owners  or  occuf^ers  of  the  [lands]  or  any  of  them 
neglect  to  cut  or  mow  the  same  at  such  times  as  they  shall  be 
so  required,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers 
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and  tlioy  are  hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  hire  and  employ 
a  anllicicnt  number  of  workmen  to  cut  or  mow  the  same  and 
to  fine  the  said  owner  or  occupier  for  tlu  ir  ne'^lect  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  cost  of  Iho  said  (  utting  or  mowing  and  re- 
cover thf  money  so  e\p<i5u1o<i  in  liiriu*:^  men  and  the  fine  so 
imposed  in  lilce  maniicr  as  otlur  .sums  of  mnnoy  are  by  this 
act  (lirccteil  to  be  n  *  ovcicd,  which  hues  shsUl  be  applied  to 
the  benelit  of  the  s^'iid  ci>mi>aiiy. 

[Section  IX.]  (Section  X,  1*.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforegaid,  That  all  creeks  or  ditches  vldcli  now  are 
or  hereafter  shall  be  made  in  the  said  district  of  the  width  of 
nine  feet  and  [the]  depth  of  three  feet  shall  be  deoned  and 
considered  in  law  as  lawful  fences  and  enclosures  and  if  any 
owner  or  occupier  shall  find  on  his  or  her  land  within  the  said 
district  so  enclosed  as  aforesiEiid  any  swine  or  hogs,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  owner  or  occupier  to  seise  and 
take  all  snch  swine  or  hogs  whether  yoked  and  ringed  or  not 
and  it  being  legally  proved  before  the  next  justice  of  the  peace 
that  snch  swine  or  hogs  were  taken  in  his  or  her  meadow  land 
so  enclosed,  the  said  justice  shall  forthwith  order  and  direct 
the  treasurer  of  the  said  company  to  advertise  the  same  and 
within  five  days  sell  at  public  auction  all  such  swine  and,  after 
deductin*;  all  reasonable  cost,  divide  the  remainder  equally 
between  the  treasnier  for  the  use  of  the  company  and  the  per> 
son  so  taking  them  up. 

[Section  X.]  (Section  XI,  1'.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid.  That  the  orders  of  any  two  of  the  man- 
agers for  the  time  being  on  the  treasnrer  shall  be  coiiiplied 
witli  by  the  said  treasurer  and  shall  be  <^ood  voncliers  to  in- 
demnify him  for  the  payment  and  delivery  of  the  money  and

(Section  1,  i\  L.)  Whereas  George  1  rey  of  Middletown  in 
the  county  of  DaupMn,  hath  at  a  great  expense  a<ected  a  mill 
Bear  tbe  xuoath  of  Swatara  creek  which  is  bound  to  be  pub- 
Uc  utility.

if  they  or  any  of  them  shall  be  found  to  vary  from  the  dimen-

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  It  bein^^  flrrected  and  established  by  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  that  the  "congress  thereof 
shall  have  power  to  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  nil  cjtses 
whatsoever  over  such  district  (not  excooding  ten  miles  square) 
as  may  by  cesHion  of  particular  states  and  the  acceptance 
of  congress  become  the  «n;it  of  government  of  the  United 
States:"  And  the  same  apjM'aiing  to  be  just  and  reasonable 
and  this  house  being  wilHuLr  to  make  such  cession  as  afore- 
said over  such  district  as  mav  be  chosen  within  this  state  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid.

DiBTKiora. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  freemen  of  the  county  of  Berks 
have  by  their  petitions  to  this  house  prayed  that  the  aaid 
county  may  be  divided  into  election  districts  and  It  ia  conceived 
that  [the]  same  would  contribute  to  their  ease  in  attending 
their  general  elections: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Bepresentatiyes  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Oommonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aaaembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after  the  paM> 
iug  of  this  act  the  county  of  Berks  shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  divided  into  five  election  districts  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  the  general  elections  of  which  the  borough  of  Reading 
and  the  townships  of  Alsace,  Cumru,  Exter,  IT  ei  del  berg,  Breck- 
noch,  ^fniflen-creek, -Oamaryon,  Oley,  Robinson,  Kuscomb- 
manor  and  the  lower  pnrt  of  Bern  (the  township  of  Bern  to  be 
divided  as  follows,  be^xiniiinG^  at  n  black  oak  tree  standiner  on 
the  eastern  bank  of  I'ulpehocken  crei^-k  in  H^iid  tuw nsliip,  be- 
ing a  corner  of  Anthony  Shomo  and  Abraham  Stout's  land. 
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thence  by  [a]  straight  line  to  John  Noecker's  mill  on  the  river 
Bchuylkill)  shall  be  the  first,  and  the  freemen  thereof  shall  hold 
their  elections  at  the  court-house  in  the  said  borough  of  Read-

Earl,  Amity,  Union,  Colebrookdale  and  Douglass  shall  be  the 
fifth  and  the  fnx^nien  thereof  shall  hold  their  elections  at  the 
house  now  occupied  by  William.  Witman  in  the  towm>hlp  of 
Amity,  anything  to  the  contrary  hereof  In  any  former  law  con- 
tained notwithstanding.

THKEtmK  MBNTtONBD. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Easton  have  represented  by  their  petition  to  the  assembly  that 
the  said  town  is  advantageonaly  sitnated  on  the  conflnz  of  the 
rivers  Delaware  and  Lehigh  and  Is  greatly  improving  and  in- 
ereaslng  in  the  nnmber  of  boildings  and  inhaMtants  and  that 
the  courts  of  justice  for  the  county  are  held  there>  and  for 
these  reasons  have  prayed  that  the  said  town  may  be  erected 
into  a  borough. 
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[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  It  therefore  enaeted  and

(Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enaeted 
1^  the  authority  aforeBaid,  That  the  electiona  for  the  said 
county  of  Delaware  shall  be  held  at  the  old  court  house  in  the 
connty  of  Delaware  to  elect  or  choose  a  councillor  for  the  same 
borouffh  of  Chester  where  the  freemen  of  the  said  county  shall 
elect  at  the  times  and  nndpr  tho  repfiilntions  diroctod  hy  the 
officers  elortod  in  and  for  any  otlior  county  may,  can  or  on^ht 
to  have,  and  the  said  cloctionH  shall  bo  conducted  in  the  same 
manner  and  form,  and  aj^reeably  to  the  same  ruh^s  and  rejrula- 
tions  a«  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force  in  the  other 
counties  of  this  stiite.  Provided  always.  That  nothing;  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  or  empower  the  electors  of  the 
contititulion  and  laws  of  this  state  a  councillor,  representatives 
to  aenre  them  in  general  asaerably,  ceniors^  sheriffs,  corunem 
and  commissioners,  which  said  oAcero,  when  duly  elected  and 
qvaliiiedy  shaU  bare  and  enjoy  all  and  singular  such  powfn^ 
authorities  and  privileges  with  respect  to  their  county  as  snch 
counly  until  the  term  for  which  the  present  councillor  for 
Ohester  county  was  elected  shall  by  law  expire  or  until  his 
death,  resignation  or  remoyal  from  office. 

[Section  v.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  freemen  of  the  said  county 
of  Delaware  shall  at  all  future  general  elections  elect  two  mem- 
bers and  the  freemen  of  the  county  of  Chester  at  all  future  gen- 
eral elections  shall  elect  fonr  members  to  represent  them  re- 
spectively in  the  general  astM'nibly  of  this  commonwealth  until 
the  same  Bhall  be  altered  agreeably  to  the  consitation  and  laws

[Section  VL]  (Section  VII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  justices  of  the  supreme 
court  and  of  the  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  general  gaol 
ddivery  of  thte  state  shall  have  like  powers,  jurisdictions  and 
anthoritieB  in  the  said  county  of  Delaware  as  in  the  other 
counties  of  this  state  and  they  hereby  are  authorised  and  em- 
powered to  delirer  the  gaols  of  the  said  county  of  Ddaware  of 
capital  and  other  offenders  In  like  manner  as  they  are  author- 
ised to  do  In  other  counties  of  thia  state. 
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[Bection  VII.]  (Section  YIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  af  ore«aid,  That  the  jtistlces  of  the  courts 
of  quarter  Bessiona  and  common  pleas  now  commissioned  with* 

in  tlio  limits  of  the  counl7  Delaware  and  those  that  may 
hereafter  be  commissioned,  or  any  tliree  of  themi,  shall  and  may 
hold  courts  of  general  quarter  seseions  of  the  peace  and  jjaol 
delivery  and  county  conrts  of  common  plens  for  the  said  rnnnty 
of  Deliiwaro  and  Hhall  have  nil  and  sin-nlar  such  j  owers, 
rights,  jurisdictiouK  and  authorities  to  all  intents  and  purj)ose8 
as  other  justices  of  the  courts  of  goneial  quarter  sessions  and 
justices  of  the  county  courts  of  common  pli  as  in  the  other 
counties  of  this  state  may,  can  or  ought  to  have  in  their  re- 
spective couutieSi  which  said  conrts  of  common  pleas  shall 
open,  commence  and  be  held  for  the  said  connty  of  Ddawaie  at 
the  conrt'honse  in  the  said  borough  of  Chester  on  the  second

L.)  lie  it  therefore  enacted 
by.the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to 
and  for  Henry  Hale  Graham,  Bichaxd  Reilly,  Josiah  Lewis,  Ed- 
ward Jones  and  Benjamin  Brannan,  or  any  three  of  them,  to 
take  couTeyances  and  assurances  to  them  and  their  heirs  of  the 
said  old  courthouse,  and  of  the  prison  and  workhouse  in  the 
said  borough  of  Chester,  with  the  lots  of  ground  thereunto  be- 
longing, in  trust  and  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
eonnl7  of  Delaware  to  accommodate  the  public  service  of  the 
said  county. 
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And  in  order  to  defray  the  charge  of  purchasing  the  mid  old 
court-house,  pdaon  and  wockhouae  and  the  lot  of  ground  there* 

onto  belonging: 

[Section  IX.]  (SfK'tion  X.  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enact otl  by  the 
authority  aforosjiid,  Tfiat  it  shall  and  may  bo  lawful  to  and  for 
the  commisksioners  and  township  ass«^«Mtrs  of  the  said  county 
of  Delaware  or  a  majority  of  tliem  to  as.s<^s  and  levy  and  they 
ai'c  hereby  required  to  assess  and  levy  in  the  manner  directed 
by  the  act  for  raising  county  rates  and  levies,  so  much  money 
as  the  said  trustees  or  any  three  of  them  shall  judge  necesaary 
to  lay  out  In  the  porchaae  and  repairing  of  the  said  old  conit- 
honsei  prison  and  workhouse  and  the  lot  of  ground  thereunto 
bdonging:

this  act  and  if  the  taxes  assessed  and  laid  in  Chester  county 
before  the  iMuasing  of  this  act  for  county  uses  shall  be  more 
than  BoiBdent  to  pay  all  the  just  debta  of  the  said  county  when 
the  flaid  taxes  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  tieasnra*  of 
Chester  county,  he,  the  said  tieaaurer,  shall  pay  unto  the  said 
trustees  of  Delaware  county  their  full  proportion  or  part  of 
such  ovetplus  money  agreeably  to  the  taxes  the  sold  two  coun< 
ties  have  respectively  paid,  the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  the 
commissioners  of  Chester  county,  and  also  that  the  said  county 
of  Delaware  shall  be  liable  and  accountable  for  its  due  and 
proper  proportion  of  all  public  laxes  due  from  the  said  county 
of  Chester  before  the  division  thereof  in  like  manner  as  if  this 
act  had  not  been  made. 

[SSectiou  Xli.j  (JSectiuu  Xlll,  T.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  aulJiurity  aforesaid,  That  the  8herifl.«,  curouei-a, 
ireaburers  ami  cuilectois  of  excise  hereof  Lei*  to  be  api>oiuted  or 
elected  in  the  said  county  of  Delaware,  before  they  or  any  of 
them  shall  enter  upon  the  execution  of  thdr  respective  office^ 
shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  execution  of  their  respective 
offices^  tliat  is  to  say  the  sherlft  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  iive 
hundred  pounds^  the  coroner  seven  hundred  and  fitty  pounds^ 
the  treasurer  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  Ave  hundred  pounds, 
the  collector  of  excise  in  the  sunn  of  two  hundred  pounds.

CHAPTER  MCDXLIV. 


AN  ACT  TO  ENABLE  THB  OWNERS  AND  POSSESSORS  OF  A  CERTAIN 

TRACT  OF  MEADOW  LAND  SITUATED  IN  THE  PRECINCT  OF  RICH- 
MOND IN  THE  TOWNSHIP  OF  THE  NORTHERN  LdBKRTmS  TO  KEBP 
THE  BANK,  DAMS.  SLUICES  AND  FLOOD-GATES  IN  REPAIR. 

(^>ection  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  i^reat  danuigee  and  controversies 
frequently  arise  by  the  ne<rlec-t  of  owners  of  niai-sh  meadows 
keepinf?  tlieir  banks,  dums,  biuices  and  flood-gates  in  repair  and 
the  labor  and  expenses  of  the  generality  of  a  neighborhood  may 
be  rendered  ineffectual  by  the  default  of  an  individual: 

And  whereoa  tberc  is  a  certain  eontiguoiu  tract  of  tianked 
and  improved  meadow  lying  on  the  riTer  Delaware  in  the  pre- 
cinct of  Bichmond  in  the  townsliip  of  tlie  Northern  Lib- 
erties>  Philadelphia  county,  contained  within  the  bounds  fol- 
lowing,  to  wit.  Beginning  at  the  test  land  of  Frederick  Pigon 
(late  Abel  James)  thence  southeastward  along  and  including  a 
bank  lately  made  (at  the  joint  expense  of  the  owners  of  the 
said  tract  of  meadow)  on  the  south  we^t  side  of  the  said  Pigou's 
meadow,  to  his  front  bank  on  Delaware,  thence  up  the  said 
river  the  several  courses  thereof  to  the  north  east  end  of 
Thoniaf*  Lloyd  Moore's  (late  William  Moore,  Esquire's)  meadow 
adjoining  to  his  f.ist  land  and  thence  along  the  said  fast  land 
belonging  to  several  owners  of  said  meadow  the  sr\  (  ral  (ourse^j 
thereof  to  the  place  of  beginniufj.  But  inasmuch  as  the  bauks, 
dams,  sluices  and  dood-gates,  and  the  side  bank  made  cannot 
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be  equitably  and  KuflRciently  maintained  for  stopping  the  tides 
and  overfloM'iug  of  the  waters  without  an  act  Incorporatiog  the 
owners  thereof: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  TT,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  thf  R<^|)reR<»ntative»  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Ck)mmonwealth  of  rcnnsylvania  in  (General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  present  and  all  fu- 
ture ownen  of  the  said  tract  of  banked  and  improved  meadow 
within  the  limits  aforesaid  ahall  be  called  the  **Richiiioiid  Com- 
paijy." 

[Section  IL]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
anthoiity  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  company  or  as  many  of  them  as  shall  think  flt  by  them- 
selves or  their  attomsys  or  agents  duly  constituted  and  ap> 
pointed  to  meet  together  within  fifteen  days  after  tho  juibli- 
cation  of  this  act  at  the  court-house  in  Philadelphia,  of  which 
place  and  time  of  Tneetinfr  notice  shall  be  p^iven  to  the  owners 
or  posses.soi's  of  the  .said  meadow  by  advertiisenients  in  two  or 
more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  snch  meeting 
and  then  and  there  by  a  majority  of  those  met  shall  choose  by 
ballot  in  writing  three  flt  persons  owners,  possessors  or  the  at- 
torneys in  fact  of  owners  of  the  said  meadows  to  be  managers 
«nd  one  fit  person  to  be  treasurer  until  the  first  Monday  In 
March  next  At  wlilch  time,  ten  days'  previous  notice  haying 
1»een  given  as  aforesaid,  by  the  treasurer  and  so  yearly  and 
eveiy  year,  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March  at  the  courtliouse  of  such  other  convenient  place  as  the 
managers  may  hereafter  appoint,  for  the  choice  of  three  mana* 
gers  and  a  treasurer  as  aforesaid. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  of  the^owners^  occuiUers,  pos^ 
sessors  or  attorneys  in  fact  elected  managers  as  aforesaid  on 
«dne  notice  piven  in  writinjr  of  his  election  by  some  of  the  com- 
])any  i)reseiit  at  the  said  election  shall  refuse  or  afterwards 
neglect  t«  do  the  dnty  of  him  or  them  required  by  this  act, 
he  or  they  so  refusing  or  nf»glectiog  his  duty  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  treasurer  for  the   time   being   the  sum 
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of  three  pounds  to  be  added  to  the  common  stock  of 
the  compaDy,  mdem  he  or  they  Bhall  hare  serred  two  jeom 
'  snccecMdTely  In  the  said  office  next  before  hia  or  their  ap- 
pointment, which  fine  shall  be  recovered  in  the  maimer  here- 
inafter directed  for  the  recoTery  of  other  moneys  payable  to 
the  treasurer  and  the  other  managers  shall  proceed  in  the 
exfrution  of  their  ofticf  without  him  or  if  they  think  fit  may 
choose  other  muuayers  out  of  the  said  owners,  possessors, 
occupiers  or  attorneys  in  fact  to  be  a  manager  iii  the  place 
of  him  80  refusing,  and  if  the  person  so  elected  treasurer 
shall  refuse  or  ne'^lect  to  take  upon  him  the  duties  or  {2;ivo 
the  securities  required  by  this  act  or  shall  misbehave  hiru- 
self  or  by  death  or  otherwise  be  rendered  incapable  to  exe- 
cute the  said  office,  in  any  of  these  esses  the  mans^em  for 
the  time  bein;  shall  choose  another  fit  person  to  be  the  treas* 
urer  for  that  year. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaidy  That  the  treasnrer  hereafter  to  be  chosen, 
shall,  before  he  takes  upon  him  the  execution  of  his  office,  enter 
Into  an  obligation  to  the  said  company  and  tiidr  successors 
with  one  suflldent  security  in  double  the  value  of  the  money 
tliat  doth  or  may  probably  come  into  his  hands  during  the  con- 
tinuance In  his  office  as  near  as  can  be  estimated  by  the  mana- 
ger's, conditioned  that  he  will  once  in  six  months,  or  oftener  if 
required,  render  his  aceounts  to  the  s«ud  managers  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  and  well  and  truly  account,  adjust  and  settle  with 
tlieni,  when  required,  for  and  roucerning  all  inoncvs  that  are  or 
shall  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  belonfi;in}^  to 
the  said  Richmond  Company,  and  pay  the  balance,  that  shall 
appear  on  such  settlement  to  be  in  his  hands,  to  such  person 
and  for  such  sen^ices  as  any  two  of  the  managers  for  the  time 
being,  shall  order  and  appoint  and  not  otherwise;  and  that  he 
will  at  the  expiration  of  his  office  well  and  truly  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  and  dellTered,  all  the  moneys  then  remaining  in  his 
hands,  together  with  the  books  of  accounto  concerning  the 
flame,  and  all  other  papers  and  writings  In  his  keeping,  belong- 
ing to  the  said  Richmond  Company  unto  his  successor  in  the 
aaid  office. 
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[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  banks,  dams,  sluices  and  flood* 
gates  which  bolong  to  the  said  Richmond  Company  shall 
hereafter  be  maintained  and  supported  at  the  expense  of  the 
owners  in  common,  for  which  purx>ose  it  shall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  said  maangers  or  any  two  of  them  as  often  as 
they  shall  see  occasion  to  me^t  together  and  lay  snch  assess- 
ments and  taxes  on  every  acre  of  land  within  tln^  limits  of 
the  said  meadow  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  necess»ary  for  the 
benefit  and  security  of  the  same  and  for  the  defraying  the 
ezpeiUK»  thereot  Provided  always.  That  prerious  to  such 
leparation  and  mBlntenanee  in  <M»iinu»i  tkooe  tanlc^  damis 
alnices  and  floodgates  which  are  now  deficient  iliall  be  pot 
Into  equal  good  order  with  the  best,  by  and  at  the  expense 
\aiid  cost  of  the  respective  owners  to  whldi  they  bdong  and 
tfait^  within  fifty  days  from  the  publication  hereof. 

^Section  VL]  (Section  VU,  P.  L.)  And  be  It  enacted  by 
Uie  antbority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  of  the  owners  or  posseS' 
80 rs  within  the  limits  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
put  bis  or  their  banks,  dams,  sluices  and  floodgates  in  good 
state  and  condition  and  within  the  time  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  proviso,  being  warned  by  the  said  managers  at 
least  fiftffM!  days  so  to  do,  which  good  state  and  condition 
biiali  be  viewed  and  adjudged  of  by  five  men  inditlerently 
chosen  by  the  said  managers,  the  judgment  of  any  three  of 
which  persua.s  so  chosen  shall  be  conclusive  on  the  ov^  iu  rs 
or  possesson)  respectively,  each  and  every  of  such  delinqueuL 
owner  or  possessor  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  for 
the  time  being  the  snm  ol  ten  pounds  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  said  company  to  be  recovered  as  other  moneys  by  this 
act  are  directed  to  be  recoToed  and  paid.  And  moreoTer» 
that  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  or 
any  two  of  them  for  the  time  being  to  proceed  and  lay  a  tax 
on  the  meadow  of  the  said  deUnqnent  owner  or  owners,  pos> 
aessor  or  posseisoxs  and  to  recover  the  same  In  the  manner 
hereinafter  directed^  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  put- 
ting his  or  their  respective  bank%  damSb  dnices  and  flood- 
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gatea  in  the  good  order  and  condition  herein  flnt  before  de- 
acribed  and  to  apply  it  for  that  purpose. 

[Section  VII.]  (Section  VI if,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  en- 
acted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Tiiat  the  manageiB  for  the 
time  b^ng  or  any  two  of  them  shall  have  the  power  of  dis- 
posing of  all  moneys  paid  to  the  treasurer  by  virtue  of  this 
act  and  of  hiring  and  appointing!  at  tlie  expense  of  the  com- 
pany any  pem>n  or  persons  from  time  to  tinie  to  inspe^.'t  the 
condition  of  all  bnnks,  dams,  sluices  and  iioodgates  belong- 
ing to  the  same  aud  t^i  ofTer  and  pay  such  rewards  as  they 
shall  think  necessarj'  out  of  the  common  stock  for  the  de- 
struction of  such  vermin  as  usually  damage  th^  banks  and 
dams  as  aa  for  all  other  general  eervlcea  of  the  said 
bankB^  dami^  aloicee  and  floodgatea. 

[Section  Till.]  (Section  VCy  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by 
the  anthorily  afofeeaid.  That  the  major  part  of  the  manager* 
for  the  time  being  diall  at  least  three  timet  in  each  year 
hereafter  by  adTertisementB  pnbliahed  in  two  or  more  newa* 
papers  in  the  said  city  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  there- 
in to  be  appointed,  require  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  all 
banks  belonging:  to  the  company  to  cut  all  ranstead,  elders, 
poke,  thistles,  burdock  and  other  weeds  which  may  be  in- 
jurious to  tlie  said  banks  and  should  the  owners  or  occu- 
piers of  the  BJiid  banks  or  any  of  them  neglect  to  cut  or 
mow  the  same  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required,  it  sIuiU 
and  may  be  lawful  for  tlie  said  managers  and  they  are  here- 
by enjoined  and  required  to  hire  and  employ  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  men  to  cnt  and  mow  the  same  and  fine  the  owner 
occupier  for  thdr  neglect  In  any  anm  not  exceeding  the  cost 
of  said  cutting  or  mowing,  and  recoTer  the  money  so  ex- 
^.  pended  and  the  fines  so  imposed  in  like  manner  aa  other  sums 
'  of  mon^  are  by  this  act  directed  to  be  recoToed,  which  fine 
shall  be  a^ied  to  the  benefit  of  said  conkpsny. 

And  whereaa  the  cutting  or  making  drains  or  ditches  in 
suitaMe  places  near  the  frent  bank  and  scouring  those  that 
are  now  in  order  or  may  be  made  will  greatly  ecmduce  to 
the  better  improvement  of  said  banks:

chooae  one  fit  and  disinterested  person  and  the  aaid  managers 
in  Bucb  cases  are  hereby  enjoined  to  chooae  one  other  flt  and 
disinterested  person,  which  two  persons  so  chosen,  if  there 
be  occasion,  shall  choose  a  third  person  like  disiinterested 
and  the  persons  tlms  rlioson  nr  any  two  of  them  shall  finally 
settle  the  same  and  aii  matters  referred  to  them.

of  the  peace  of  the  siiid  county  for  his  warrant  of  distress

peeaom  ao  u^lecting  and  deliver  the  same  over  to  the  man* 
agers  for  the  time  being,  who  or  a  majority  of  them  are 
hereby  empowered  and  anthoriaed  to  let  the  same  on  rent 
or  any  part  thereof  that  may  be  sulBcient  fkom  time  to  time 
and  for  so  long  a  time  aa  the  rent  or  rents  arldng  therefrom 
shall  aa  nearly  aa  may  be  computed  pay  all  sum  or  sums  of 
money  so  aaseased,  charged  or  imposed  together  with  all  coats 
and  reasonable  expenses  ariaing  thoeon  for  his^  her  or  their 
neglect  or  refusal  to  pay  the  same  as  aforesaid  and  no 
longer.  I*rovided  always,  That  in  letting  out  the  said  meadow 
iaii'l  the  said  managers  do  publicly  notify  the  leasing 
thereof  far  at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto  and  let  the  same 
to  the  highest  bidder. 

[Section  XIll.]  (Section  XIV.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  said  managera  to  meet  together  aa  often  as  tbey  shall 
see  occasion  to  direct  the  necessary  repairn  and  the  said  man- 
agers or  a  majority  of  them  for  the  time  being  are  hereby 
empowered  and  authorised  to  enter  upon  and  inapect  at  least 
four  timea  in  each  year  tho  condition  of  all  the  said  firont 
banks  and  side  banks,  damB>  sluices  and  floodgates  and  other 
conveniencea  necessary  for  stopping  out  the  .tides  and  drain- 
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ing  the  water  from  the  mfifidowt  and  sbaU  and  may  be  law- 
ful to  and  for  the  said  managen  or  any  of  them  together 

with  such  workman,  horses,  carts,  barrows  and  othor  tools 
as  they  sh;t1]  tliiiik  necessary,  to  enter  into  and  ujuin  nnv 
lands  where  the  breach  or  defect  now  is  or  shall  iioreafter 
happen  to  be  and  then  and  there  dig  [and]  carrv'  earth  or 
purchase  suitable  materials  to  make  and  repair  the  said  front 
banks  and  side  banks,  daiiis,  sluices  and  floodgates  and  all 
other  conyeniences  necessary  for  stopping  out  the  tide  or 
draining  the  waters  oil  the  meadowa,  in  meh  manner  and  by 
such  ways  as  th^  the  said  managers  or  a  majority  of  them 
■hall  think  fit  and  reasonsble,  any  lawj  usage  or  custom  of 
this  commonwealth  to  the  contrary  In  anywise  notwithstand- 
ing. Provided  always  nev^hdesi^  That  if  any  damage  shsll 
hereafter  be  sustained  by  any  new  ditches  or  holes  to  be  made 
or  any  other  injury  or  injuries  whatsoever  to  be  done  to  any 
meadow  or  [sic]  meadows  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  re* 
pairinj?  of  tlie  said  side  bank,  the  managers  for  the  time  be- 
in;^  shall  order  such  compensation  to  bo  made  as  thev  or  in- 
diflEei-ent  men  to  be  cliosen  as  aforesaid  to  judge  thereof  shall 
conclnde  to  be  just  and  reasonable. 

[Section  XIV.]  (Section  XV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  managers  shall  each  of  them 
have  and  receive  ten  shillings  per  day  for  each  day  they  shall 
be  employed  in  the  several  duties  required  of  them  and  the 
treasurer  shall  have  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  a 
major  part  of  the  managers  shall  think  adequate.

of  the  damages,  which  shall  be  assessed  by  the  jury  which 
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shall  convict  him  or  them  thereof,  to  be  added  to  the  common 
stock  for  the  general  use  and  benefit  thereof, 

T Section  XYT  ]  (Section  XVII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further 
enacted  bj  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  an  act  of  assembly 
of  the  province  of  Pennsylvania  entitled  "An  act  to  enable 
the  owners  and  possessors  of  the  meadows  at  Point  No  Point 
in  the  precinct  of  Richmond  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia 
and  to  keep  the  banks,  sluices  and  floodgates  in  repair  and  to 
raise  a  fund  to  defray  the  expenses  thweoF'  *  so  far  as  rdates 
to  the  meadow  land  or  ai^  part  thereof  contained  within  the 
liuklta  herein  described  Bhall  be  and  ia  hereby  repealed  and 
made  mill  and  yoid.

▲  SDPPIiBHKNT  TO  THE  8UVEHA.L  LAWS  OP  THIS  COMllONWBAliTB 

RBBPHGTINO  ATTACBlfBNTS. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Wh«ea»  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth 
req»ecting  attachments  haye  bera  found  drfective,  inasmnch 
as  no  adequate  provision  is  therein  made  for  obtaining  and 
compelling  a  disclosure  of  the  (iroods,  chattels,  moneje^  effects 
and  crests  of  the  defendant  and  defendants  in  the  cnstody, 
possession  and  charge  or  dne  and  owing  from  any  garnishee  or 
garnishees,  upon  whom  such  writs  of  attachment  are  respect- 
ively served,  so  that  many  honest  creditors  have  bp^n  unable 
to  recover  tlioir  juRt  debts,  nnd  the  wholesome  regulations  of 
the  said  laws  iiave  often  been  defeated: 

For  remedy  thereof: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Bepresentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  FennajylYania  In  General  Assembly  met  and 
by  the  anthority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  law-

And  the 
said  justices  of  the  pi(>i>i'r  ccturt  f^hall  thereu|)on  award  and 
i.ssuf  a  writ  or  writs  of  execuliun  against  the  p«'rson  or  [K*r- 
soa8  or  against  the  goods  and  chatteLs,  lands  and  teiuMiieiitej

AN  ACT  TO  APPROPRIATE  THE  SUM  OF  FIVE  THOUSAND  POUNDS  AN- 
NUALI.T  FOR  THfi  PURPOSE  THBRBIN  MBNTIONBD. 

fSectton  I,  P.  L.)  This  housie  havinj;  set  apart  out  of  the  ag- 
.'gregute  luuds  of  the  state  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ponnda 
annually  for  the  purpoaea  mentioned  in  an  act  entitled  ''An 
act  to  appropriate  dirers  fnndB  accruing  and  growing  due  to 
this  commonwealth  towards  tbe  payment  of  the  expensea  of 
gOTenunent,  and  to  provide  a  fund  for  other  purpoaes^*' '  but 
no  specific  deaignation  of  the  particular  parts  of  the  said  sum 
Jiaving  been  made,  declaratiTe  of  the  special  pnrpoae  to  which 
«iich  parts  shall  be  exclnslTely  applied,  and  it  being  necessary 
4o  make  such  designation  a»  well  to  prevent  disorders  in  ae> 
<:onnts  as  to  preserve  a  due  regard  to  the  objects  of  the  appro 
priation,  so  that  one  filial  1  not  be  injured  or  iiefjieeted  while 
the  moneys  are  applied  to  others,  and  it  being  of  the  hij^hest 
cons^jiience  to  the  prosperity  of  this  commonwealth  that  the 
transportation  of  produce,  conunt)dities  and  nierchandi«»e 
should  by  every  practicable  means  be  facilitated  by  an  utten- 
iPaBsed  March  26,  118»7  Chapter  1404. 
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tion  to  the  improvf^mont  of  roads  and  inland  nsn  ipttion,  and  as 
it  is  tlio  tniost  economy  to  provide  money  to  pay  all  expenues 
incurred  on  this  account  so  tliat  no  difficulties  may  occur  in 
paymenfH,  delays  in  such  cases  raising  prices  and  obstructing 
the  execution  of  the  measures: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  1'.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  i«  hereby 
enacted  bj  the  HepresentatiTes  of  the  Freeman  of  the  Oommon- 
wealth  of  Peiuisylvania  in  General  Aaaembly  met  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  treaanrer  of  thia  state  be  and  he 
fa  hereby  directed  and  enjoined  yearly  and  erery  year  to  set 
apart  the  amn  of  flye  thousand  pounds  [part  of  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  ponnds]  appropriated  by  aa  act  entitled  ''An  act  to 
appropriate  diTers  funds  accruing  and  growing  due  to  thia  com* 
monwealth  towards  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  ,c:ovemraent

AN  ACT  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF  SHINGLES. 


(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  inspection  laws  of  this  state 
have  been  found  beneficial  to  rAmmerco  aiul  preiduciive  of  fair 
dealin<nr  between  individuals  but  the  Bame  are  not  suflicientljr 
extensive: 

Therefore: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P,  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  here- 
by enacted  by  the  Bepreflentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the 
Ciommonwealth  of  PeaiiBylTanfa  in  General  ABsemblj  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  no  shlnglea  ehall  be 
exported  from  this  state  nnleaa  the  same  shall  be  of  one  of  the 
kinds  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  vis: 

Bhin^es  of  the  first  Mnd  shall  be  two  feet  nine  inches  at 
least  in  length,  five  and  an  half  inches  at  least  in  width  and 
of  [such]  thickness  that  vrhea  dressed  they  may  remain  at 
least  half  an  inch  thick  at  every  place  between  the  butt  end 
and  a  distance  of  ten  inches  from  the  same. 

Shinfjles  of  the  (second  kind  sliall  be  twenty-four  inches  at 
least  and  not  more  ihnn  twenty-six  inches  in  length,  fivr  inch'^s 
at  least  in  width  and  of  snch  thickness  that  w!i>  i  (ht  s>  il  ihey 
may  remain  at  least  half  an  inch  thick  at  e\  1 1  v  part  between 
the  butt  end  and  a  distance  of  seven  inches  therefrom. 

Shingles  of  the  third  kind  phall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches 
and  not  more  than  twenty  inches  long,  nor  lesa  than  four  inches 
wide  and  of  thickness  sniBdent  to  remain  when  dressed  three 
eighth  parts  of  an  inch  [thick]  at  every  place  between  the 
bntt  end  and  a  distance  of  six  inches  from  the  same. 

And  every  of  the  same  kinds  of  shingles  shall  be  made  of 
flonnd  wood,  tree  from  splits  and  in  other  respects  of  merchant* 
able  quality,  and  every  exporter  of  shingles  shall  prevlondy 
to  lading  the  same  on  board  any  vessels  submit  them  to  the 
inspection  of  an  officer  for  such  purpose  legally  appointed. 
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[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authoiil^  aforesaid,  That  the  officer  w  ho  now  is  or 
hereafter  may  be  appointed  to  inspect  stares  and  heading 
shall  be  the  officer  ffir  insiK-ctinf;  sliingles  in  (•f)Tiformity  to  the 
directions  of  this  act  and  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint  depu- 
ties, and  the  said  officer  and  his  deputies  shall  respectively 
have  all  the  powers  and  autliorities  respecting  the  culling  and 
inspecting  shingles,  which  the  officer  or  his  deputies  for  [the] 
culliug  and  in^>ecting  staved  and  heading  now  bj  law  have 
with  respect  to  staTet  and  beading.  And  if  the  detenninati<»i 
of  any  such  officer  ahall  be  disputed  a  like  review  t^all  he  al- 
lowed  and  on  the  like  terms  as  by  the  laws  in  force  are  di- 
rected with  respect  to  stayes  and  heading  and  like  penalties 
shall  be  adjudged,  inflicted  and  recovered  for  offenses  against 
this  act  aa  would  legally  be  adjudged,  inflicted  and  recovered 
for  similar  offenses  against  the  laws  for  the  inspection  of 
staves  and  heading  and  all  fines  shall  be  api^ied  and  appro* 
printed  in  like  manner. 

fSection  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  tlie  authority  [aforesaid,]  That  the  said  officer  nr  his  depu- 
ties when  thereunto  retjuired  shall  inspect,  count  and  cull  con- 
formably to  the  direftions  of  this  act  all  shingles  intended  to 
be  exported  and  shall  keep  a  like  record  thereof  as  is  required 
by  law  with  respect  to  btaves  and  heading  to  which  recourse 
may  in  like  manner  be  had  for  «milar  fees  and  allowances, 
and  the  following  fees  shall  be  allowed  for  inspecting,  culling 
and  counting  of  shing^es^  vis:  for  the  first  and  second  kinds 
eighteen  pence  per  thousand,  for  the  third  kind  one  shilling 
per  thousand,  which  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  exporter  or 
purchaser  j^vlded  the  shingles  shall  be  adjudged  merchant* 
able  and  by  the  seller  provided  the  same  shall  be  deemed  un- 
merchantable,  and  whenever  shingles  are  offered  for  inspec- 
tion in  bundles  which  require  to  be  opened  by  the  officer,  the 
expense  of  putting  np  the  same  again  (if  so  wanted)  shall  be 
borne  by  the  seller. 

[Section  TV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  before  the  said  officer  or  any 
deputy  shall  proceed  to  the  execution  of  this  act  he  shall  take 
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an  oatli  or  allirmation  "faitlifuUy  and  iniimrtially  to  perform 
his  duty  or  trust  according  to  the  directions  of  this  act  to  the 
best  of  his  ju(lj;iiu'nt,"  which  oath  shall  be  adminisUTed  to 
him  and  a  recoiti  thereof  kept  as  is  by  law  directed  respecting 
the  inspectors  of  staves  and  lieading,  "the  expense  whereof 
shall  be  paid  by  such  officer. 

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furtlier  enacted 
by  the  aiittioritj  aforesaid,  Tbat  this  act  sball  taJce  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  immediately  after  the  first  day  of 
March  next.

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  doubts  have  arisen  whether  the 
powei^  and  authority  nf  sherifTs  do  not  expire  at  the  end  of 
one  year  from  and  alter  their  respective  elections,  ulthon;^li 
another  person  should  not  be  commissioned  as  shorifT  at  the 
end  of  sucli  \cvin  and  inconvofiiences  have  ensued  and  are 
lik(  ly  to  ensue  from  the  want  of  a  suitable  jirovisiou  in  thi<* 
behalf: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  It  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Penn^lvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  present  and  all  fnt- 
ore  sheriflfs  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  and  of 
every  county  within  this  commonwealth  sball  continue  in  office 
and  execute  the  same  and  all  things  thereunto  belonging  until 
another  sheriff  shall  be  duly  cnmmissioned  and  notice  thereof 
given  to  the  first  sheriff,  notwithstanding  the  term  for  which 
he  and  they  shall  haAo  been  chosen  and  commissioned  shall 
have  expireti  and  notwltlistandlnf:  he  and  they  shall  have 
held  and  exercised  the  office  of  sheriff  for  the  term  of  three 
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yeurs,  and  that  the  execution  of  the  said  office  and  of  all  mat- 
ters and  things  thereunto  belonging  shall  be  of  the  like  force 
and  elfect  as  if  the  term  for  which  such  sheriff  was  elected  or 
commissioned  had  not  expiredi  anything  to  the  contrary  hereof 
in  any  former  law  or  laws  notwithstanding. 

[Section  II.]  (Section  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  It  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  late  and  all  former  sheriffs 
of  the  cit^'  and  county  of  Philadelphin  and  of  each  and  every 
county  within  this  commonwealth  and  their  resjK'ctive  depu- 
ties shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  indemnified  and  s;ived 
harinloss  ajjninst  all  and  all  manner  of  suits,  actions  and  pros- 
ecutions which  is,  arc  or  ?nnv  be  brought  or  coinnienred 
against  them  or  any  of  iliem  by  reason  of  their  or  any  or  either 
of  their  pxeciilioii  of  any  legal  process  issucil  an  ddirccted  to 
the  Siiid  sheriffii  respectively  after  the  time  fur  which  Ihey  were 
respectively  commissioned  had  expired  and  before  another 
sheriff  had  been  commissioned  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
any  such  sheriff  and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  sheriff  execut- 
ing such  process  and  that  all  such  execution  of  legal  process 
shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  of  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  same  had  been  executed  by  the  sheriff  or  his 
deputies  during  the  continuance  of  his  commisaon.  Provided 
always,  That  nothing  herdn  contained  shall  extend  to  make 
good  such  process  or  execution  of  process  or  such  acts  of  the 
same  sheriff  or  of  his  deputies  as  would  have  been  illegal  or 
void  !iad  the  same  taken  place  during  the  continuance  of  his 
said  commission. 

And  whorenH  sufficient  j»rovisiou  is  not  made  by  the  laws 
of  this  toinnionwoalth  for  obligin;^  (ho  coroners  of  the  several 
couutii's  wit li ill  the  same  to  give  sullicient  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  oflices: 

For  remedy  whereof; 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  before  any  coroner  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia  or  of  any  county  within  this  com- 
monwealth hereafter  to  be  elected,  chosen  or  appointed  shall 
receive  his  commission  or  excise  any  part  of  his  said  office,

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he  shall  put  in  suffldent  snretiea  in  one  half  of  the  smn  which 
is  or  Bhall  be  bj  law  required  from  the  sheriff  of  the  same 
eonnty  that  he  will  well  and  faithfully  perform  bis  duty  and 
trust  in  the  said  office  of  coronop,  which  said  anreties  shall  be 
taken  in  like  manner  and  be  of  the  like  force  and  effect  ro- 
spectinp:  the  said  office  of  coroner  and  the  duties  thereof  as  any 
sureties  directed  bv  law  to  be  pren  by  any  sh'-riff  respecting 
his  olTice  and  the  duties  thereof  and  shall  be  in  trust  for  aiH 
to  and  for  the  use  of  this  commonwealth  and  of  all  pei-fsons  con- 
cerned and  the  like  proceedinjjs  for  remedy  and  relief  by  the 
commonwealth  and  by  all  persons  aggrieved  shall  thereon  be 
had  and  obtained. 

[Section  lY.]  (Section  P.  K)  And  be  it  farther  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  if  any  sheriff  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia  or  of  any  other  county  within  this  com* 
monwealth  shall  be  legally  removed  from  his  office  or  happen 
to  die  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall

[Section  V.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L,)  Be  it  therefore  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  court  out  of  which 
any  writ  of  distringas,  vicecomitem,  distringas  nuper  vicecomi- 
tem  or  other  writ  of  distringas  proceeds  may  by  a  rule  for  that 
pufipose  made,  order  and  direct  that  the  issues  levied  from  time 
to  time  shall  be  sold  and  the  money  arising  thereby  be  applied 
in  the  first  instance  to  pay  such  costs  to  the  plaintiff  as  the  said 
court  shaJl  think  just  under  all  circumstances,  to  order  and  to 
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have  the  remainder  thereof  in  court  to  be  retained  till  the  de* 
fendant  shall  have  appeared  or  other  purpose  of  the  writ  be 
answered  or  to  be  rendered  to  the  plaintiff  for  his  debt,  dam- 
ages and  coats  wh^  the  same  shall  be  ascertained.  Proylded 
slvaysy  niat  where  the  purpose  of  a  writ  Is  answered  the  said 
Issnes  fthnll  be  returned,  or,  if  sold,  what  shall  remain  of  the 
money  arising  hj  such  sale  shall  be  repaid  to  the  party  dis- 
trained upon.

(Section  T,  P.  L.)  Whereas  by  an  act  of  ihe  senate  and  lumse 
of  representatives  of  the  United  States  in  congress  assembled, 
approved  the  seventh  day  of  Aufrust  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine  by  the  president 
of  the  United  States  entitled  ''An  act  for  the  establishment 
and  support  of  light-houses,  beacons,  buoys  and  public  piers," 
provision  is  made  "That  all  expenses  which  shall  accrue  from

be  exy^)i'te<l  wiiliiu  the  titne  and  under  thr  luuditions  in  the 
said  act^  expressed,  "tlie  whole  of  the  naid  duty  (if  before  paid) 
should  be  returned  within  one  month  after  exportation  or  if 
bonded  it  should  be  allowed  out  of  snch  bond:** 

And  whereas  8harp  Delany,  Esquire,  was  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly  of  this  state  appointed  collector  of  the  im* 
posts  and  duties  by  the  said  several  acts  imposed: 

And  whereas  by  an  act  of  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  Amei^ca  entitled  "An  act 
for  laying  a  duty  on  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  imported 
into  the  United  States"  the  duties  and  inii>osts  laid  by  the  sev- 
■eral  acts  of  assembly  of  this  state  ceased  to  be  due  and  payable 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Aufjust  last  past,  and  the  merch- 
ants of  the  port  of  Philadelphia  are  in  [K)8se«sion  of  divers 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise^'  imi>orted  before  that  day  for 
which  the  duiit  6  and  imposts  then  payable  to  the  collector 
have  been  paid  or  secured  and  the  said  merchants  are  daily 
exporting  tlie  same  in  the  course  of  their  trade,  but  doubts 
have  been  entertained  whether  the  said  Sharp  Delany  con- 
tinues to  be  the  collector  of  the  said  duties  and  imposts  on 
goodsi  wares  and  merchandise  Impcoted  into  this  state  before 
the  said  first  day  of  August  last  and  whethw  he  is  bound  to 
pay  or  discount  the  said  duties  paid  or  secured  on  such  of  the 
same  goods^  wares  and  merchandise  as  have  been  or  shall  be 
exported  since  that  day: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  the  said  Sharp  Delany 
is  and  continues  to  be  the  collector  of  the  duties  and  imposts 
upon  good%  wares  and  merchandise  imported  into  this  state 
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before  the  said  first  day  of  Au^st  [last]  impoMd  by  the  sev- 
eral acts  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth  upon 
the  importation  thereof  and  that  he  or  his  successor  in  the  said 
oftiee  is  and  are  bound  to  collect  and  receive  the  duties  and 
imposts  aforesaid  npon  all  p^oodH,  wares  and  merehandise  im- 
ported into  this  state  on  or  before  the  said  first  day  of  Aupust 
last,  and  to  account  for  the  same  and  to  pay  and  discount 
the  drawbacks  upon  exportation  thereof  in  the  same  manner 
and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  in  the  several 
acta  of  asaembly  in  sucli  case  i«OTided  are  mentioned  and  con- 
tained.

that  the  places  appointed  for  holding:  the  ol<H>f  ions  in  said  dis- 
tricts are  inclnded  within  the  boundaries  of  the  said  eoiinty

and  it  ahall  and  may  be  lawful  for  tlie  freemen  of  [the]  said  dis- 
trict to  meet  at  the  house  of  David  Robison  and  there  give  in 
their  votes  at  the  general  election,  to  be  distinguished  and 
known  by  tlie  name  of  the  Becond  election  district.

That  the  said  townsihip  of  Derry 
is  hereby  erected  into  a  sepsirnto  election  district  and  that  it 
shall  and  miiy  1m'  lawful  for  the  freemen  of  said  township  to 
meet  at  the  h<iuse  now  occupied  l).v  Moses  Donald  and  there 
jfive  in  their  votes  at  the  fjeneral  election. 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  Vli,  i'.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted

assembly  entitled  "An  act  for  dividing  Westmoreland  county 
into  election  districts^*' *  as  directs  and  requires  the  people  of 
the  several  townships  and  parts  of  townships  herein  named 
und  described  to  attend  at  any  other  place  or  places  of  elec- 
tion within  the  said  county  of  Westmoreland  is  hereby  r% 
pealed  and  made  null  and  void.

markin}:  the  boundary  line  between  the  said  proviuceB  of 
Pennsylvania  and  New  York: 

And  whcreuii  tlie  honorable  Cadwallader  Golden,  Esquire, 
then  governor  of  the  late  province,  now  state,  of  New  York 
with  the  advice  of  the  then  council  did  on  the  eighth  day  of 
NoTe«nl>er  in  the  same  year  nominate  and  appoint  Bamnel  Hol- 
land, Esquire,  on  the  part  of  New  YotIl  to  fix  in  conjunction 
with  the  said  David  Bittenhonse  the  same  corner  and  to  pro- 
ceed in  running  and  marking  the  said  line:

dZy  Jamea  Clinton  and  Simeon  Dewltt,  Esquires,  were  duly

preserve  the  said  plates  for  an^'  future  use  or  purpose  to 
which  they  may  be  applied  by  the  legislature  of  PennsylTania 
and  to  issue  any  order  or  orders  on  the  treasnier  of  this  state 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  en^raTing  and  printinir  the

AN  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  OP  THE  DEMANDS  OP 
JOSEPH  PERKINS,  ABRAM  MORROW  AND  JOHN  NICHOLSON  UPON 
THIS  OOMMONWBALTH. 

(Secton  I,  P.  L.)  Wliereas  it  appears  tliat  this  state  is  in- 
debted to  Joseph  I'erkins,  Abram  Morrow  and  John  Nichol- 
son for  repairing  the  public  arms  by  order  of  the  snpreme  execu- 
tive council,  which  debts  are  legally  chargeable  npon  the  fund 
established  by  the  iawa  for  regulating  the  militia: 

And  whereas  the  said  fund  is  at  present  inadequate  to  dis- 
charge the  claims  thereon: 

Therefore:

AN  ACT  FOR  THB  RBLIBP  OF  ROBBRT  ROSS  AND  FRANCIS  WHITB. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  it  appears  to  tliis  house  that 
Francis  White  and  Kol>ert  Ross,  two  jtrisoncrs  now  tonflned 
in  the  gaol  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia  have  been  severally 
'  adjudged  bankrupts  by  the  commiflBionera  named  in  certain 
commissions  of  bankrupt  issued  against  them  severally,  that 
the  aald  commissioners  having  adjudged  that  the  said  Francis 
White  had  not  by  his  answers  made  a  full  and  fair  disclose 
ure  of  his  estate  and  effects  have  for  that  cause  committed  him 
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to  gnol,  there  to  miiuiti  until  he  HhouUl  iMakc  suck  fall  and  fair 
disclosure,  that  the  said  Koliort  Hose  not  having  in  the  opinion 
of  tlif-  snul  coninni^sifmcrs  made  a  full  and  fair  disclosure  of 
his  estate  and  elTects  they  have  I'efused  to  grant  him  a  eertiti- 
cate  of  hia  vunlmuiiiy  as  tl»e  law  in  such  case  provides,  and 
he  hath  been  since  taken  in  execution  l),v  virtue  of  several  writs 
of  capias  ad  saticfaciendum  at  the  suit  uf  sundrv  creditxirs, 
and  tliesaid  Francis  and  Hobert  have  since,  by  their  respective

Lutheran  r<)ii|,M'ef;atiou  woi'shlppiiifr  nt  the  church  called  St. 
Peters  in  Fikelaud  Township  in  tlie  ('ounty  (if  riiHsicr"  shall 
be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  !<ue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  Im'  im- 
pleaded in  any  court  or  before  any  judge  or  justice  in  all  and 
all  manut'i-  of  t<iuts,  coniplaiutt*,  pleas,  matters  and  demands  of

That  the  aaid  corporation  ahall  at 
all  times  hereaft^  consist  of  the  minister  or  ministers  of  tllfe 
said  congregation  duly  choasn  from  time  to  time  and  of  three 
trustees,  six  elders  and  three  deacons  and  that  the  said  trustees,

SUPPLEMENT  TO  AN  ACT  ENTITLKD  "AN  ACT  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT 
OF  A  REGISTER-GENERAL  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  REGISTERING  THE 
ACCOUNTS  OF  THIS  8TATB.»t 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  method  of  arranging  the  ac- 
counts of  this  state  adopted  by  the  re<;ister  general  appointed 
by  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement  has  appeared 
to  a  committee  of  the  legislature  appointed  to  examine  the 
same  to  be  judicious  and  the  object  of  the  said  act  of  render- 
ing a  complete  ylew  of  the  accounts  of  the  commonwealth  at 
all  times  practicable  may  be  attalut><l  by  some  additional 
regulations  aiid  hy  an  explanation  of  some  clauses  in  the  said 
recited  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement: 

'rherefore: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  11,  T.  I.  )  He  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  KepreHentatives  of  tlie  Freemen  of  the  ('oiu

AN  ACT  FOR  INCORPORATING  THK  (HCRMAN  T.UTIIRRAN  CONGREGA- 
*nON  WORSHIPPING  AT  THE  CHURCH  CALUBD  ZION  IN  PIKELAND 
TOWNSHIP  TN  THE  COUNTY  OF  CHESTER. 

(Sectinu  I,  P.  L.)  WhtToaH  the  oon«xr«'irat ion  of  i\w  (ieruian 
Lulli>TMn  church  worsliijtpinj,'  at.  tiie  chun  li  tailed  Zion  in 
Pikelaud  township  in  the  couuty  of  Chester  liave  prayed  tliat 
their  said  euugregation  may  be  incorpoi-ated  and  by  law  en* 
abled  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  receive  and  hold  such 
charitable  donatioM,  bequests,  i^nts  and  enfeoffments  a« 
have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  made  to  their  said  society  and 
vested  with  such  powers  and  privileges  as  axe  enjoyed  by  other 
religious  societies  who  are  incorporated  in  this  state: 

And  whereas  this  house  is  disposed  to  exercise  the  powers 
vested  in  the  legislature  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  en- 
■couragement  of  pious  and  charitable  purposes: 

[Section  I.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  it 
is  hereby  ennrtod  by  the  Rppresentntives  of  the  Frt^pnien  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  r«  nnsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  and 
by  the  nnthority  of  the  same,  Tliat  the  Reverend  Ludwii;  Voi^, 
the  preseut  Uiinistc  r  (»f  the  said  conj^ri'i^ation,  John  Ilass,  John 
Walter  and  Henry  Ohristmen  the  present  trustee**,  Xidiolas 
Schneider,  Conrad  Herleman,  Stephen  Ileilman,  George  Christ- 
man,  Philip  Miller  and  Heairy  Knerr,  the  present  elders^  John 
Fertich,  Kicbolaa  Lahr  and  George  Emrich^the  present  deacons 
and  their  auccessors  duly  elected  and  appointed  in  such  manner 
BM  hereinafter  i«  directed,  be  and  they  are  hereby  made,  declared 
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and  constituted  to  be  a  lurporation  and  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, in  law  and  in  fact  to  have  continuance  forever  by  the 
name,  atyle  and  title  of  **The  Minister,  Trustees,  Elders  and 
Deacons  of  the  German  Lutheran  Congregation  worshipping 
at  the  church  called  Zion  in  Pikeland  Township  in  the  county 
of  Chester.*'  Provided  always  nevertheless,  That  the  number 
of  ministers  may  be  increased  and  again  diminished  firom  time 
to  time  according  to  the  circumstances  or  desire  of  the  said 
corporation  in  which  cn^^e  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  **The  Ministers,  Trustees,  Elders  and 
Deacons  of  the  German  Lutheran  congregation  worshipping 
at  the  church  called  Zion  in  Pikeland  TowusUip  iu  the  County 
of  Chester." 

[i^ection  II.]  (Kectioii  III,  P.  L.)  And  be  li  fiirrher  enacted 
hy  the  authorit  y  atorcsaid.  'J'liat  t  lic  said  corporal  ion  and  their 
successors  by  the  liaiuc,  alyle  auci  title  aioreisaid  shall  forever 
hereafter  be  persons  able  and  capable  in  law  as  well  to  take 
receive  and  hold  all  and  all  manner  of  lands,  tenements^  rents, 
annuities,  franchises  and  other  hereditaments  which  at  any 
time  or  times  heretofore  have  been  granted,  bargained,  sold, 
enfeolTed,  released,  devised  or  otherwise  conveyed  to  the  said 
congregation  and  church  now  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Reverend  Ludwig  Voigt  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  to 
their  use  or  in  trust  for  them,  and  the  same  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  liberties,  franchises  and  other  hereditaments 
are  hereby  vested  and  established  in  the  said  corporation  and 
their  succcKsors  forovrr  according  to  the  oriijinal  nf?c  and  in- 
tent for  which  such  devises,  gifts  and  jiranis  were  respectfully 
iiiad<',  and  the  said  corporation  and  Iheir  successors  are  hereby 
(h'cIaDMl  to  he  seized  uiid  ixjsscsscd  of  sncli  estate  and  estates 
thert'iu  as  iu  and  by  the  respective  grants,  bargains,  eufeoff- 
meuti»,  releases,  devises  or  other  conveyances  thereof  is  or  are 
declared,  limited  or  expressed.   As  also  that  the  said  corpora- 
tion and  their  successors  at  all  times  hereafter  shall  be  capable 
and  able  to  purchase,  have,  receive,  take,  hold  and  enjoy  in 
fee  simple  or  of  lesser  estate  or  estates  any  lands,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  liberties,  franchises  and  other  hereditaments 
by  the  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  alienation,  enfeoffment,  release, 
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coufirmatiou  oi-  devise  of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic 
and  corporate,  capable  and  able  to  make  tbe  same  and  fnrtber 
that  the  said  conj^regation  and  their  succeflsors  may  take  and 
receive  any  sum  or  Bams  of  money  and  any  portion  of  goods 
and  chattels  that  have  been  or  hereafter  shall  be  given  or  be- 
queathed unto  them  or  to  the  said  church  by  any  person  or 
personsy  bodies  politic  or  corporate  able  and  capable  to  make 
a  bequest  or  gift  thereof,  such  money,  goods  or  chattels  to  be 
laid  out  and  dispose^l  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  aforesaid 
congrecrntion  agreeably  to  the  intention  of  the  donors. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furtlier  enactetl 
by  the  anthoritr  fifnrpsaid,  That  no  misnomer  of  tlio  snid  cor- 
poration  and  their  sum cssors  shall  defeat  or  aimul  any  uift, 
grant,  devise  or  bo(]iiesi  (n  or  from  ilir  said  corporation,  pi-o- 
vided  tiie  intoiit  of  tlio  i»arty  tn-  ]>ar(i('s  shall  sufRciciit  1  v  ap- 
pear upon  the  face  t>f  Uie  gift,  giant,  will  or  other  writing 
whereby  any  estate  or  interest  was  intended  to  pass  to  or 
from  the  said  corporation. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  rents,  profits  and  interests 
of  the  said  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  said  congregation 
and  corporation  shall  by  the  said  corporation  and  their  snc- 
cessors  from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  laid  out  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  (lospel  Ministry  in  said  congrega- 
tion, for  maintaining  and  repairing  their  ( hnrch  or  churches

[Heclion  VII.]  fSfcriou  VIII,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  (he  said  (tirporation 
and  their  successors  by  the  name  of  ''The  Minister,  Trustees, 
Elders  and  Deacons  of  the  German  Lutheran  Ck>ngregation 
worshipping  at  the  church  called  Zion  in  Pikeland  township  in 
the  county  of  Chester"  or  in  case  there  shall  be  more  than  one 
minister  belonging  to  the  said  congregation  by  the  name  of

also  that  all  their  laws  and  proceedings  be  fairly  and  regularly 
entered  in  the  books  of  records  of  the  said  congregation. 

[Section  XIV.]  (Section  XV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted 
"by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  congregation  shall 
and  may  be  empowered  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  to  build 
one  or  more  church  or  churches  or  places  of  public  worship

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  it  is  expedient  from  the  lai^ 
sums  of  money  intrusted  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state  that 
adequate  security  should  be  given  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  oftice. 

[Flection  T.]  (8t»ftif>n  TT,  P.  L.)  Vie  it  therefore  onnrtrn!  and 
it  is  liurehy  enacted  by  the  lieprestntatiN  es  of  the  I'riM  inen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  (lenernl  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  tlu^  same,  Tliat  the  treasurer  of  the 
state  already  appointed  and  every  treasurer  "of  the  state  here- 
after to  be  appointed  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office  shall  become  bound  in  an  obligation  with  two  oe 
more  sufficient  anreties  to  be  apiooived  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  general  assembly  for  the  time  being  in  the  sum  of

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  so  much  of  the  proviaiona  con- 
tained in  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  ]>rovide  for  a  Gontinnation 

of  the  salaries  of  the  ofTic  ci  K  of  the  land-office  and  to  ascertain 

and  provide  the  salary  for  the  judj^e  of  the  admiralty  and  for 
other  purposes  therein  mentioned,"*  enaotrd  nn  thp  twenty- 
ninth  day  of  Septeinlicf  ono  thonsnnd  seven  hundred  and 
eightv-seven  as  related  tn  tlie  snlai  ies  (if  t  he  officers  of  tlie  land 
office  expired  by  the  limitation  in  tlie  stiid  act  containe<l  on 
the  fu  st  day  of  May  last  aud  it  is  expedient  that  i)roper  saUu*iea 
should  be  allowed  them:

AN  ACT  FOR  INOORFORATINO  THE  USfmomWP  BPI800PAL  CHURCH 

(KNOi;^,'N  BY  THE  NAME  OF  SAINT  GEORGES  CHURCH)  IN  THE  CITY 
OF  PHILADELPHIA  IN  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  the  congregatioD  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  have  prayed  that 
their  said  congregation  may  be  incor])oratcd  and  by  law  en- 
abled as  a  body  polilic  and  corporate  to  receive,  hold  and  en- 
joy such  charitable  donations  and  beijtiests  as  have  hert  fo- 
fore  been  or  which  hereafter  may  be  made  to  tlieir  .soeieiy  and 
vested  with  such  jMiwers  and  privileges  as  are  enjoyeil  by  other 
religions  sjcielies  who  are  incorporated  in  this  commonwealth: 

And  whereas  this  house  is  disposed  to  exercise  the  power 
vested  in  the  leginlature  of  this  conunonwealth  far  the  encour- 
agement of  pious  and  charitable  purposes: 

[Section  Il.J  (ISettion  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Itepresentatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Peuusylvauia  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  samei  That  the  Reverend  John  Dick< 
ins^  the  present  minister,  Robert  J^'itsiterrai  ).  Jacob  Baker, 
Thomas  Armat,  James  Doughty,  Josiah  Lusby,  John  Hood, 
Burton  Wallace,  John  Bond  and  Henry  Manly  and  their  sue- 
cesBora  duly  elected  and  appointed  in  auch  manner  as  is  here- 
inafter directed  be  and  they  are  hereby  made,  declared  and 
constituted  to  be  a  corporation  and  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  law  and  in  fact  to  have  continuance  forever  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  "The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania*'* 
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[Section  II. J  (Section  111,  P.  L.)  And  bo  it  fnrt her  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  snid  corporntion  and  thoir 
8llCce^y^or8  by  the  name,  style  and  title  aforesaid  shall  forever 
hereafter  bo  prrfjonf^  able  and  capable  in  law  as  well  to  take, 
receive  and  hold  all  and  all  raanner  of  lands,  tenements,  rents, 
annuities,  frauehises  and  other  hereditaments  which  at  any  time 
or  times  heretofore  have  been  given,  granted,  bargained,  sold, 
enfeoffed,  released,  devised  or  otherwise  conveyed  to  the  said 
church  and  congregation  or  to  any  other  j)erson  or  persons  to 
their  use  or  in  trust  for  them  and  the  same  lauds,  tenements, 
rents,  annuities,  liberties,  franchises  and  other  hereditaments 
are  hereby  vested  and  established  In  the  said  corporation  and 
their  successors  forever  according  to  the  ori^nal  use  and  intent 
for  which  such  devises,  gift  and  grants  were  respectively 
made  and  the  said  corporation  and  their  successors  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  seized  and  possessed  of  such  estate  and  estates 
therein  as  in  and  by  their  respective  grants,  bargains,  sales, 
enfeoCTments,  releases,  devises  or  other  conveyances  thereof  is 
or  are  declared  and  limited  or  expressed.  As  also  that  the 
said  corporation  and  their  successors  at  all  times  hereafter 
shall  be  capable  and  able  to  purchase,  have,  receive,  take,  hold 
and  enjoy  in  fee  simple  or  other  lesser  estate  or  estates  any 
lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  liberties,  franchises,  and 
other  hereditaments  by  the  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  aliena- 
tion, enfeoffment,  release,  confimation  or  devise  of  any  person 
or  persons,  bodies  j oolitic  and  corporate  capable  and  able  to 
make  the  same.  And  further,  that  the  said  corporation  and 
their  successors  may  take  and  i-eceive  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money  and  any  portion  or  portion [s]  of  goods  nnd  chattels 
which  have  boon  or  ar  any  lime  hereafter  may  or  shall  be 
given  or  be(|ueailied  to  them  or  to  the  said  church  by  any 
person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  and  corporate  able  and  capable 
to  make  a  bequest  or  gift  thereof,  such  money,  goods  or  chatties 
to  be  laid  out  and  disposed  of  for  the  use  and  beneMt  of  the 
said  church  and  co;ngi-egnti()n  agreeably  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  rei*pective  donors. 

[Section  III.]  (Section  IV,  P.  L.)  Provided  always  and  be  it 
2S— XIII 
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enaf  (('(1  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  Tlial  the  clear  yearly  value 
interest,  op  income  of  the  lands,  teuenu'iits,  rents,  annuities 
or  other  heredirainoiits  and  real  estate  of  the  .said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  the  mm  of  live  hundred  pounds,  ^old  or  silver 
money  at  the  present  current  value  thereof  in  the  tommou- 
wealth  aforesaid  exclusive  of  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
the  members  of  the  aaid  church  from  time  to  time  for  the  Bap- 
port  of  their  minister  or  ministers  for  the  time  being. 

[Section  IV.]  (Section  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  furtlier  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  rents,  issues,  profits  and 
Interests  of  the  said  real  and  personal  estate  of  and  belonging 
to  the  said  chnrch  and  corporation  and  their  successors  shall 
from  time  to  time  be  applied  and  laid  out  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  support  of  the  minister  for  the  time  being  who  shall 
and  may  from  time  to  time  be  duly  appointed  to  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  said  church  and  congregation  by  the  bishop  or 
bishops,  dders,  deacons  and  preachers  who  compose  the  assem- 
bly and  conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Ohurch  held  in 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  elsewhere  within  the 
Unifed  States  of  America.

be  discontiuutnl  and  their  aj*j>»)iu( Tiienl  determine  on  the  day 
conjiiionly  called  I'.askr  Momlay  which  shall  be  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety,  upon 
whicli  (lav  a  new  ekcliuu  shall  be  had  and  held  of  so  manv 
others  in  their  place  and  stead  by  a  majority  of  the  male  mem- 
bers of  the  said  congregation  met  and  qualilied  to  note  and 
elect  as  is  hereinafter  mentioned,  described  and  directed; 
and  that  such  election  shall  and  may  be  held  in  such  manner 
and  at  snch  place  as  the  said  corporation  shall  Arom  time  to 
time  appoint  and  direct.  And  on  the  day  commonly*  called 
Easter  Ifonday  which  shall  be  in  the  year  of  oar  Lord  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  the  second  third  part  In 
number  of  the  trusfiees  aforesaid  shall  in  like  manner  cease 
and  be  discontinued  and  their  appointment  determine  and  a 
new  election  [shall]  be  had  and  held  in  like  manner  of  an  equal 
number  in  their  place  and  atead.  And  on  the  day  commonly 
called  Easter  Monday  which  shall  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord

[Section  L]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  It  is  beret^r 
enacted  by  the  BepresentatiTes  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
rangers  of  the  respective  counties  into  whose  hands  any  stray

AN  ACT  FOB  FOUNDING  AND  ENDOWING  A  PUBLJC  SCHOOL  IK  THE 
TOWN  AND  COUNTY  OF  HUNTINQDON. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  this 
bouse  by  sundry  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  county  of  Hunt- 
ingdon that  considerable  sums  of  money  have  been  siil>scribed 
and  contributed  and  convenient  lots  of  grotmd  approj»riated 
for  foundiu^^  and  can-vinji'  on  a  public  f^-ainmar  scliool  for  the 
said  town  and  county  accordinir  to  tlio  foUowin^  fundamental 
articles,  that  is  to  say.  I'irst,  The  said  school  shall  be  governed 
by  seven  trustees  residinj;  in  the  town  and  township  of  Hunt- 
ingdnn  to  be  chosen  by  contributors  towards  the  school,  of 
twenty  shillings  and  upwartls  residing  in  the  said  town  and 
township  and  one  trustee  for  each  township  in  the  c<ninty  to 
be  chosen  by  contributors  of  twenty  shillinszs  and 
upwards  re^^ident  in  that  township  and  whose  whole 
contrilmtions  at  the  time  of  such  tdection  shall 
amount  to  fifteen  pounds  or  upwards.    Secondly,  When  any 
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trustee  shall  die»  resign  or  lemoTe  out  of  the  township  for 
which  he  was  elected  or  be  otherwise  disabled  from  acting 
as  a  trustee  or  shall  neglect  to  attend  the  vialtatlon  of  the  said 
school  for  four  succeeding  quarterly  meetinga  or  viaitations 
without  such  plea  or  excuse  of  absence  as  shall  be  deemed 
reasonable  and  satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  a  quorum  or 
legal  board  of  seven  or  more  trustees  duly  assembled  at  such 
quarterly  meetings,  then  and  in  eveiy  such  case  within  three 
months  after  such  de;ith,  resignation,  removal  out  of  the  town- 
ship or  other  disability  or  disqualification  as  aforesaid  such 
board  or  quorum  of  seven  or  more  surviving  and  remaining 
trustws  shall  cause  ten  days  notice  to  be  given  in  the  township 
where  the  trustee  or  trustees  resided  whose  seat  hath  been 
vacated  by  any  of  the  means  aforesaid  appointing  a  time  and 
place  in  snoh  township  for  the  election  of  a  new  trustee  or  trus- 
tees to  supply  such  vacant  seat  or  seats,  at  which  election  all 
freeholders  who  havo  oifher  contributed  twenty  shillings  or 
upwaitls  towards  fouiidiiij^  the  said  school  or  wlio  have  paid 
that  sum  in  tuition  inonev  for  tli»>  fMlucation  of  any  child  or 
children  shall  be  ontitlcMl  to  frive  ilieir  vote,  i)ix}vided  that  u 
majority  out  of  seven  such  votes  at  least  shall  be  deeme<l  neces- 
sary for  an  election,  and  provided  further,  that  if  there  be  no 
such  majority  to  vote  or  if  the  township  shall  neglect  to  make 
any  choice  according  to  notice  given  as  afoi'esaid,  then  a  board 
or  quorum,  not  less  than  seven  of  the  remaining  trustees  at 
any  quarterly  meeting,  If  they  shall  think  it  necessary,  may 
nominate,  elect  and  appoint  a  trustee  or  trustees  to  supply 
such  vacant  seat  or  seats  in  all  which  cases  the  person  so  to 
be  chosen  or  appointed  shall  be  resident  in  the  town  or  town- 
ship in  which  the  person  resldeth  whose  seat  he  shall  be  chosen 
to  supply.  Thirdly,  A  charter  of  incorporation  agreeably  to 
the  foregoing  articles  shall  be  applied  for  as  soon  as  thirty 
or  more  contributors  meeting  in  the  town  of  Huntingdon  shall 
choose  the  first  seven  trustees  rerident  in  the  said  town  and 
township,  which  seven  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  to  apply

of  Huntinpdnn  before  any  olrrtion  in  the  other  townships.

and  (Jeoi-ixe  I'olkner,  Alexander  Dean.  John  Dean,  and  John 
Williams,  Gentleman,  as  the  first  seven  trustees,  resident  in  the 
said  township  for  beginning  and  carrying  on  the  said  school 
and  the  said  seven  trustees  and  other  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town  and  county  of  Huntingdon  have  humbly  prayed,  that  a 
charter  of  incorporation  may  be  granted  to  them:

(Section  I,  p.  L.)  Whereas  complaints  have  been  made  bj 
a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough  and  county  of 
York  that  they  are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  fish  In  the  rivers 
Codorus  and  Conewago  by  the  obstructions  on  said  rivers  and 
prflyin^r  for  an  amendment  to  the  act  passed  the  ninth  day  of 
JIarcli  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-one  entitled 
"An  act  for  rejrulatinjr  the  fishery  in  the  rivers  Codorus  and

AN  ACT  DECLARINO  THE  ASSENT  OF  THIS  STATE  TO  CERTAIN  AMEND- 
MENTS TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  Whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  fifth  article 
of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  certain  art  ides  of 
amendment  to  the  said  ronstitulion  have  been  pi'op(tse(l  by  the 
congress  of  the  United  Stales  for  the  consideration  of  the  legis- 
latures of  the  severnl  states: 

And  whereas  tiiis  house,  heinj?  the  leiiislature  of  the  state 
of  Pennsylvatiia.  ha\inj4  uiatiiiuJy  deliberated  thereupon  have 
resolved  to  adopt  and  ratify  the  articles  hereafter  enumerated 
as  part  of  the  constit  utiuu  of  the  United  States. 

fSecti(»n  L]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  FrtH  iuen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asseiubly  met 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  constitntioii  of  the  United  Btates  proposed  by  the 
congress  thereof,  ipIb: 

Article  8.  Congress  shall  moke  no  law  respecting  an  estab* 
lishment  of  religion  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or 
aJbridging  the  freedom  of  speech  of  the  press  or  the  right  of 
the  people  peaceably  to  assemble  and  to  petition  the  govern- 
ment for  a  redress  of  grieTanceSb 
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Article  4.  A  well  regulated  militia  l>eiiig  necessary  to  the 
security  of  a  free  state  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear 
arms  shall  not  be  infringed. 

Article  5.  No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  quartered  in 
any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  nor  in  time  of  war 
but  iu  a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Article  6.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  iu  their  per- 
sons, bouses,  pajH-rs  aud  effects  against  unreasonable  searches 
and  seizures  shall  not  be  violated  and  no  warrants  shall  issue 
but  ui>ou  probable  cause  supported  by  oath  or  alTlrmation  and 
particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  per- 
sons or  thinpi  to  be  seized. 

Article  7.  No  jierson  shall  be  lieki  to  answer  for  a  capital  or 
otherwise  infamous  crime  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indict- 
ment of  a  grand  jury  exrrjit  in  oases  arising  in  tlie  land  or 
naval  forces  or  in  the  niiliiia  when  in  actual  service  in  tinip  of 
v.'nr  (IT-  piiblif  danucr,  nor  sliall  any  person  be  snbjot'1  for  the 
si]]\\r  iitTt'iisr  to  be  twice  jnit  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limit,  nor 
shall  111'  coinix'npd  in  nny  rrhninal  casf  to  l)p  a  witness  a<2;ainst 
liiM^clf  nor  to  be  depriveil  of  life,  liberty  or  pruiKirly  without 
duf  j>roces»8  of  Jaw,  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  pub- 
lic use  without  just  compensation. 

Article  8.  In  all  criminal  i  i  •  ei utions  the  accused  shall  en 
joy  the  rii;lit  of  a  speedy  an<l  i»ublic  trial  i)y  an  impartial  jurj' 
of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  ciinie  shall  liave  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  pre\iMi]sly  ascer- 
tained by  law,  aud  to  be  inf<»rnie<1  of  the  naiiue  and  cause  of  the 
accusation,  to  be  coufrouLed  with  the  witnf^sses  ajiaiiust  him, 
to  have  compulsory  process  for  ol)Laiuini;  wituetises  in  bis 
favor  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defense. 

Article  9.  In  suits  at  common  law  where  the  value  in  contro- 
Tersy  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars  the  right  of  trial  by  jury 
fphaU  be  pressed  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  others 
wise  re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  Btates  than  ac- 
'•otding  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

Article  10.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed  nor  cruel  nor  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 
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Article  11.  The  eDumeration  in  the  constitiitiou  of  certain 
rigbus  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  re- 
tained by  the  people. 

Article  12.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  Uuiied  States 
bj  the  constitution  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  states  are  re- 
served  to  the  states  respectlTely  or  to  the  people. 

Be  and  they  are  hereby  ratified  on  behalf  of  this  state  to  be- 
come, when  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the 
sereral  states,  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States.

(Section  I,  P.  L.)  The  benevolent  provisions  heretofore  mnde 
bj  the  legiBlature  of  this  state  for  the  widows  and  cbildri-ii  of 
the  officers,  non-coramissioned  officers  and  private  uieu  of  the 
uiJlitia  who  have  been  killed  or  died  of  their  wounds  in  the  ser- 
vice of  this  state  or  of  the  United  Stat^  having  from  Beveral 
causes  proved  ineffectual: 

.  [Sertion  L]  (Section  11,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  and  it  k  hereby 
enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Aaaembly  met  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  Bame,  That  the  widows  of  such  officers^ 
non-commissioned  olBcers  and  private  men  of  the  militia,  who 
at  the  time  of  their  being  called  into  service  resided  within  this 
state  and  who  have  been  killed  or  have  died  of  their  wounds  re- 
ceived in  the  service  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  shall, 
during  their  widowhood,  be  respectively  entitled  to  receive  pen- 
sions not  exceeding  the  half-pay  and  value  of  the  rations  that 
such  officer  or  private  was  entitled  to  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  in  caee  any  such  widow  has  since  departed  this  life  or  hath 
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married  again  or  such  officer  or  private  left  no  widow,  the  child 
tir  children  of  such  officer  or  private  aball  be  entitled  to  the 
like  pension  or  such  proportionahle  part  th»eof  as  upon  the 
circumitances  of  the  case  and  eonformably  to  the  true  intent 
avd  meaning  of  this  act  the  jnatices  of  the  conrt  hereinafter 
mentioned  shall  adjudge  reasonable  and  jnst  until  such  child 
or  children  respectively  shall  attain  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
and  the  said  conrt  shall  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  persons 
to  be  guardians  of  such  child  or  children  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  and  applying  such  pensions  or  proportionable  parts 
pension??.

and  pevKonal  within  the  same  reHi>eotively  who  shall  continue 
in  office  for  and  during  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  said  presi- 
dent and  council  and  shall  severally  give  bond  to  the  presi- 
dent and  his  mccessors  with  two  or  more  sufficient  securities 
in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful difjchnrrre  of  their  and  every  of  their  respective  duties  and 
for  well  and  truly  performing  the  terms  and  pfiymenti*  in  and 
by  this  act  and  tlie  several  acts  nf  «ieneral  ass^^mbly  to  which

Whereas  saft-ty  of  tlic  papers  aud  rec- 
ords belonging  to  or  in  the  custody  of  the  protbonota'*ies,  reg- 
isters and  recorders  of  tbe  several  countieR  of  this  coiunion- 
wealth  i»  an  object  of  great  importance  to  the  good  citizens 
thereof: 

fBeetion  I.]  (Section  IT,  I'.  L.)  Re  it  therefore  enacted  aud  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Coinnionwealth  of  Peniii<\ h uiiia  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  l)y  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  commissioners  of 
each  county  of  this  commonwealth,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  jnstices  of  the  connty  court  of  quarter  sessions  and  grand 
jury  of  their  respective  counties,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorised  and  empowered  to  cause  to  be  erected  a  «uttable 
building  or  buildings  of  brick  or  stone  on  the  most  safe  and

[Section  II.]  (Section  II,  P.  L.)  [Sic]  And  be  it  further 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  several  officers 
before  mentioned  upon  due  notice  from  the  commissioners  of 
the  respective  counties  as  soon  as  such  suitable  buildings  shall 
have  been  constructed  as  aforesaid  in  their  respective  counties

(Section  I>  P.  L.)  Wta^as  an  act  of  aaaembly  enacted  the 
twenty-eigbth  day  of  March  one  thousand  eeren  hundred  and 
eighty-Beven  entitled,  *'An  act  for  ascertaining  and  conflrming 
to  certain  persons  called  Connecticut  cl^mants  the  lands  by 
them  claimed  within  the  counties  of  Luzerne  and  for  other  pur^ 
poses  thexein  mentioned,'^'  hath  been  found  in  its  principles 
and  operations  to  be  unjmt  and  oppreasive  in  as  much  as  it 
dlTeeted  many  citiaens  of  this  state  of  thdr  lands  without  their 
consent  and  without  makinjx  them  any  just  compensation: 

And  whereas  depriving  individuals  of  their  property  in  such 
a  summary  way  is  unconstitntional  and  of  the  most  dangerous 
consequence: 

And  whereas  said  act  was  enacteil  by  the  legislature  hantily 
without  due  con8idei*ation  had  aud  proper  information  of  the 
ina^iiitn<!e  of  (he  grant: 

Aud  \v^lelva^s  carrying  said  act  into  cfTeit  would  iuipose  a 
grievous  bui-deu  ou  the  good  citizeuB  of  liiis  state  to  make  com- 
peusation  to  those  who  would  thereby  be  divested  of  their 
property ; 

And  whereas  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  said 
act  do  not  appear  to  warrant  any  legislative  interference  or 
aepartnre  ttorn  the  Established  rulee  of  justice  in  respect  to 
private  property  nor  hath  had  the  effect  proposed:

And  whereas  no  appiopriation  hath  as  y^et  been  made  by 
the  legislature  eirlier  for  the  sura  already  expended  or  for 
what  may  bo  fnilher  nectssary  to  complete  s;ud  repairs:

some  cases  less  sanguinarj'  and  in  general  more  projwrtionate 
to  the  crimos;"  and  by  tho  tliirt y  iiititl;  sprtiou  "That  to  deter 
more  cirectuaily  from  the  commission  of  crimes  by  continued 
visibh'  puiiishnu-Tit  <>f  long  duration  and  to  make  sanguinary 
l)iinishmeuts  less  n<  i  <'8sary  bouses  oiiifbt  to  be  provided  for 
puiiisliiug  by  hard  labor  those  wlio  shall  be  convicted  of 
eriiiies  not  capital  wberein  the  criininal  shall  be  employed  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public  or  for  reparation  of  injuries  done  to 
private  person*."  And  whereas  the  laws  heretofore  made  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  the  sidd  provirions  of  the  ccMostitution 
into  effect  hayeln  some  degree  failed  of  success  from  the  ex* 
posnre  of  the  offenders  employed  at  hard  labor  to  public  view 
and  from  the  communication  with  each  other  not  being  sufR* 
ctently  l-estraiu^d  within  the  places  of  conflnementf  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  addition  of  unremitted  solitude  to  laborious 
empio;  inent  as  far  as  it  can  be  effected  will  contribute  as  muidi 
to  reform  as  to  deter: 

[Section  1.]  ((Section  II,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  HepresentatlTes  of  the  Freemen  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  FennsylTanla  in  General  Assembly  met 
and  by  tlie  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  pains  and  penalti(>s 
hereinafter  mentioned  shall  be  inflicted  upon  the  several  of- 
feridpTs  ^\  lio  shall  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act  com* 
niit  and  be  h^pally  convicted  nf  any  of  the  offences  hereinafter 
♦•numerated  and  specified,  in  lieu  of  the  pains  and  penaltict 
which  by  law  have  bef-n  heretofore  inflicted;  that  is  to  say, 
fvi-ry  peisiin  convicted  of  robbery,  burglary,  sodomy  or  bug- 
gery or  as  accessory  thereto  before  the  fact  shall  forfeit  to  the 
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rommonwcalth  all  nmj  singular  the  lands  and  tenements,  poods 
and  cbattelii  whereof  he  or  she  was  seized  or  possessed  at  the 
time  the  crime  was  coumutted  and  at  nny  time  afterwards  until 
oonviction  and  be  sentcnt cd  to  underjio  a  servitude  of  any  term 
or  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  parsing  the  sentence  not 
exceeding  ten  years  in  tJie  public  gaol  or  house  of  correction 
of  the  eoanty  or  city  in  which  the  offence  shall  hare  heen  com- 
mitted and  be  kept -at  such  labcw  and  fed  and  clothed  in  such 
manner  as  is  herein  after  directed. 

[Section  II.]  Provided  always  and  be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid.  That  no  person  accused  of  [any  of]  the 
aforesaid  crimes  shall  be  admitted  to  bail  but  by  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  court  or  some  or  one  of  them  nor  shall  he  or 
she  be  tried  but  iu  the  supreme  court  or  In  a  court  of  oyer  and 
terminer  or  general  jail  delivery  held  in  and  for  the  county 
wherein  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed  and  that  per- 
emptory challenges  shall  be  allowed  in  all  such  easea  wherein 
they  have  been  heretofore  allowed  by  law  but  no  attainder 
hereafter  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  in  any  case  nor  extend 
to  the  dii^inherison  or  prejudice  of  any  person  or  persons  other 
than  the  offender. 

[Section  III  ]  iSection  IV,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  fuHluM-  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesiiid,  That  everv-  ]>(msoii  lonvicted  of 
hoi'>«e-stea!ing  or  as  accessory  thereto  before  the  fad  sliall 
restore  the  horse,  uiare  or  gelding  stolen  to  the  owner  or  ownt-rs 
thereof  or  shall  pa;\  to  bim,  her  or  them  the  full  value  thereof 
and  also  jniy  tli(»  like  value  to  the  commonweal i h,  and  more- 
over undergo  a  servitude  for  any  tenu  not  exceeding  seven 
years  in  the  diwretiou  of  the  court  before  which 
the  conviction  shall  be,  and  shall  be  confined,  kept 
to  hard  labor,  fed  and  clothed  in  manner  here- 
inafter mentioned.  Every  person  convicted  of  simple  larceny 
to  the  value  of  twenty  shillings  and  upwards  or  as  accessory 
thereto  before  the  fact  shall  restore  the  goods  or  chattels  so 
stolen  to  the  right  owner  or  owners  thereof  or  shall  pay  to  him, 
her  or  them  the  full  value  thereof  or  of  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  not  be  restored,  and  moreover  shall  fcHrfeit  and  pay  to 
the  commonwealth  the  like  value  of  the  goodsi  and  chattels 
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stolen  and  also  undergo  a  Bmitude  for  aigr  term  of  yeorft  not 
exceeding  three  at  the  dlacretion  of  the  court  before  which 
the  conTiction  shall  be,  and  Bhall  be  confined,  kept  to  hard 
labor,  fed  and  clothed  In  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

And  whereas  by  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  chapter  of 
the  constitution  it  is  declared,  "That  in  all  prosecutions  for 
criminal  offences  a  man  has  a  right  to  be  heard  by  himself  and 
his  counsel  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation, 
to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  in  bis 
favor  aiu]  a  si)eody  public  trial  by  an  impailial  jury  of  the 
county,  without  the  unauiuioiis  consent  of  which  jury  he  can- 
not be  found  guilty."  Since  which  declaration  it  is  not  pro- 
per that  pei-sous  accused  of  small  or  petty  larcenies  slionld  be 
tried  and  ';onvir(e<l  before  two  nin^^istrates  or  juBticeii  of  the 
peace  witlioui  tlie  i iitei  v cut iou  of  a  jurj'. 

[Section  IN'.j  (Seclioii  V,  P.  L.)  Be  it  therefore  enat  ted  by 
the  anthoHty  aforesaid,  That  llie  act  of  assembly  entitled  "An 
art  for  the  trial  and  pnnishment  of  larceny  under  five  shil- 
lin;^>.    be  and  the  same  is  liereby  repealed  and  [that]  if  any  per- 
son or  persons  shall  hereafter  feloniously  steal,  take  and  carry 
UA'ay  any  goods  or  chattels  under  the  value  of  twenty  shillings, 
the  same  order  and  course  of  trial  shall  be  had  and  obserroii 
an  tor  other  simple  larcenies  and  he,  she  or  they  being  tberer' 
lej^ally  conyicted  shall  be  dewned  guilty  of  petty  larceny  and 
shall  restore  the  goods  and  chattels  so  stolen  or  pay  the  ftall 
value  Hicreof  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  and  also  forfeit 
and  pay  ihe  like  value  to  the  commonwealth  and  be  further 
sentenced  to  undergo  a  servitude  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  before  which  such  conviction 
shall  be,  and  be  confined,  kept  to  hard  labor,  clothed  and  fed 
in  tnuunor  as  herein  after  directed.   And  evcr^v'  peraon  con- 
victed of  bigamy  or  of  being  an  accessory  after  the  fact  in  any 
felony  or  of  receiving  st»t)*  ?i  p^oods  knowing  them  to  have  been 
stolen  or  of  any  other  offence  not  capital  for  which  by  the 
laws  in  force  before  the  act  entitled  "An  act  t<)  amend  the  jw-nal 
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laws  of  this  state"  '  burninp:  in  the  hand,  cutting  off  the  ears, 
nailin*;  the  ear  or  eare  to  the  i»illory,  placin<;  in  and  upon  the 
pillorj,  whipping  or  imprisonnieiit  for  life  is  or  may  be  in- 
tlicted,  shall  instead  «)f  such  parts  of  the  punishment  be  lined 
and  sentenced  to  undergo  in  the  like'nianuer  and  be  confined, 
kept  to  hard  labor  fed  and  clothed  as  is  hereinafter  directed 
for  any  tenii  noi  exceed] njj;  two  years  whicli  llie  coui-t  before 
whom  such  conviction  shall  be  may  ami  ^liall  in  liieir  dit5<-retion 
think  adapted  to  the  nature  and  heinousness  of  the  offence. 

[Section  v.]  (gecHoii  V,  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  robbery  or  larceny  of  obligations 
or  bonds,  bills  obligatoiy,  bills  of  exehange,  promissory  notes 
for  the  payment  of  money,  lottery  tickets,  paper  bills  of  credit, 
certificates  granted  by  or  under  the  authority  of  thid  common- 
wealth  or  of  all  or-  any  of  the  United  States  of  America  sball 
'  be  punished  in  the  same  manner  as  robbery  or  larceny  of  any 
goods  or  chattels.  And  whereas  by  the  eighth  section  of  tbe 
act  of  assembly  entitled  "An  act  for  tbe  adrancement  of  ju»> 
tiee  and  more  certain  administration  thereof*  it  is  enacted  that 
if  any  woman  shall  endeavor  privately  to  conceal  the  de  itli  of 
her  child  which  by  beiii^'  born  alive  should  by  the  law  be 
deeme<l  a  bnstard  so  tliat  it  mnv  not  come  to  lij^ht  wliether  it 
was  born  alive  or  not  and  be  couvicteil  DH  rcr^f  sliall  suffer 
death  as  in  case  of  murder  "except  such  i  iutl  t  r  can  make 
proof  by  one  witness  at  tlie  least  that  the  child  whose  death  wa» 
by  her  so  intendod  to  be  concealed  was  born  dead"  whcrcliy  the 
bare  concealmeut  of  the  dea(h  i.s  aUuusl  couclui^ive  evidence  of 
the  child's  being  murdered  by  the  mother  or  by  her  procure- 
ment. 

[Section  VI.]  (Section  VI,  P.  L.)  Re  it  therefore  declared  and 
enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the 
publication  of  this  act  the  constrained  presumption  that  tbe 
child  whose  death  is  concealed  was  therefore  murdered  by  the 
mother  shall  not  be  sufficient  evidence  to  convict  tbe  party 
indicted  without  probable  presumptive  proof  is  given  that  tbe 
child  was  bom  alive.

[Section  VIL]  (Section  VIIp  P.  L.)  And  be  it  further  en< 
acted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  erery  other  felony  or 
miademeanory  or  offence  whateoever  not  specially  provided  for 
by  this  act  may  and  shall  be  punished  as  heretttfore. 

[Section  VIL]  (Section  VIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority aforesaid,  That  the  commissionerB  for  tlie  county  of 
Philadelphia  with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor  and  two  of 
the  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  two  of  the  justices 
of  the  court  of  the  quarter  sessions  for  the  county  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  as  soon  as  conreniently  may  be  cause  a  suitable  num* 
ber  of  cells  to  be  constructed  in  the  yard  of  the  gjiol  of  the  said 
county  each  of  which,  cells  slinll  be  six  feet  in  width,  eight  feet 
in  length  and  nine  f»H't  in  iieight  and  shall  be  constructed

[Section  IX.]  (Section  IX,  P.  L.)  Be  It  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority aforesaid.  That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  a  propor- 
tionable part  of  the  expense  of  erecting  such  cells  and  walls 
the  president  and  suptreme  executive  council  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  authorised  to  draw  orders  on  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  sum  of  Ave  hundred  pounds  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds

heivafier  uiuiied.  dnnnct  which  labor  the  said  ollcmleis  shall 
be  kept  separate  and  apart  frt>ia  each  other  if  the  nature  of 
their  several  employments  will  admit  thereof  and  where  the 
nature  of  such  employment  i-equirea  two  or  more  to  work  to- 
gether the  keeper  of  the  said  {n^ol  or  one  of  his  deputies  shall  if 
possible  be  constantly  present.

and  for  tiu*  iuijiicnients  and  materials  of  any  kind  of  mannfae 
ture,  trade  oi-  labor  in  wliich  snch  convicts  shall  be  emjtluyt-ti 
for  the  sale  of  snch  floods,  wares  and  merchandise  as  sliall  he 
there  wrought  and  manufactured  and  the  said  keeper  shall 
cause  all  accounts  concerning  the  maintenance  of  such  conyict« 
and  athcr  prisoners  to  be  entered  regularly  in  a  book  or  books 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  and  shall  also  keep  separate  ac- 
counts of  the  stock  and  materials  so  vrrought,  manufactured, 
sold  and  dii^osed  of  and  the  moneys  for  which  the  same  shall 
be  sold  and  when  sold  and  to  whom  in  books  to  be  provided

to  their  use  and  hmefit  as  the  said  inspectors  shall  ujkhi  siidi 
occasions  direct  and  if  suili  ott'euder  at  the  fud  or  other  deter- 
mination of  his  term  of  confinement  shall  labor  under  any  acute 
or  dangerous  distemper  he  shall  not  be  discharged  unless  at 
his  own  request  until  he  can  be  safely  discharged. 

[Section  XVIII.]  (Section  XVIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  no  person  whatever  except  the 
keeper,  his  deputies,  servants  or  assistants,  the  said  inspectors, 
officera  and  ministers  of  justice,  counsellors  or  attorneys  at  law 
employed  by  a  prisoner,  ministers  of  the  gospel  or  persons  pro- 
ducing a  written  license  signed  by  two  of  the  said  inspect ors 
shall  be  permitted  to  enter  within  the  walls  where  sueh  ofiend- 
ers  shall  be  contiued  and  that  the  doois  of  all  the  lod<;iu>; 
rooms  and  cells  in  the  said  gaol  shall  be  locked  and  ail  lights 
therein  extinguished  at  the  hour  of  nine  and  one  or  more 
watchmen  shnl!  patrol  the  said  gaol  at  h  ast  twire  in  e\ei  v 
hour  from  that  tinte  until  the  returu  of  the  time  of  labor  in  the 
morning  of  the  next  day. 

[Section  XIX.]  (Seetion  XIX,  IV  1..)  He  it  enncted  by  the 
authoiity  aforesaid.  That  the  walls  of  the  cells  ami  a]»artn»ents 
iu  the  said  gaol  shall  be  whitewaslied  with  liau,'  an<i  water  at 
least  twice  in  ev<»ry  year  and  the  iloors  of  the  said  cells  and 
apartments  shall  be  washed  once  every  week  or  ofteuer  if  the 
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Knid  inspt'ctoi-s  shall  w>  direct  by  one  or  more  of  tlie  said  pris- 
oners iu  n)fntion  wlio  nt  tlio  disrrpti()ii  of  tlic  snid  kooper  shall 
have  an  <'\(ia  allt»wauee  of  diet  lur-  so  doinu  and  tin-  said  pris- 
oner's shall  be  allowt^  to  walk  and  air  t lienit*<4veH  for  siicb 
slated  tinie  as  their  health  may  require  and  the  Siiid  keeper 
sliali  pt-nnit  and  if  proper  em jdoyuieut  can  be  found  such  ])ris- 
oner-s  n»uy  aLso  be  permitted  with  the  approbation  of  two  of 
the  said  inspectors  to  work  in  the  yard  provided  such  airing 
and  working  in  the  yard  be  in  the  pi*e8ence  or  witbin  the  view 
of  the  said  keeper  oi*  his  deputies  or  assistants. 

[Section  XX.]  (Section  XX,  P,  L.)  Be  it  enacted  bj  the  an- 
thoritj  aforesaid.  That  one  or  more  of  tlie  apartments  in  the 
second  story  of  the  said  gaol  and  at  the  extreme  end  of  the 
west  vfing  shall  be  fitted  up  as  an  infirmary  and  In  case  any 
such  offender  being  sick  siiall  upon  examination  of  a  physi* 
cian  be  found  to  require  it  he  or  she  shall  be  removed  to  the 
infirmary  and  his  or  her  name  shall  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  tliat  purpose  and  when  stk  h  physician  shall  report 
to  the  said  kwper  that  such  offender  is  in  a  proper  condition  to 
quit  the  infirmary  and  return  to  his  or  ]w  employment  such 
repoT't  slmll  he  entered  by  the  said  keeper  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  t  haf  ))ni  pose  an<i  the  said  ke<*pei'  sliall  (»r»ler  liim  or  her  back 
to  Ins  or  lier  former  labor  so  far  ns  Uk*  same  shall  be  consistent 
with  his  or  h*M-  stale  of  health  an<l  Ihe  said  mayor,  alderntfO 
and  justices  sliall  from  time  to  time  appoint  a  physician  to 
attend  at  said  piol. 

[Section  XXL]  (Section  XXI.  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  keeper  of  the  said  gaol  shall  have 
power  to  punish  all  such  prisoners  guilty  of  assaults  within 
the  said  f^l  when  no  dangerous  wound  or  bruise  Is  fi^ven.  pro- 
fane cursing  and  swearing,  indecent  behavior,  idleness  or  neg 
ligence  in  w<»*k  or  wilful  mlBmanagenient  of  it  or  of  disobedi- 
ence to  the  orders  and  regulations  hereinafter  directed  to  be 
made  by  confining  such  offenders  In  the  dark  cells  or  dungeons 
of  the  said  gaol  and  by  keeping  them  upon  bread  and  water 
only  for  any  term  not  exceeding  two  days  and  if  any  such  pris* 
oner  shall  be  guilty  of  any  offense  within  the  said  gaol  which 
the  Miid  keeper  is  not  hereby  authoHsed  to  punish  or  for  which 
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he  sliall  think  flic  s;ii(l  ])UTiislmient  is  not  sufticit^nt  by  reason 
of  the  enormity  of  the  olfenRC  he  shall  report  the  same  to  two 
of  the  Haid  inspectors  who  if  upon  proper  inqnirv  they  shaJI 
think  tit  shall  <'(>riily  tlic  iiattin»  and  cireumstmues  of  such 
on'eu}<e  with  t!i<'  iiaiiK*  of  tlir  oiTcndfi-  to  the  uiayoi-  of  the  said 
city  nn<l  tlic  iiiayor  sliall  thereiipuu  order  siu  li  olTenses  to  be 
punished  l>y  iiuxh'rate  whippini^  or  repeattMl  whippluijK  not  cx- 
eeediu};  IhiT  tecii  lushes  each  or  by  elu.se  eoulhienieiit  iu  the  said 
dark  cells  or  dunjreons  with  bread  and  water  only  for  suste' 
nance  for  any  time  not  exceeding  »ix  days  or  by  all  the  said 
punifthmenta. 

[Section  XXIL]  (Section  XXII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
authoritj  afoiesaid,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  and 
two  aldermen  of  the  eaid  city  and  two  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  the  said  county  on  the  first  day  of  May  annually  to 
appoint  a  suitable  person  to  be  keeper  of  the  said  gaol  who 
shall  howerer  be  liable  to  be  removed  by  the  mayor,  aldemion 
and  justices  aforesaid  wh*  n  occasion  may  require  in  which 
case  another  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  in  like  man- 
ner who  shall  receive  as  full  comp<'nsntion  for  his  Ker\i<<'s 
and  in  lieu  of  all  fees  ntnl  gratuities  by  reason  or  under  color 
of  thf»  snifl  office  so  miu  li  per  nnnum  as  the  said  mayor,  alder- 
men and  justic<^  at  the  time  of  such  appointment  shall  direct 
to  be  pai<l  in  <iuai'terly  payinems  l»y  orders  diaw  ii  on  tlie  treas- 
urer of  the  said  <'ounty  by  said  iiiayoi  and  iilso  live  per  centum 
on  tlie  f^ales  of  all  articles  luauuiai  t  uretl  by  the  said  criminals 
ami  such  keeper  shall  have  power  with  the  approbation  of  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  justices  aforesaid,  to  appoint  a  suitable 
number  of  deputies  and  assistants  at  such  reasonable  allow- 
ances as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  justices  aforesaid  shall  think 
just  which  allowances  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  like  manner 
and  before  any  such  gaoler  shall  exercise  any  part  of  the  said 
office  he  shall  give  bond  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  with 
two  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  said  mayor  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  pounds  upon  condition  that  he,  his  depu- 
ties and  assistants  shall  well  and  faithfully  perform  the  trusts 
and  duties  in  them  reposed,  which  bond  the  due  execution 
thereof  being  proved  before  and  certified  by  any  of  the  alder- 
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men  of  the  said  city  shall  be  recorded  in  the  oflBce  of  the  re- 
corder of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Philudelphia  and  copies 
thereof  exemplified  bj  the  said  recorder  of  deeds  shall  be  legal 
evidence  in  all  courts  of  law  in  any  auit  againat  such,  gaoler 
or  his  sureties. 

[Soetion  XXIII.]  (Section  XXII I,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  umiioiity  aforesaid,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  mayor,  aldermen  and  justices  aforrsnid  on  the  first 
Monday  in  May  next  to  appoint  twelve  insitectors,  six  of  whom 
shall  be  in  oflBce  until  the  first  Monday  in  November  next 
and  six  until  the  first  Monday  in  May  following,  and  no  from 
time  to  time  tax  inspectOTS  shall  be  appointed  in  manner  afore- 
said on  the  first  Mondays  in  May  and  November  annually,  and 
if  any  person  so  appointed  not  having  a  reasonable  ezcnse  to 
be  approved  of  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  justices  shall 
refuse  to  serve  in  the  said  office  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  ten  pounds  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  d^  as  debts 
of  like  value  are  recoverable  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth, 
the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  person  suing,  the  other 
half  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  county  to  be  ap- 
plied to  tlie  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

[Section  XXIV.]  (Section  XXIV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacUni  by  the 
authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  inspectors,  seven  of  whom 
sliall  be  a  quorum,  shall  meet  once  in  three  months,  in  an  apart- 
ment to  be  provided  for  that  pni-iH)(^e  in  the  said  ^aol  and  may 
be  etipfcially  convened  by  the  two  act  in-;  inspectoi's  when  oc- 
casion may  require,  and  they  shall  at  their  iii-st  meeting  ap- 
point two  of  their  membci-s  to  1)0  acting  iusfx'ctoi-s  who  shall 
coniiiuie  sncli  tor  such  time  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  said 
inspectoi-s  or  a  majority  of  them  when  uieL  togetJier.  And  the 
acting  inspectors  shall  attend  at  the  said  gaol  at  least  once  in 
each  week  and  shall  examine  into  and  inspect  the  management 
of  the  said  gaol  and  the  conduct  of  the  said  keeper  and  his 
depnties  so  far  as  respects  the  said  offenders  employed  at  hard 
labor  and  the  directions  of  this  act  and  shall  do  and  perform 
the  several  matters  and  things  hereinbefore  directed  by  them 
to  be  performed. 

[Section  XXV.]  (Section  XXV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
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Ifv  the  authority  n foresaid,  That  the  board  of  inspectors  at 
thf'ir  Quarterly  or  other  meeting  shall  make  such  further  or- 
ders and  legulations  for  the  purpose  of  carrjing  this  act  into 
exectttiou  as  shall  be  approved  of  by  the  mayor  and  recorder 
of  Uie  said  city  and  such  orders  and  regidfttioiui  iball  be  hung 
up  in  at  least  six  of  the  most  conspicnona  place*  in  the  said 
gaol  and  if  the  said  keepor  or  any  of  liia  depnties  or  aseist- 
antB  shall  obstmct  or  resist  the  said  inspectors  or  any  of  them 
in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  them  by  this 
act  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  ponnds 
to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  be 
removed  in  manner  aforesaid  from  bis  respective  office  or  em- 
ployment in  the.s&id  gaol. 

[Section  XXVL]  (Section  XXVI»  R  I..)  Be  It  further  en- 
acted by  the  authority  aforesaid^  That  the  present  house  of 
correction  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  reserved  for  the 
exclusive  reception  and  cmifinement  of  debtors  and  persons 
committed  to  secure  their  appearance  as  witnesses  in  criminnl 
pposocntiona  and  not  charged  with  any  niisdomeanor  or  lii^her 
ofToTisc,  which  witnesses  if  bound  in  recoj^uizaTices  for  tlieir 
appeuraiiee  in  favor  of  the  prosecution  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  aix  pence  per  diem  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  stock, 
and  the  commissioners  of  the  said  county  are  liereby  authorized 
to  make  such  alterations  in  the  same  not  exciH-^linfr  the  sum 
of  sixty  pounds  as  shall  he  necessary  to  accommodate  all  such 
prisoners  and  to  distinjruish  the  said  house  of  correction  by  a 
proper  title  hencefonvard  it  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the 

name  of  "The  Debtors'  Apartment." 
[Section  XXVII.]  (Section  XXVII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  en- 

acted  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That  the  keepers  of  the  said 
gaol  and  of  the  said  house  of  correction  refsqpectively  shall 
forthwith  exchange  the  several  prisoners  in  their  respective 
custody  conformable  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act  and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  indemnified  for  all  such  pris- 
oners as  shall  be  safely  delivered  into  proper  custody  pursuant 
to  the  diiections  of  this  act: 

And  whereas  It  may  not  at  present  be  practicable  to  intro- 
duce all  the  above  mentioned  regulations  into  each  of  the 
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counties  of  this  stato  altlioujjh  it  is  ueeessan-  that  an  tmiform* 
itj  of  piniishiuent  should  as  much  as  possible  prevail  in  all: 

[Seciiou  XXVin.]  fSortion  XXVITT,  P.  L.)  Re  it  enacted 
by  the  antliority  !if(ii-<'s;iiil.  Thnt  tli*'  iiijilrfnctoi-H  sentence<l  t<» 
hard  la!)or  as  afon'saiil  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state 
oilier  iliiin  the  county  of  riiilndelpliin  shall  be  t'liijihiycd  in 
the  Re\(  i-;il  ^:ii)ls  and  work  liouseh  in  tlio  respe<tive  counties 
in  suck  hard  and  servile  labor  and  fc«l  aiul  chtthed  iu  such 
manuei'  as  is  hereinbefore  directe<l.  And  the  sheriff  of  the 
proper  county  to  whom  the  said  malefactors  shall  be  commit- 
ted in  execution  of  their  sentence  shall  from  time  to  time  with 
the  approbation  of  the  justices  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
of  the  proper  county  in  open  court  appoint  so  many  keepers 
of  the  said  malefactors  as  shall  be  necessary,  wtiose  vrof^ 
shall  be  ascertained  and  allowed  by  the  said  court  and  pAid  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  out  of  the  moneys  in  his  hands 
raised  for  the  use  of  the  said  county  by  a  warrant  drawn  by 
the  said  sheriff  and  at  least  one  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
proper  county  and  that  the  duty  of  the  said  keepers  shall  be 
to  superintend* and  dimt  their  labor>=.  manage  and  attond  to 
their  clothiu^i,  diet  and  lodjrinj^  and  take  care  that  tiiey  be 
safely  kei)t  an<l  the  better  to  effect  this  purpose  they  shall 
have  authority  to  confine  in  close  durance  apaii  from  all  so- 
ciety all  those  who  shall  refuse  (*»  labor,  be  Idle  or  irnilty  of 
any  freK|);iss  :iti(l  durinir  such  contitieuient  to  wiilihold  fiuui 
them  all  susien;iiice  ex<  (  jtt  brend  and  water,  and  also  to  i)Ut 
iron  yokes  arniiitd  tlieir  necks,  t  haiu.s  upon  their  lej;  or  lej^s 
OP  otherwise  resnaiu  in  irons  such  as  shall  be  incorrigible  or 
irreclaimable  \vitlu)Ut  such  seveiity. 

[fc>ection  XXlX.l  iSectiou  XXIX,  V.  L.)  lie  if  enacted  by 
the  authority  ufore8ai<l.  That  the  court  of  quaHer  tiessions  of 
any  such  county  shall  have  power  either  ex  officio  or  upon  in- 
formation afi^ainst  any  such  keeper  for  partiality  or  cruelty  to 
call  before  them  such  keeper  together  with  the  material  wit- 
nesses and  inquire  into  his  conduct  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
he  bath  been  guilty  of  gross  partiality  or  cruelty  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  court  to  suspend  or  remove  him, 
and  any  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  when  upon  the  rir- 
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Cttit  in  such  county  dther  on  their  own  motion  or  on  complaint 
made  by  auy  other  may  take  original  cognizance  of  the  mia* 
behavior  of  any  keeper  and  remore  him  from  office  if  they  see 
cause  and  in  cjise  of  suspension  or  removal  of  all  or  any  of  the 
naid  koepfTts  <'ither  by  the  justicos  of  the  quarter  sossions  or 
the  judj^en  of  tin*  supreme  court  the  siierilT  of  the  jd-oprr  county 
with  the  approbation  of  the  justices  of  the  quarter  ><essiou8  of 
the  same  county  shall  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  aud  directed 
to  apjmint  another  keeper  or  keepere  in  the  room  oi  such  as 
shall  have  been  so  suspended  or  remoyed. 

[Section  XXX.]  (Section  XXX,  P.  L.)  Be  it  further  enacted 
by  the  auUiority  aforesaid.  That  the  keepers  of  the  gaols  and 
workhouses  or  houses  of  correction  in  such  counties  shall  once 
eyeiy  three  months  or  oftener  if  required  furnish  the  commis- 
sionm  of  their  respective  counties  with  a  complete  calendar  or 
list  of  all  persons  committed  to  their  respective  custody  under 
sentence  of  such  servitude,  together  with  the  names  of  their 
crimes,  the  term  of  their  servitude,  in  wliat  court  condemned, 
the  aj^os  and  tlie  descnption  of  the  jwrsons  of  such  as  shall  ap- 
pear to  be  too  old  and  infirm  or  othenvise  incapable  to  undergo 
hard  labor  out  of  the  gaols  or  work  liouses,  aud  the  said  com- 
missionera  shall  at  the  charge  of  the  proper  county  provide  the 
clothing  and  the  food  hereinbefore  directed  for  them  as  also 
such  articles  an«l  materials  of  hibor  and  manufacture  as  ^^liall  be 
most  suitabh'  foi-  the  emplovmeiit  of  all  those^vho  are  capable 
of  labor  or  manufacture  nnd  deliver  the  same  to  the  Siiid  fraoler 
vv  Workhouse  kef'iKM-.  taking  a  receipt  therefor;  and  that  the 
gaoler  or  woikliouse  kefi»er  shjiJl  render  an  nccount  quarterly 
or  oftener  if  required  to  the  commissionei-s  of  the  work  done  by 
the  said  malefactors  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner 
as  the  eommit^oners  shall  direct  and  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorised  from  time  to  time  to  draw  orders  or 
give  their  warrants  on  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county  for 
the  advance  of  such  sums  as  they  shall  think  reasonable  and 
necessary  for  carrying  this  act  into  execution  and  all  expenses 
and  chaises  incuired  or  to  be  incurred  by  virtue  of  this  act 
shall  be  levied  and  raised  as  other  county  charges  are  and  be 
accounted  for  in  like  manner  exciting  the  said  sum  of  five 
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hundred  p<:mndB  directed  by  this  act  to  be  l>aid  out  of  the  irf  as- 
ury  of  the  state  towards  erecting  the  Baid  celis  in  the  yard  o( 
the  ^aol  of  the  county  of  Phiiatielphia. 

[Section  XXXI.]  (SecUon  XXXI,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  bj 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  the  said  keepers  of  any  of  the 
gaols,  and  houses  of  comctlon  within  this  comnumwealth,  their 
deputies  and  amistants  in*  case  any  of  the  said  offenders  shall 
escape  horn  confinement  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of 
the  said  keepers,  deputies  or  assistants  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  often  pounds  to  be  recovered  and  applied  in  manner  afore- 
said. Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
deemed  or  taken  to  extend  to  escapes  Tolnntarily  snffeted  by 
any  such  keepers  of  the  ssld  gaols  or  workhouses. 

[Section  XXXIL]  (Section  XXXII,  P.  L.)  Be  It  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforasald,  That  if  any  such  offender  sentenced  to 
hard  labor  shall  escape,  he  or  she  sliall  on  conviction  thereof 
suffer  such  additional  confinement  at  hnrd  labor  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  this  art  and  shall  also  suffer  such  additionnl 
corporal  punishment  not  extending  to  life  or  limb  as  the  r(uiri 
in  which  such  offender  sliall  liavo  been  convicted  shall  ailjud<rt> 
and  direct.   And  if  any  such  offenfln-  after  his  <ir  her  es- 

cape bo  gnilty  of  any  offense  for  whieli  he  or  she  would  have 
been  sentenced  to  dealli  by  the  laws  in  force  before  the  passing 
of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  aniendin<^  the  penal  lawn  of 
this  state"  he  or  she  .'^li  ill  suffer  death  as  if  the  sitid  act  or 
this  act  had  not  been  made. 

[Section  XXX ill  ]  (Section  XXXIII,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted 
by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That  any  such  offenders  who  have 
been  or  shall  be  p&rdoned  for  the  offenses  or  crimes  of  which 
he  or  ahe  hath 'been  or  shall  be  convicted  in  pursuance  of  the 
said  act  or  of  this  act,  provided  such  offense  was  by  any  law 
in  force  before  the  peesing  of  the  said  act  made  capital  and 
who  shall  be  convicted  of  a  second  offenae  of  the  like  nature 
shall  suffer  death  on  such  conviction  without  the  benefit  of 
clergy  and  any  constable  who  shall  take  up  and  convey  to  gaol 
any  convict  who  shall  escape  from  his  confinement  shall  be 
allowed  mileage  at  tho  same  rate  as  constables  are  commonly 
allowed  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  proper  county. 
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[Section  XXX IV.]  (Section  XXXIV,  P.  I*)  Be  it  enacted 
by  tlie  authority  aforesaid,  That  any  felon  oonvicte<l  in  any 
coTintT  in  this  state  other  than  the  county  of  Philadelphia  of 
any  fdony  or  ft'h)ni('s  for  which  he  or  she  shall  be  sentenceil  to 
hnrd  ];\hr^v  for  the  Hpace  of  twelve  nionths  or  upwards  may  at 
the  (iiscrt'lion  of  the  court  in  which  such  felon  nliall  be  con- 
victed within  three  months  after  such  conviction  be  ieniovetl  at 
the  expense  of  the  said  county  under  safe  and  secure  conduct 
to  the  gaol  in  the  said  county  of  Philadelpliia  aud  therein  be 
confined,  fed,  clothed  and  employed  at  hard  labor  as  is  herein- 
before directed  for  the  remaining  part  of  the  time  for  which 
hj  sack  eeatence  he  or  she  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment,  and 
the  commiBaionem  of  the  said  connty  of  Philadelphia  upon  the 
application  of  the  said  inspectors  shall  bare  authority  from 
time  to  time  to  draw  orders  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
from  which  such  felon  shall  have  been  so  remoyed  for  the  ex- 
penses of  feedinff  and  clothing  snch  felon,  if  the  labor  of  such 
felon  shall  not  be  SQiBcient  to  pay  the  same,  which  orders  the 
treasurer  of  snch  connlj  shall  accept  and  pay. 

[Section  XXXV.]  (Section  XXXV,  P.  L.)  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  authority  aforesaid,  That  if  any  gaoler  or  other  person 
whatever  shall  introduce  into  or  give  away,  bart^  or  sell  with- 
in any  gaol  or  house  of  correction  in  the  said  city  or  any  of  the
